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In  view  of  the  facts  that  medical  education  among  the  colored  peo- 
ple is  in  its  infancy  and  aiso  that  the  support  of  the  students  depends 
almost  entirely  upon  a  system  of  free  scholarships  furnished  by  benev- 
olent individuals,  the  class  of  last  session,  which  was  the  first,  was 
under  the  tutorage  of  Drs.  McKee  and  Spafford.  The  success,  how- 
ever, was  so  great  that  another  Professor  has  been  added  for  the  en- 
suing year,  and  it  is  proposed  as  the  number  of  classes  increase  to 
meet  the  demand  by  securing  other  eminent  physicians  as  instructors. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Dr.  Wm.  W. 
Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  was  elected  as  a  Trustee.  His  literary  at- 
tainments and  extended  experience  as  a  physician  will  render  him  a 
valuable  counsellor  in  the  management  of  the  school,  to  whom  we  are 
already  largely  indebted. 

In  making  our  second  announcement,  we  will  state  that  it  is  our  aim 
to  follow  as  closely  as  possible  the  curriculum  of  study  as  pursued  at 
Harvard  and  other  first-class  medical  schools. 

Dr.  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  Superintendent  of 
Health  for  Wake  county,  will  give,  in  addition  to  his  regular  course 
of  lectures,  an  occasional  lecture  upon  Public  Health  and  Hygiene. 
His  course  of  lectures  upon  the  Principles  of  Medicine  will  consider 
these  in  their  connection  with  individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will 
be  treated  of  with  special  reference  to  prophylaxis,  diagnosis,  prog- 
nosis, and  treatment.  As  far  as  possible  cases  exemplifying  the  dif- 
ferent diseases  will  be  presented  to  the  class,  and  special  attention 
will  be  given  to  afford  the  student  as  much  practice  as  possible  in 
Physical  Diagnosis. 

The  second  annual  course  of  instruction  will  commence  Thursday, 
November  1st,  1883,  and  will  continue  five  months,  ending  the  last 
Friday  in  March. 

BUILDINGS. 

Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  the  numerous  friends  of  the 
institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  W.  Leonard  of  Hampden, 
Mass.,  and  other  members  of  the  family,  after  whom  this  department 
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is  named,  the  President  and  Trustees  of  Shaw  University  have  been 
enabled  to  meet  a  long  felt  want  of  the  colored  people  and  to  estab- 
lish this  new  department  of  the  University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the  especial 
accommodation  of  this  department.  One  of  these,  the  Leonard 
Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing  structure  of  beautiful  architectural 
proportions,  which  adorns  the  site  donated  'by  the  North  Carolina 
Legislature.  This  building  contains  the  lecture  rooms,  amphithe- 
atre, laboratory,  dissecting  rooms,  &c,  and  has  been  fitted  up  at 
great  expense.  It  is  intended  that  this  shall  afford  every  facility  to 
the  student  for  prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains  rooms  to  ac- 
commodate sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the  young  men  a  pleasant 
home. 

APPARATUS. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Faculty  to  procure  everything  in  the 
shape  of  apparatus  that  may  be  necessary  for  obtaining  a  higher 
knowledge  of  medicine.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  will  be  fitted  up 
with  all  necessary  appliances  for  a  practical  course  in  Chemistry.  In 
the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  already  quite  a  number 
of  the  Auzoux  Anatomical  Models  (the  finest  made)  have  been  im- 
ported from  Paris,  and  others  will  be  added  from  time  to  time.  Be- 
sides these,  there  are  many  other  preparations  and  models  which  will 
be  increased  as  occasion  requires.  Nothing  by  which  the  student  can 
be  profited  will  be  omitted. 

The  school  has  just  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  an  excellent 
Magic  Lantern,  which  will  be  of  the  greatest  service  in  illustrating 
minute  Anatomy. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  colored  physicians  thoroughly 
qualified  for  the  peculiar  work  among  their  people,  it  will  be  the  aim 
of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  to  graduate  none  but  those  showing 
themselves  possessed  of  such  knowledge  as  will  fully  equip  them  for  a 
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successful  professional  life.  Believing  that  a  graded  course  of  stud}' 
will  be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give  students  the  requisite  knowledge, 
it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of  four  years'  duration 
should  be  established,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  may  be  some 
unable  to  take  the  four  years'  course  at  the  institution,  of  such  stu- 
dents the  ordinary  requirements  of  medical  schools  will  be  exacted, 
viz.:  attendance  upon  at  least  two  full  courses  of  lectures  upon  all 
the  branches  of  medicine,  and  satisfactory  evidence  from  some  regu- 
lar physician  in  good  standing  of  having  studied  medicine  three  full 
years  prior  to  their  presenting  themselves  as  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  but  it  is  recommended  that  every  one  avail 
himself  of  the  benefits  of  the  four  years'  course,  and  no  student  will 
receive  a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all 
the  branches  pursued  in  the  four  years  course. 

The  students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  according  to  the 
number  of  years  study. 

Students  who  may  perchance  come  from  other  schools,  will  be 
classified  according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical  knowledge. 

ORDER  OF  STUDIES. 

FOR  FOUR  YEARS. 

For  the  First  Year — Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  General  Chem- 
istry. 

For  the  Second  Year — Practical  Anatomy,  Medical  Chemistry, 
Materia  Medica,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Practice  of  Medicine, 
and  Surgery. 

For  the  Third  Year — Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Theory  and  Prac- 
tice of  Medicine,  and  Surgery.  id.) 

For  the  Fourth  Year — Ophthalnology,    Otology,     Dirmatology, 
Syphilis,  Laryngology,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  Dis- 
eases of  Women,   Diseases  of   Children,   Operative    Surgery, 
Forensic  Medicine. 
It  is  intended  that  clinical  methods  of  instruction  shall  be  pursued 

as  far  as  material  will  allow. 
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Examination  of  patients  will  be  made  and  surgical  operations  be 
performed  before  the  class  free  of  charge. 

A  Dispensary  will  be  established  where  the  students  can  have  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of  themselves  learn- 
ing to  dispense  medicine.  This  will  make  the  students  practical  men, 
such  as  can  successfully  cope  with  disease  at  the  bedside. 

TERMS   OF  ADMISSION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school,  must 
be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required  to  pass  a  pre- 
liminary examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness  to  enter  upon  the 
study  of  medicine,  unless  they  can  furnish  a  certificate  of  their  pre- 
vious standing  in  school  from  some  principal  or  president  of  a  repu- 
table institution  of  learning. 

PRELIMINARY  COURSE. 

For  the  benefit  of  such  students  as  wish  to  enter  upon  the  study  of 
medicine,  and  yet  lack  the  required  preparation,  arrangements  have 
been  made  so  that  they  can  take  a  two  years'  course,  which  is  pre- 
liminary to  the  regular  course.  This  will  include  instruction  in 
Latin,  Botany,  Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the  use 
of  the  microscope.  These  studies  will  enable  the  student  to  pursue 
with  greater  facility  the  study  of  the  Medical  Sciences. 

GRADUATION. 

Every  candidate  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
Gharacter,  and  must  be  at  least  twenty-ene  years  of  age.  He  shall 
furnish  a  certificate,  signed  by  some  regular  practitioner  of  medicine, 
that  he  has  spent  at  least  three  years  in  the  study  of  medicine.  If  he 
be  a  student  of  four  years'  graded  course,  no  certificate  will  be  neces- 
sary. He  shall  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  some 
regular  medical  school,  the  last  of  which  shall  be  at  this  institution. 
He   shall   be   required   to  furnish  evidence  of   having   dissected  the 
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entire  cadavar.  He  shall  present  to  the  Faculty,  at  such  a  time 
before  graduation  as  they  may  appoint,  an  original  thesis  upon  some 
medical  subject,  the  graduation  fee  to  accompany  the  same.  A  sat- 
isfactory examination  must  be  passed  in  all  branches  of  medicine 
before  the  Faculty. 

If  a  candidate  fail  to  pass  he  may  have  a  second  trial,  which  shall 
be  final  ;  failing  in  this,  his  graduation  fee  shall  be  returned  to  him 
and  he  may  try  again  at  the  next  annual  examination,  after  having 
taken  another  course  of  lectures.

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  have  legal- 
ized dissection  by  special  act,  so  material  for  dissection  will  be  fur- 
nished at  cost  during  the  winter  months,  and  there  will  be  no  extra 
charge  for  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy's  ticket. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance. 

Students  having  paid  for  three  courses  of  lectures  at  the  school, 
will  be  admitted  to  all  subsequent  courses  on  payment  of  matricula- 
tion fee  only. 

The  other  expenses  will  be  per  month,  as  follows  :

The  students  of  this  department  may  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  the 
University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general  exercises  of  the 
other  departments. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS. 

For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young  men,  general 
scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been  established. 
The  late  Juclson  W.  Leonard,  of  Hampden,  Mass.,  left  a  bequest 
of  six  thousand  dollars  to  the  President  of  the  University,  Rev. 
H.  M.  Tupper,  as  Trustee,  to  be  used  as  he  may  deem  best  in 
the  education  of  the  colored  people.  After  due  consideration,  it  has 
been  judged  best  to  invest  the  funds,  the  interest  to  be  used  in  schol- 
arships for  deserving  young  men  who  desire  to  study  medicine.  This 
fund  will  furnish  at  least  five  scholarships  of  sixty  dollars  each,  which 
will  be  known  as  the    Leonard    Medical    Scholarships. 

During  the  past  session  scholarships  have  been  furnished  by  Hon. 
J.  S.  Carr,  Durham,  N.  C,  C.  F.  Linde,  Orange,  N.  J.,  The  Judson 
Society,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  C.  H.  Winn,  No'rthboro,  Mass.,  John  M. 
Deane,  New  York  City,  Baptist  Sunday  School,  Roundout,  N.  Y. 

For  the  next  session,  additional  scholarships  have  been  promised 
by  Col.  Levi  K.  Fuller,  Battleboro,  Vt.,  Hon.  Elijah  Shaw,  Wales, 
Mass.,  O.  .  H.  Greenleaf,  Springfield,  Mass.,  Hon.  T.  Merrick, 
Holyoke,  Mass.,  Joseph  B.  Hoyt,  Esq.,  Stamford,  Conn. 

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  these 
scholarships  will  during  the  summer  furnish  the  President  of  the 
Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  persons  possessed  of  good 
moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  preliminary  education,  and  of 
being  actually  in  need  of  assistance.

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical  School  in 
connection  with  Shaw  University,  has  been  steadily  going  forward 
for  the  last  three  years,  and  the  success  which  has  attended  the  effort 
calls  for  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  Bestower  of  all  good  ;  and  yet 
continued  effort  must  be  put  forth  in  order  to  meet  the  increased 
wants  of  this  department  of  instruction.  Twenty  additional  scholar- 
ships, of  $60  each,  are  needed  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  also  funds  to 
complete  the  fitting  up  of  the  Chemical  Laboratory  and  the  purchase 
of  such  apparatus  as  is  needed  in  imparting  medical  instruction.

We  have 
at  the  beginning  established  a  four  years'  course  in  order  to  insure 
the  necessary  training,  and  guard  against  graduating  men  imperfectly 
educated  in  the  different  branches  of  medicine.  While  a  two  or 
three  years'  course  would  doubtless  at.  first  have  secured  a  larger 
attendance  of  students,  yet  in  the  end  a  four  years'  course  will  insure 
thoroughness  that  will  give  confidence  and  confer  lasting  benefits. 

It  is  also  most  gratifying  that  the  Medical  Faculty  are  men  of 
talent  and  fully  alive  to  all  the  bearings  and  varied  interests  con- 
nected with  this  effort  to  educate  colored  men  as  physicians.

The  Chemical  Laboratory  will  be  fitted  up  with  all 
necessary  appliances  for  a  practical  course  in  Chemistry.  In  the  de- 
partment of  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  already  quite  a  number  of  the 
Auzoux  Anatomical  Models  (the  finest  made)  have  been  imported 
from  Paris,  and  others  will  be  added  from  time  to  time.  During  the 
past  year  we  have  greatly  added  to  our  list  of  models  and  in  the 
matter  of  chemical  apparatus.  Besides  these,  there  are  many  other 
preparations  and  models  which  will  be  increased  as  occasion  requires. 
Nothing  by  which  the  student  can  be  profited  will  be  omitted. 

The  school  has  just  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  an  excellent 
Magic  Lantern,  which  will  be  of  the  greatest  service  in  illustrating 
minute  Anatomy. 

COURSE   OF   STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  colored  physicians  thoroughly 
qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  their  people,  it  will  be  the 
aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  this  institution  to  graduate  none 
but  those  showing  themselves  possessed  of  such  knowledge  as  will 
fully  equip  them  for  a  successful  professional  life.  Believing  that  a 
traded  course  of  study  will  be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give  students 
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the  requisite  knowledge,  it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of 
study  of  four  years'  duration  should  be  established. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an  eminent 
physician,  and  a  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says  in  the  Medical  News 
in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  course  of  study  :  "  They  [the  Faculty] 
have  wisely  decided  that,  in  view  of  the  limited  early  education  of  the 
colored  people,  the  medical  course  shall  be  four  years,  both  to  give  a 
thorough  graded  course,  and  the  opportunity  to  study  Latin  and  other 
branches  in  the  academic  department.  If  the  colored  man  is  to  enter 
medicine,  he  must  expect  just  what  the  white  man  does — a  fair  fight 
and  no  favors.  If  inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he  will  go  to  the 
bottom  ;  if  superior,  he  ought  to  go  to  the  top." 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will  receive  a 
degree  unless"  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the 
branches  pursued  in  the  four  years  course. 

The  students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  according  to  the 
number  of  years'  study. 

Students  who  may  perchance  come  from  other  schools  will  be  clas- 
sified according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical  knowledge,  as 
ascertained  by  examination. 

ORDER  OF  STUDIES. 

FOR  FOUR  YEARS. 

For  the  First  Year — x\natomy,  Physiology,  General  Chemistry, 
and  Materia  Medica. 

For  the  Second  Year — Practical  Anatomy,  Medical  Chemistry, 
Physiology,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Practice  of  Medicine,  and 
Surgery. 

For  the  Third  Year — Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Theory  and  Prac- 
tice of  Medicine,  and  Surgery. 

For  the  Fourth  Year — Oppthalmology,    Otology,  Dermatology, 
Syphilis,    Laryngology,    Diseases   of    the   Nervous  System,    Dis- 
eases   of   Women,    Diseases    of    Children,     Operative    Surgery, 
Forensic  Medicine. 
It  is  intended  that  clinical  methods  of   instruction  shall  be  pursued 

as  far  as  material  will  allow. 
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Examination  of  patients  will  be  made  and  surgical  operations  be 
performed  before  the  class  free  of  charge. 

A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  the  students  can  have  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of  themselves  learn- 
ing to  dispense  medicine.  This  will  make  the  students  practical  men, 
such  as  can  successfully  Cope  with  disease  at  the  bedside. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school,  must 
be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will.be  required  to  pass  a  pre- 
liminary examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness  to  enter  upon  the 
study  of  medicine,  unless  they  can  furnish  a  certificate  of  their  pre- 
vious standing  in  school  from  some  principal  or  president  of  a  reputa- 
ble institution  of  learning. 

PRELIMINARY   COURSE. 

For  the  benefit  of  such  students  as  wish  to  enter  upon  the  study  of 
medicine,  and  yet  lack  the  required  preparation,  arrangements  have 
been  made  so  that  they  can  take  a  two  years'  course,  which  is -pre- 
liminary to  the  regular  course.  This  will  include  instruction  in 
Latin,  Botany,  Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the  use 
of  the  microscope.  These  branches  will  enable  the  student  to  pursue 
with  greater  facility  the  study  of  the  Medical  Sciences. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  examinations  in  the  Graded 
Course  :  At  the  end  of  first  year,  in  General  Chemistry  and  Materia 
Medica  ;  at  end  of  second,  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Medical 
Chemistry  ;  at  end  of  third,  on  Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  the  Princi- 
ples and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery  ;  at  end  of  fourth,  on  the 
special  branches  pursued  during  that  year. 

The  examinations  will  be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be  marked 
on  a  scale  of  one  hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  sixty  per  cent,  in  any 
one  branch,  will  require  that  study  to  be  repeated  the  next  year,  and 
the  student  to  be  re-examined  in  the  same  at  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years 
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of  age,  and  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  charac- 
ter. He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years  graded  course,  or  its 
equivalent,  if  he  comes  from  another  school.  He  shall  be  required 
to  dissect  the  entire  cadaver.  He  shall  present  to  the  Faculty,  at 
such  a  time  before  graduation  as  they  may  appoint,  an  original  thesis 
upon  some  medical  subject,  the  graduation  fee  to  accompany  the 
same.  Satisfactory  examinations  must  be  passed  in  all  branches  of 
medicine  before  the  Faculty  in  the  manner  laid  down  in  the  first  part 
of  this  section,  and  he  must  receive  a  general  average  of  not  less  than 
seventy-five  per  cent,  in  all  the  branches. 

If  a  candidate  fail  to  pass  he  may  have  a  second  trial,  which  shall 
be  final  ;  failing  in  this,  his  graduation  fee  shall  be  returned  to  him 
and  he  may  try  again  at  the  next  annual  examination,  after  having 
taken  another  course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in  which  he  is  deficient.

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  have  legal- 
ized dissection  by  special  act,  so  material  for  dissection  will  be  fur- 
nished at  cost  during  the  winter  months,  and  there  will  be  no  extra 
charge  for  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy's  ticket. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance. 

Students  having  paid  for  three  courses  of  lectures  at  the  school, 
will  be  admitted  to  all  subsequent  courses  on  payment  of  matricula- 
tion fee  only. 

The  other  expenses  will  be  per  month,  as  follows  :

Students  receiving  a  scholarship  will  be  expected  to  perform  all  the 
work  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  Leonard  Medical  Building. 

Needy  students  boarding  and  rooming  upon  the  grounds  may 
obtain  a  reduction  of  $2.00  per  month  from   above  rates  of  monthly 
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expense*  by  working  one  hour  each  day,  either  upon  the  grounds  or  in 
the  Industrial  Department. 

The  students  of  this  department  may  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  the 
University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general  exercises  of  the 
other  departments. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young  men,  general 
scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been  established.  The 
late  Judson  W.  Leonard,  of  Hampden,  Mass.,  left  a  bequest  of  six 
thousand  dollars  to  the  President  of  the  University,  Rev.  H.  M. 
Tupper,  as  Trustee,  to  be  used  as  he  may  deem  best  in  the  education 
of  the  colored  people.  After  due  consideration,  it  has  been  judged 
best  to  invest  the  funds,  the  interest  to  be  used  in  scholarships  for 
deserving  young  men  who  desire  to  study  medicine.  This  fund  will 
furnish  at  least  five  scholarships  of  sixty  dollars  each,  which  will  be 
known  as  the  Leonard  Medical  Scholarships. 

During  the  past  session  scholarships  have  been  furnished  by  C.  F, 
Linde,  Orange,  N.  J.;  Hon.  Elijah  Shaw,  Wales,  Mass.;  John  D. 
Rockfellow,  New  York  City.      Also  from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund. 

In  addition  to  this,  assistance  has  been  given  in  the  purchase  of 
apparatus  by  James  Pyle,  New  York  City,  Russell  Jennings,  Deep 
River,  Conn.,  and  also  from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund. 

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  these 
scholarships  will,  during  the  summer,  furnish  the  President  of  the 
Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  persons  possessed  of  good 
moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  preliminary  education,  and  of 
being  actually  in  need  of  assistance.

Two  prizes  were  offered  by  the  Professor  of  Anatomy  to  those 
young  men  who  showed  the  greatest  proficiency  in  this  branch  of 
medicine.  Mr.  H.  H.  Hines,  of  Rocky  Mount,  N,  C,  received  the 
first,  and  Mr.  L.  A.  Scruggs,  of  Liberty,  Va.,  the  second.

Those  in  preliminary  studies  will  enter  the  regular  course  in  the  Fall. 

In  addition  to  these,  there  have  been  quite  a  number  of  applicants 
from  other  institutions  of  learning,  so  that  the  prospects  for  the  next 
regular  class  are  good.  Students  desiring  to  enter  upon  the  study  of 
medicine,  will  do  well  to  enter  the  preliminary  course,  if  they  feel 
that  they  are  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  begin  the  studies  of  the 
regular  course. 
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The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical  School  in 
connection  with  Shaw  University,  has  been  steadily  going  forward 
for  the  last  four  years,  and  the  success  which  has  attended  the  effort 
calls  for  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  Bestower  of  all  good  ;  and  yet 
continued  effort  must  be  put  forth  in  order  to  meet  the  increased 
wants  of  this  department  of  instruction.  Twenty  additional  scholar- 
ships, of  $60  each,  are  needed  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  also  funds  to 
complete  the  fitting  up  of  the  Chemical  Laboratory  and  the  purchase 
of  such  apparatus  as  is  needed  in  imparting  medical  instruction. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in  announcing  to 
Northern  friends,  who  have  rendered  such  valuable  assistance  in  the 
past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medical  School  is  full  of  hope.  We  have 
at  the  beginning  established  a  four  years'  course  in  order  to  insure 
the  necessary  training,  and  guard  against  graduating  men  imperfectly 
educated  in  the  different  branches  of  medicine.  While  a  two  or 
three  years'  course  would  doubtless  at  first  have  secured  a  larger 
attendance  of  students,  yet  in  the  end  a  four  years'  course  will  insure 
thoroughness  that  will  give  confidence  and  confer  lasting  benefits. 

It  is  also  most' gratifying  that  the  Medical  Faculty  are  men  of 
talent  and  fully  alive  to  all  the  bearings  and  varied  interests  con- 
nected with  this  effort  to  educate  colored  men  as  physicians.

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Such  has  been  the  rapid  progress  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
during  the  past  three  years  that  we  can  speak  with  confidence  in 
reference  to  the  wisdom  of  the  course  of  study  adopted  by  the  Trustees 
and  endorsed  by  the  Medical  Faculty.  A  four  years'  course  has  be- 
come popular  with  our  own  students  because  essential,  as  it  gives 
sufficient  time  to  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  different 
branches  of  Medicine,  and  thus  greatly  increasing  the  possibility  of 
usefulness  and  success,  and  a  graduate  will  always  command  the 
respect  of  the  profession.  If  in  any  department  of  life  a  little  learn- 
ing is  dangerous,  it  is  especially  true  in  the  Medical  profession  and 
should  be  carefully  guarded  against.  Our  aim  is  to  follow  as  closely 
as  possible  the  curriculum  of  study  as  given  in  subsequent  pages  of 
this  announcement. 

FACULTY. 

Dr.  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  Superintendent  of  Health 
for  Wake  county,  will  give,  in  addition  to  his  regular  course  of  lec- 
tures, an  occasional  lecture  upon  Public  Health  and  Hygiene.  His 
lectures  on  Obstetrics  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams,  models,  the 
cadaver  and  other  preparations  used  to  illustrate  such  obstetric  opera- 
tions and  procedures  as  can  be  so  presented.  He  will  also  lecture  on 
the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children 

Dr.  Haywood,  for  a  long  time  Physician  to  the  North  Carolina  Deaf 
and  Dumb  and  the  Blind  Asylum,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the 
Principles  of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connection  with 
individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will  be  treated  of  with  special  ref- 
erence to  prophylaxis,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  treatment.  As  far 
as  possible  cases  exemplifying  the  different  diseases  will  be  presented 
to  the  class,  and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  afford  the  student 
as  much  practice  as  possible  in  Physical  Diagnosis. 
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Dr.  Knox  brings  to  his  department  much  experience  gained  in  the 
best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in  his  regular  practice.  A  valuable 
feature  is  the  clinical  instruction  in  connection  with  the  Leonard 
Medical  School  Hospital,  where  important  operations  in  general  sur- 
gery and  gynaecology  are  performed  in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

Dr.  Pratt  is  a  recent  graduate  of  the  Columbia  College  Medical 
School,  New  York  City.  He  is  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Chemistry, 
also  holds  the  position  of  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  and  is  the 
resident  physician  to  Shaw  University. 

Dr.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the  Eye,  Ear  and 
Throat.  He  will  supplement  his  course  with  clinical  instruction  at 
the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital  ;  students  ihus  having  the 
opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  various  instruments 
employed  in  the  examination  of  the  eye  and  ear  and  the  operations 
thereon,  and  with  the  diseases  of  these  organs  and  their  treatment. 

The  Chair  of  PI  ysiology  will  be  filled  before  the  commencement 
of  the  next  session. 

BUILDINGS. 

Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  the  numerous  friends  of  the 
institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  W.  Leonard,  of  Hampden,  Mass., 
and  other  members  of  the  family,  after  whom  this  department  is 
named,  the  President  and  Trustees  of  Shaw  University  have  been 
enabled  to  meet  a  long  felt  want  of  the  colored  people  and  to  estab- 
lish this  new  department  of  the  University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the  especial 
accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One  of  these,  the  Leonard 
Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing  structure  of  beautiful  architectural 
proportions,  which  adorns  the  site  donated  by  the  North  Carolina 
Legislature.  This  building  contains  the  lecture  rooms,  amphitheatre, 
laboratory,  dissecting  rooms,  &c. ,  and  has  been  fitted  up  at  great  ex- 
pense. It  is  intended  that  this  shall  afford  every  facility  to  the  student 
for  prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains  rooms  to  ac- 
commodate sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the  young  men  a  pleasant 
home. 
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APPARATUS. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our  list  of 
apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  supplied  with  ap- 
paratus and  reagents  for  the  especial  study  of  Medical  Chemistry.  A 
complete  set  of  Electrical  apparatus  has  been  furnished,  thus  giving 
an  opportunity  of  demonstrating  the  application  of  Electricity  in 
disease.  Apparatus  for  teaching  the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy 
which  it  is  desirable  that  the  physician  be  familiar  with,  namely,  heat, 
light,  sound,  &c,  has  been  supplied  and  instruction  will  be  given  on 
these  subjects. 

In  the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  many  additions 
have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the  complete  set  of  the 
Anzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomical  Models,  which  have  been  im- 
ported from  Paris  especially  for  us. 

Accessories  for  the  Microscope  have  been  obtained,  so  that  the 
study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology  can  be  pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured  and  further 
additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments  will  be  made  from 
time  to  time. 

The  school  has  just  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  an  excellent 
Magic  Lantern,  which  will  be  of  the  greatest  service  in  illustrating 
minute  Anatomy. 

HOSPITAL. 

during  the  year  a  Hospital  building  containing  three  wards  and 
capable  of  accommodating  thirty  patients  has  been  erected.  The 
plan  followed  in  our  best  Northern  hospitals  has  been  adopted  in 
fitting  up  the  wards,  and  all  improved  appliances  and  instruments 
will  be  supplied  .  s  occasion  demands. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinirol  instruction  a  prominent  feature 
in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student  an  opportunity  of  studying 
disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient  and  of  watching  the  effects  of 
treatment.  It  is  believed  that  the  surgical  service  will  be  especially 
valuable  and  complete.  The  present  session  has  demonstrated  not 
only  the  value  of  the  hospital  to  the  school,  but  also  its  growing  pop- 
ularity among  the  colored  people  of  the  city  and  Sfate. 
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COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  colored  physicians  thoroughly 
qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  their  people,  it  will  be  the 
aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  this  institution  to  graduate  none 
but  those  showing  themselves  possessed  of  such  knowledge  as  will 
fully  equip  them  for  successful  professional  life.  Believing  that  a 
graded  course  of  study  will  be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give  students 
the  requisite  knowledge,  it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of 
study  of  foiiryeais'  duration  should  be  estabh  hed. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an  eminent 
physician  and  a  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says  in  the  Medical  ATews 
in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  course  of  study  :  "  They  [the  Faculty] 
have  wisely  decided  that,  in  view  of  the  limited  early  education  of  the 
colored  people,  the  medical  course  shall  be  four  years,  both  to  give  a 
thorough  graded  course,  and  the  opportunity  to  study  Latin  and  other 
branches  in  the  academic  department.  If  the  colored  man  is  to  enter 
medicine,  he  must  expect  just  what  the  white  man  does — a  fair  fight 
and  no  favors.  If  inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he  will  go  to  the 
bottom  ;  if  superior,  he  ought  to  go  to  the  top." 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will  receive 
a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the 
branches  pursued  in  the  four  years'  course. 

The  students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be  classified 
according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical  knowledge,  as  ascer- 
tained by  examination. 

ORDER  OF  STUDIES. 

FOR  FOUR  YEARS. 

For  the  First  Year — Anatomy,  Physiology,  General  Chemistry, 
and  Materia  Medica. 

For  the  Second  Year — Practical  Anatomy,  Medical  Chemistry, 
Physiology,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Practice  of  Medicine,  and 
Surgery. 

For  the  Third  Year — Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Theory  and  Prac- 
tice of  Medicine,  and  Surgery. 
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For  the  Fourth  Year — Ophthalmology,   Otology,    Dermatology, 
Syphilis,    Laryngology,    Diseases   of   the    Nervous  System,    Dis- 
eases   of    Women,    Diseases    of    Children,    Operative     Surgery, 
Forensic  Medicine. 
It  is   intended   that   clinical  methods  of  instruction  shall  be  given 
prominence. 

Examination  of  patients  will  be  made  and  surgical  operations  be 
performed  before  the  class  free  of  charge. 

A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  the  students  can  have  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of  themselves  learn- 
ing to  dispense  medicine.  This  will  make  the  students  practical  men, 
such  as  can  successfully  cope  with  disease  at  the  bedside. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school  must 
be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required  to  pass  a  pre- 
liminary examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness  to  enter  upon  the 
study  of  medicine,  unless  they  can  furnish  a  certificate  of  their  pre- 
vious standing  in  school  from  some  principal  or  president  of  a  reputa- 
ble institution  of  learning. 

PRELIMINARY  COURSE. 

For  the  benefit  of  such  students  as  wish  to  enter  upon  the  study  of 
medicine,  and  yet  lack  the  required  preparation,  arrangements  have 
been  made  so  that  they  can  take  a  two  years'  course,  which  iu  pre- 
liminary to  the  regular  course.  This  will  include  instruction  in 
Latin,  Botany,  Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the  use 
of  the  microscope.  These  branches  will  enable  the  student  to  pursue 
with  greater  facility  the  study  of  the  Medical  Sciences. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  examinations  in  the  Graded 
Course  :  At  the  end  of  first  year,  in  General  Chemistry  and  Materia 
Medica  ;  at  end  of  second,  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Medical 
Chemistry  ;  at  end  of  third,  on  Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  the  Princi- 
ples and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery  ;  at  end  of  fourth,  on  the 
special  branches  pursued  during  that  year. 
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The  examinations  will  be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be  marked 
on  a  scale  of  one  hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  sixty  per  cent,  in  any 
one  branch  will  require  that  study  to  be  repeated  the  next  year,  and 
the  student  to  be  re-examined  in  the  same  at  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  and  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  charac- 
ter. He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years'  graded  course,  or  its 
equivalent.  He  shall  be  required  to  dissect  tne  entire  cadaver.  He 
shall  present  to  the  Faculty,  at  such  time  before  graduation  as  they 
may  appoint,  an  original  thesis  upon  some  medical  subject,  the  grad- 
uation fee  to  accompany  the  same.  Satisfactory  examinations  must 
be  passed  in  all  branches  of  medicine  before  the  Faculty  in  the  manner 
laid  down  in  the  first  part  of  this  section,  and  he  must  receive  a 
geneial  average  of  not  less  than  seventy-five  per  cent,  in  all  the 
branches. 

If  a  candidate  fail  to  pass  he  may  have  a  second  trial,  which  shall 
be  final  ;  failing  in  this,  his  graduation  fee  shall  be  returned  to  him 
and  he  may  try  again  at  the  next  annual  examination,  after  having 
taken  another  course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in  which  he  is  deficient.

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  have  legalized 
dissection  by  special  act,  so  material  for  dissection  will  be  furnished 
at  cost  during  the  winter  months,  and  there  will  be  no  extra  charge 
for  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy's  ticket. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance. 

The  other  expenses  will  be  per  month  as  follows  :

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Students  receiving  a  scholarship  will  be  expected  to  perform  all  the 
work  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  Leonard  Medical  Building. 

Needy  students  boarding  and  rooming  upon  the  grounds  may 
obtain  a  reduction  of  $2.00  per  month  from  above  rates  of  monthly 
expenses  by  working  one  hour  each  day,  either  upon  the  grounds  or 
in  the  Mechanical  Department 

The  students  of  this  department  may  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  the 
University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general  exercises  of  the 
other  departments. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young  men,  general 
scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been  established.  The 
late  Judson  W.  Leonard,  of  Hampden,  Mass.,  left  a  bequest  of  .six 
thousand  dollars  10  the  President  of  the  University,  Rev.  H.  M. 
Tupper,  as  Trustee.  Five  thousand  dollars  of  this  fund  has  been 
invested,  the  interest  to  be  used  in  scholarships  for  deserving  young 
men  who  desire  to  study  medicine.  This  fund  will  furnish  at  least 
five  scholarships  of  sixty  dollars  each,  which  will  be  known  as  the 
Leonard  Medical  Scholarships. 

During  the  past  session  assistance  has  been  received  from  C.  F. 
Linde,  Orange,  N.  J.  ;  Russell  Jennings,  Deep  River,  Conn.,  and 
James  Pyle,  New  York  City  ;  also  $1,000  from  the  John  F.  Slater 
Fund,  through  the  kindness  of  the  agent,  Dr.  A.  G.  Haygood.  Of 
this  latter  sum  $500  has  been  applied  to  students'  aid  in  the  payment 
of  lecture  fees  and  $500  in  the  purchase  of  apparatus,  &c. — a  most 
timely  gift,  for  which  students  and  Faculty  are  profoundly  grateful. 

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  these 
scholarships  will,  during  the  summer,  furnish  the  President  of  the 
Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  persons  possessed  of  good 
moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  preliminary  education,  and  of 
being  actually  in  need  of  assistance.

more  efficient  in  missionary  work.  None  under  twenty-two  years  of 
age  will  be  received.

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Students  desiring  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  will  do  well 
to  enter  the  preliminary  course,  if  they  feel  that  they  are  not  suffi- 
ciently advanced  to  begin  the  studies  of  the  regular' course. 

FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical  School  in 
connection  with  Shaw  University,  has  been  steadily  going  forward 
for  the  last  five  years,  and  the  success  which  has  attended  the  effort 
calls  for  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  Bestower  of  all  good  ;  and  >et 
continued  effort  must  be  put  forth  in  order  to  meet  the  increased 
wants  of  this  department  of  instruction.  Twenty  additional  scholar- 
ships, of  $60  each,  are  needed  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  also  funds  to 
complete  the  fitting  up  of  the  Chemical  Laboratory  and  the  purchase 
of  such  apparatus  as  is  needed  in  imparting  medical  instruction. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in  announcing  to 
Northern  friends,  who  have  rendered  such  valuable  assistance  in  the 
past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medical  School  is  full  of  hope.  We  have 
at  the  beginning  established  a  four  years'  course  in  order  to  insure 
the  necessary  training,  and  guard  against  graduating  men  imperfectly 
educated  in  the  different  branches  of  medicine.  While  a  two  or 
three  years'  course  would  doubtless  at  first  have  secured  a  larger 
attendance  of  students,  yet  in  the  end  a  four  years'  course  will  insure 
thoroughness  that  will  give  confidence  and  confer  lasting  benefits. 

It  is  also  most  gratifying  that  the  Medical  Faculty  are  men  of 
talent  and  fully  alive  to  all  the  bearings  and  varied  interests  con- 
nected with  this  effort  to  educate  colored  men  as  physicians. 

RULES. 

Medical  students  will  be  governed  by  the  same  rules  as  the  other 
students  of  the  University,  except  in  exigencies,  when  the  Dean  of  the 
Medical  Faculty  has  the  authority  to  excuse.

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Such  has  been  the  tapid  progress  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
during  the  past  four  years  that  we  can  speak  with  confidence  in  refer- 
ence to  the  wisdom  of  the  course  of  study  adopted  by  the  Trustees 
and  endorsed  by  the  Medical  Faculty.  A  four  years'  course  has  be- 
come popular  with  our  own  students  because  essential,  as  it  gives 
sufficient  time  to  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  different 
branches  of  Medicine,  and  will  enable  a  graduate  fopass  a  creditable 
examination  before  Medical  Boards,  a  legal  requirement  in  most 
State^  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  practiceof  Medicine,  and 
every  year  such  examinations  are  Ik  coming  more  rigid.  If  in  any  de- 
partment of  life  a  little  learning  is  dangerous,  it  is  especially  true  in 
the  Medical  profession,  and  should  be  carefully  guarded  against.  Our 
aim  is  to  follow  as  closely  as  possible  the  curriculum  of  study  as  given 
in  subsequent  pages  of  this  announcement. 

FACULTY. 

Dr.  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  Superintendent  of 
Health  for  Wake  county,  will  give,  in  addition  to  his  regular  course 
of  lectures,  an  occasional  lecture  upon  Public  Health  and  Hygiene- 
His  lectures  on  Obstetrics  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams,  models, 
the  cadaver  and  other  preparations  used  to  illustrate  such  obstetric 
operations  and  procedures  as  can  be  so  presented.  He  will  also  lec- 
ture on  the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children. 

Dr.  \V.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the  Principles  of 
Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connection  with  individual  dis- 
eases, and  the  latter  will  be  treated  of  with  special  reference  to  pro- 
phylaxis, diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  treatment.  As  far  as  possible 
cases  exemplifying  the  different  diseases  will  be  presented  to  the 
class,  and  special  attention  «ill  be  given  to  afford  the  student  as 
much  practice  as  possible  in  Physical  Diagnosis. 


Leonard  Medical  School. 


Dr.  Knox  brings  to  his  department  much  experience  gained  in  the 
best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in  his  regular  practice.  A  valuable 
feature  is  the  clinical  instruction  in  connection  with  the  Leonard 
Medical  School  Hospital,  where  important  operations  in  general  sur- 
gery and  gynecology  are  performed  in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

Dr.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the  Eye,  Ear  and 
Throat.  He  will  supplement  his  course  with  clinical  instruction  at 
the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital  ;  students  thus  having  the 
opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  various  instruments 
employed  in  the  examination  of  the  eye  and  ear  and  the  operations 
thereon,  and  with  the  diseases  of  these  organs  and  their  treatment. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  Jr.  late  of  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital  Service,, 
and  already  highly  qualified  for  his  position,  is  at  present  in  Europe 
perfecting  his  medical  education,  particularly  in  his  specialty  of  Dis- 
eases of  the  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat.  His  course  will  be  illustrated  by 
various  physiological  demonstrations,  including  vivisection. 

The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teachers  of  eminent 
ability. 

BUILDINGS. 

Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  the  numerous  friends  of  the 
institution,  and  especially  of  Tudson  W.  Leonard,  of  Hampden, 
Mass.,  and  other  members  of  the  family,  after  whom  this  department 
is  named,  the  President  and  Trustees  of  Shaw  University  have  been 
enabled  to  meet  a  long-felt  want  of  the  colored  people  and  to  estab- 
lish this  new  department  of  the  University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the  special 
accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One  of  these,  the  Leonard 
Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing  structure  of  beautiful  architectural 
proportions,  which  adorns  the  site  donated  by  the  North  Carolina 
Legislature.  This  building  contains  the  lecture-rooms,  amphitheatre, 
laboratory,  dissecting  rooms,  &c,  and  has  been  fitted  up  at  great 
expense.  It  is  intended  that  this  shall  afford  every  facility  to  the 
student  for  prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains  rooms  tO' 
accommodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the  young  men  a  pleas- 
ant home,  and  all  students  who  receive  scholarships  are  expected  to 
room  in  this  building,  but  can  secure  board  if  they  prefer  in  the  city. 
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APPARATUS. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our  list  of  ap- 
paratus. The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  supplied  with  apparatus 
and  re-agents  for  the  especial  study  of  Medical  Chemistry.  A  com- 
plete set  of  Electrical  apparatus  has  been  furnished,  thus  giving  an 
opportunity  of  demonstrating  the  application  of  Electricity  in  disease. 
Apparatus  for  teaching  the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy  which  it 
is  desirable  that  the  physician  be  familiar  with,  namely,  heat,  light, 
sound,  &c,  has  been  supplied  and  instruction  will  be  given  on  these 
subjects. 

In  the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  many  additions 
have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the  complete  set  of  the 
Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomical  Modeb.  which  have  been  im- 
ported from  Paris  especially  for  us. 

Accessories  for  the  Microscope  have  been  obtained,  so  that  the 
study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology  can  be  pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured  and  further 
additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments  will  be  made  from 
time  to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  an  excellent  Magic 
Lantern,  which  will  be  of  the  greatest  service  in  illustrating  minute 
Anatomy. 

HOSPITAL. 

A  Hospital  building  containing  four  wards  has  been  erected.  The 
plan  followed  in  our  best  Northern  hospitals  has  been  adopted  in 
fitting  up  the  wards,  and  all  improved  appliances  and  instruments 
will  be  supplied  as  occasion  demands. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prominent  feat- 
ure in  the  course  of  stud}',  giving  the  student  an  opportunity  of  study- 
ing disease  at  the  bedsicie  of  the  patient  and  of  watching  the  effects 
of  treatment.  It  is  believed  that  the  surgical  service  will  be  espe- 
cially valuable  and  complete.  The  present  session  has  demonstrated 
not  only  the  value  of  the  hospital  to  the  school,  but  also  its  growing 
popularity  among  the  colored  people  of  the  city  and  State. 
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COUKgE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  colored  physicians  thoroughly 
qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  iheir  people,  it  will  be  the 
aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  ihis  institution  to  graduate  none 
but  those  showing  themselves  possessed  of  such  knowledge  as  will 
fully  equip  them  for  successful  professional  life.  Relieving  that  a 
graded  course  of  study  will  be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give  students 
the  requisite  knowledge,  it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of 
study  of  four  years'  duration  should  be  established. 

Dr.  W.  \V.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an  eminent 
physician  and  a  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says  in  the  Medical  News 
in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  course  of  study:  "  They  [the  Faculty] 
have  wisely  decided  that,  in  view  of  the  limited  early  education  of 
the  colored  people,  the  medical  course  shall  be  four  years,  both  to 
give  a  thorough  graded  course,  and  the  opportunity  to  study  Latin 
and  other  branches  in  the  academic  department.  If  the  colored  man 
is  to  enter  medicine,  he  must  expect  just  what  the  white  man  does — 
a  fair  fight  and  no  favors.  If  inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he  will 
go  to  the  bottom;  if  superior,  he  ought  to  go  to  the  top." 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will  receive  a 
degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  branches 
pursued  in  the   lour  years'  course. 

The  students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be  classified 
according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical  knowledge,  as  ascer- 
tained by  examination. 

ORDER  OF  STUDIES. 

FOR  FOUR  YEARS. 

iFor  the  First  Year — Anatomy,  Physiology,  General  Chemistry, 
and  Materia  Medica. 

.For  the  Si<cond  Year — Practical  Anatomy,  Medical  Chemistry, 
Physiology,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Practice  of  Medicine,  and 
Surgery. 

.'For  the  Third  Year — Therapeutics.  Obstetrics,  Theory  and 
Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery. 
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For  the  Fourth  Year — Ophthalmology,  Otology,  Laryngology, 
Dermatology,  Syphilis,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  Diseases 
of  Women,  Diseases  of  Children,  Operative  Surgery,  Forensic 
Medicine. 

It  is  intended  that  clinical  methods  of  instruction  shall  be  given 
prominence. 

Examination  of  patients  will  be  made  and  surgical  operations  be 
performed  before  the  class  free  of  charge. 

A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  the  students  can  have  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of  themselves  learn- 
ing to  dispense  medicine.  This  will  make  the  students  practical 
men,  such  as  can  successfully  cope  with  disease  at  the  bedside. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school  must 
be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required  (o  pass  a  pre- 
liminary examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness  to  enter  upon  the 
study  of  medicine,  unless  they  can  furnish  a  certificate  of  their  pre- 
vious standing  in  school  from  some  principal  or  president  of  a  reputa- 
ble institution  of  learning. 

PRELIMINARY  COURSE. 

For  the  benefit  of  such  students  as  wish  to  enter  upon  the  study  of 
medicine,  and  yet  lack  the  required  preparation,  arrangements  have 
been  made  so  that  they  can  take  a  two  years'  course,  which  is  pre- 
liminary to  the  regular  course.  This  will  include  instruction  in  Latin, 
Botany,  Physics,  Zoology.  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the  use  of  the 
microscope.  These  branches  will  enable  the  student  to  pursue  with' 
greater  facility  the  study  of  the  Medical  Sciences. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  examinations  in  the  Graded 
Course:  At  the  end  of  first  year,  in  General  Chemistry  and  Materia 
Medica;  at  end  of  second,  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Medical: 
Chemistry;  at  end  of  third,  on  Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  the  Princi- 
ples and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery;  at  end  of  fourth  year  a- 
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final  examination  of  all  the  branches  pursued  during  the  course  oc- 
cupying the  last  week  of  the  term. 

The  examinations  will  be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be 
marked  on  a  scale  of  one  hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  sixty  per 
cent,  in  any  one  branch  will  require  that  study  to  be  repeated  the  next 
year,  and  the  student  to  be  re-examined  in  the  same  at  the  close  of 
that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  and  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character. 
He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years'  graded  course,  or  its  equiva- 
lent. He  shall  be  required  to  dissect  the  entire  cadaver.  He  shall 
present  to  the  Faculty,  at  such  time  before  graduation  as  they  may 
appoint,  an  original  thesis  upon  some  medical  subject,  the  graduation 
fee  to  accompany  the  same.  Satisfactory  examinations  must  be  passed 
in  all  branches  of  medicine  before  the  Faculty  in  the  manner  laid 
down  in  the  first  part  of  this  section,  and  he  must  receive  a  general 
average  of  not  less  than  seventy-five  per  cenj.  in  all  the  branches. 

If  a  candidate  fail  to  pass  he  may  have  a  second  trial,  which  shall 
be  final;  failing  in  this,  his  graduation  fee  shall  be  returned  to  him 
and  he  may  try  again  at  the  next  annual  examination,  after  having 
taken  another  course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in  which  he  is  defi- 
cient.

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  have  legal- 
ized dissection  by  special  act,  so  material  for  dissection  will  be  fur- 
nished at  cost  during  the  winter  months,  and  there  will  be  no  extra 
charge  for  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy's  ticket. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance.

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Students  receiving  a  scholarship  will  be  expected  to  peiform  all  the 
work  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  Leonard  Medical  Building,  and 
the  adjoining  grounds. 

Needy  students  may  obtain  a  reduction  of  $2.00  per  month  from 
above  rates  of  monthly  expenses  by  working  either  upon  the  grounds 
or  in  the  Mechanical  Department. 

The  students  of  this  department  may  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  the 
University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general  exercises  of  the 
other  departments. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young  men,  general 
scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been  established.  The 
late  Judson  W.  Leonard,  of  Hampden,  Mass.,  left  a  bequest  of  six 
thousand  dollars  to  the  President  of  the  University.  Rev.  H.  M. 
Tupper,  as  Trustee.  Five  thousand  dollars  of  this  fund  has  been 
invested,  the  interest  to  be  used  in  scholarships  for  deserving  young 
men  who  desire  to  study  medicine.  This  fund  will  furnish  at  least 
■five  scholarships  ot  sixty  dollars  each,  which  will  be  known  as  the 
Leonard  Medical  Scholarships.

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  these 
-scholarships  will,   during  the  summer,    furnish  the  President  of  the 
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Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  persons  possessed  of  good 
moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  preliminary  education,  and  of 
being  actually  in  need  of  assistance.

FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical  School  in 
collection  with  Shaw  University,  has  been  steadily  going  forward 
since  1SH0,  and  the  success  which  has  attended  the  effort  calls  for 
devout  thanksgiving  to  the  Bestovver  of  all  good;  and  yet  continued 
effort  must  be  put  forth  in  order  to  meet  the  increased  wants  of  this 
department  of  instruction.  Twenty  additional  scholarships,  of  !$6o 
each,  are  needed  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in  announcing  to 
Northern  friends,  who  have  rendered  such  valuable  assistance  in  the 
past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medical  School  is  full  of  hope.  We  have 
at  the  beginning  established  a  four  years'  course  in  order  to  insure  the 
necessary  training,  and  guard  against  graduating  men  imperfectly 
educated  in  the  different  branches  of  medicine.  While  a  two  or  three 
years'  course  would  doubtless  at  first  have  secured  a  larger  attendance 
of  students,  yet  in  the  end  a  four  years'  course  will  insure  thorough- 
ness that  will  give  confidence  and  confer  lasting  benefits. 

It  is  also  most  gratifying  that  the  Medical  Faculty  are  men  of 
talent  and  fully  alive  to  all  the  bearings  and  varied  interests  con- 
nected with  this  effort  to  educate  colored  men  as  physicians.

SPECIAL   ANNeUNeEMENT. 


Such  has  been  the  rapid  progress  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  during  the  past  five  years  that  we  can  speak  with  con- 
fidence in  reference  to  the  wisdom  of  the  course  of  study 
adopted  by  the  Trustees  and  endorsed  by  the  Medical  Faculty. 
A  four  years'  course  has  become  popular  with  our  own  students 
because  essential,  as  it  gives  sufficient  time  to  become  thor- 
oughly acquainted  with  the  different  branches  of  Medicine, 
and  will  enable  graduates  to  pass  a  creditable  examination 
before  Medical  Boards,  a  legal  requirement  in  most  States 
previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  practice  of  Medicine, 
and  every  year  such  examinations  are  becoming  more  rigid. 
If  in  any  department  of  life  a  little  learning  is  dangerous,  it 
is  especially  true  in  the  Medical  profession,  and  should  be  care- 
fully guarded  against.  Our  aim  is  to  follow  as  closely  as  pos- 
sible the  curriculum  of  study  as  given  in  subsequent  pages  of 
this  announcement. 

FACULTY. 

Dr.  James  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  Superinten- 
dent of  Health  for  Wake  County,  will  give,  in  addition  to  his 
regular  course  of  lectures,  an  occasional  lecture  upon  Public 
Health  and  Hygiene.  His  lectures  on  Obstetrics  will  be  illus- 
trated by  diagrams,  models,  the  cadaver  and  other  preparations 
used  to  illustrate  such  obstetric  operations  and  procedures  as 
can  be  so  presented.  He  will  also  lecture  on  the  Diseases  of 
Women  and  Children. 

Dr.  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the  Prin- 
ciples of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connection  with 
individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will  be  treated  of  with  spe- 
cial reference  .to  prophylaxis,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  treat- 
ment. As  far  as  possible  cases  exemplifying  the  different  dis- 
eases will  be  presented  to  the  class,  and  special  attention  will 
be  given  to  afford  the  student  as  much  practice  as  possible  in 
Physical  Diagnosis. 


LEONARD  MEDICAL  SCHOOL. 


Dr.  Knox  brings  to  his  department  much  experience  gained 
in  the  best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in  his  regular  practice. 
A  valuable  feature  is  the  clinical  instruction  in  connection  with 
the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  where  important  opera- 
tions in  general  surgery  and  gynaecology  are  performed  in  the 
presence  of  the  students. 

Dr.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the  Eye,  Ear, 
Throat  and  Nose.  He  will  supplement  his  course  with  clinical 
instruction  at  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital ;  students 
thus  having  the  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
various  instruments  employed  in  the  examination  of  the  eye 
and  ear  and  the  operations  thereon,  and  with  the  diseases  of 
these  organs  and  their  treatment. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  Jr.,  late  of  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital 
Service,  is  emiuently  qualified  for  his  position  as  instructor  in 
Physiology,  also  as  clinical  professor  of  Diseases  of  the  Eye, 
Ear,  Throat  and  Nose,  by  reason  of  having  recently  pursued  an 
extended  course  in  the  Royal  London  Opthalmic  Hospital  and 
the  London  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Throat  and  Nose.  His 
course  will  be  illustrated  by  various  physiological  demonstra- 
tions, including  vivisection. 

The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teachers  of 
eminent  ability. 

BUILDINGS. 

Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  the  numerous  friends 
of  the  institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  W.  Leonard,  of 
Hampden,  Mass. ,  and  other  members  of  the  family,  after  whom 
this  department  is  named,  the  President  and  Trustees  of  Shaw 
University  have  been  enabled  to  meet  a  long-felt  want  of  the 
colored  people  and  to  establish  this  new  department  of  the 
University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the 
special  accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One  of  these, 
the  Leonard  Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing  structure  of 
beautiful  architectural  proportions,  which  adorns  the  site 
donated  by  the  North  Carolina  Legislature.  This  building 
contains  the  lecture-rooms,  amphitheatre,  laboratory,  dissect-

ing-rooms,  &c.  and  has  been  fitted  up  at  great  expense.  It  is 
intended  that  this  shall  afford  every  facility  to  the  student  for 
prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains  rooms 
to  accommodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the  young 
men  a  pleasant  home,  and  all  students  who  receive  scholarships 
are  expected  to  room  in  this  building,  but  can  secure  board,  if 
they  prefer,  in  the  city. 

APPARA  TUS. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our  list 
of  apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  supplied 
with  apparatus  and  re-agents  for  the  especial  study  of  Medical 
Chemistry.  A  complete  set  of  Electrical  apparatus  has  been 
furnished,  thus  giving  an  opportunity  of  demonstrating  the 
application  of  Electricity  in  disease.  Apparatus  for  teaching 
the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy  which  it  is  desirable  that 
the  physician  be  familiar  with,  namely,  heat,  light,  sound,  &c, 
has  been  supplied  and  instructions  will  be  given  on  these  sub- 
jects. 

In  the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  many  addi- 
tions have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the  com- 
plete set  of  the  Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomical  Models, 
which  have  been  imported  from  Paris  especially  for  us. 

Accessories  for  the  Microscope  have  been  obtained,  so  that 
the  study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology  can  be 
pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured  and 
further  additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments  will 
be  made  from  time  to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  an  excellent 
Magic  Lantern,  which  will  be  of  the  greatest  service  in  illus- 
trating minute  Anatomy. 

HOSPITAL. 

A  Hospital  building  containing  four  wards  has  been  erected. 
The  plan  foll6wed  in  our  best  Northern  hospitals  has  been 
adopted  in  fitting  up  the  wards,  and  all  improved  appliances 
and  instruments  will  be  supplied  as  occasion  demands. 
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Dr.  L.  A.  Scruggs,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
School,  is  resident  Physician  and  has  done  admirable  service 
during  the  past  session,  and  is  s^cui-ed  for  the  coming  year. 

At  the  close  of  each  term  there  will  be  an  examination  of 
the  graduates  for  positions  in  the  Hospital. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prominent 
feature  in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student  an  oppor- 
tunity of  studying  disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient  and  of 
watching  the  effects  of  treatment.  It  is  believed  that  the  sur- 
gical service  will  be  especially  valuable  and  complete.  The 
present  session  has  demonstrated  not  only  the  value  of  the 
hospital  to  the  school,  but  also  its  growing  popularity  among 
the  colored  people  of  the  city  and  State. 

CO  URSE  OF  S  TUD  V. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  colored  physicians  thor- 
oughly qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  their  people,  it 
will  be  the  aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  this  institution 
to  graduate  none  but  those  showing  themselves  possessed  of 
such  knowledge  as  will  fully  equip  them  for  successful  profes- 
sional life.  Believing  that  a  graded  course  of  study  will  be  the 
one  best  adapted  to  give  students  the  requisite  knowledge,  it 
has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of  four  years' 
duration  should  be  established.  If,  however,  a  student  at  the 
end  of  three  years  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all  the 
branches  of  Medicine  he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and  receive 
his  diploma  ;  but  with  the  average  student  a  full  four  years' 
course  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  attain  to  the  high  standard 
established  by  the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an 
eminent  physician  and  a  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says  in  the 
Medical  Neivs  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  course  of  study  : 
"  They  [the  Faculty]  have  wisely  decided  that,  in  view  of  the 
limited  early  education  of  the  colored  people,  the  medical 
cotu-se  shall  be  four  years,  both  to  give  a  thorough  graded 
course,  and  the  opportunity  to  study  Latin  and  other  branches 
in  the  academic  department.     If  the  colored  man  is  to  enter 
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medicine,  he  must  expect  just  what  the  white  man  does — a 
fair  fight  and  no  favors.  If  inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he 
will  go  to  the  bottom  :  if  superior,  he  ought  to  go  to  the  top." 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will 
l'eceive  a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  all  the  branches  pursued  in  the  four,  years'  course. 

The  students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be 
classified  according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical  knowl- 
edge, as  ascertained  by  examination. 

ORDER  OF  STUDIES. 

FOR   FOUR   YEARS. 

For  the  First  Year — Anatomy,  Physiology.  General  Chem- 
istry, and  Materia  Medica. 

For  the  Second  Year — Practical  Anatomy,  Medical  Chem- 
istry, Physiology,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Practice  of  Med- 
icine, and  Surgery. 

For  the  Third  Year — Therapeutics,  Obstetrics.  Theory  and 
Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery. 

For  the  Fourth  Year— Ophthalmology,  Otology,  Laryngol- 
ogy, Dermatology,  Syphilis,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  Sys- 
tem, Diseases  of  Women,  Diseases  of  Children,  Operative 
Surgery,  Forensic  Medicine. 
It  is  intended  that  clinical  metbods  of  instruction  shall  be 

given  prominence. 

Examination  of  patients  will  be  made  and  surgical  operations 

be  performed  before  the  class  free  of  charge. 
A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  the  students  can 

have  the  opportunity  of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of 

themselves  learning  to  dispense  medicine.     This  will  make  the 

students  practical  men,  such   as   can   successfully  cope  with 

disease  at  the  bedside. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school 
must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required  to 
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pass  a  preliminary  examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness 
to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  unless  they  can  furnish 
a  certificate  of  their  previous  standing  in  school  from  some 
principal  or  president  of  a  reputable  institution  of  learning. 

PRELIMINA  R  Y  CO  URSE. 

For  the  benefit  of  such  students  as  wish  to  enter  upon  the 
study  of  medicine,  and  yet  lack  the  required  preparation, 
arrangements  have  been  made  so  that  they  can  take  a  two 
years'  course,  which  is  preliminary  to  the  regular  course.  This 
will  include  instruction  in  Latin,  Botany,  Physics,  Zoology, 
Chemistry,  Phj  :  Log]  and  the  u^o  of  the  microscope.  These 
branches  will  enable  the  student  to  pursue  with  greater  facility 
the  study  of  the  Medical  Sciences. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND   GRADUATION.     * 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  examinations  in  the  Graded 
Course  :  At  the  end  of  first  year,  in  General  Chemistry  and 
Materia  Medica  :  at  the  end  of  second,  on  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
and.  Medical  Chemistry  ;  at  end  of  third,  on  Therapeutics, 
Obstetrics,  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Sur- 
gery :  at  end  of  fourth  year  a  final  examination  of  all  the 
branches  pursued  during  the  course  occupying  the  last  week 
of  the  term. 

The  examinations  will  be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  Avill  be 
marked  on  a  scale  of  one  hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  sixty 
per  cent,  in  any  one  branch  will  require  that  study  to  be  re- 
peated the  next  year,  and  the  student  to  be  re-examined  in  the 
same  at  the  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty-one 
years  of  age.  and  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character.  He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years'  graded 
coui'se.  or  its  equivalent.  He  shall  be  required  to  dissect  the 
entire  cadaver.  He  shall  present  to  the  Faculty,  at  such  time 
before  graduation  as  they  may  appoint,  an  original  thesis  upon 
some  medical  subject,  the  graduation  fee  to  accompany  the 
same.    Satisfactory  examinations  must  be  passed  in  all  branches 
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of  medicine  before  the  Faculty  in  the  manner  laid  down  in  the 
first  part  of  this  section,  and  he  must  receive  a  general  average 
of  not  less  than  seventy-five  per  cent,  in  all  the  branches. 

If  a  candidate  fail  to  pass  he  may  have  a  second  trial,  which 
shall  be  final :  failing  in  this,  his  graduation  fee  shall  be  re- 
turned to  him  and  he  may  try  again  at  the  next  annual  exami- 
nation, after  having  taken  anotber  course  of  lectures  in  the 
branches  in  which  he  is  deficient.

*  The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  have 
legalized  dissection  by  special  act,  so  material  for  dissection 
will  be  furnished  at  cost  during  the  winter  months,  and  there 
will  be  no  extra  charge  for  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy's 
ticket. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance.

Extra  fuel  for  private  fire  will  be  furnished  at  cost. 

Students  receiving  a  scholarship  will  be  expected  to  perform 
all  the  work  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
Building,  and  the  adjoining  grounds. 

Needy  students  may  obtain  a  reduction  of  $2.00  per  month 
from  above  rates  of  monthly  expenses  by  working  either  upon 
the  grounds  or  in  the  Mechanical  Department. 

The  students  of  this  department  may  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of 
the  University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general  exer- 
cises of  the  other  departments. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young  men,  gen- 
eral scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been  estab- 
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iished,  The  late  Judson  W.  Leonard,  of  Hampden.  Mass.,  left 
a  bequest  of  six  thousand  dollars  to  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity. Rev.  H.  M.  Tupper,  as  Trustee.  Five  thousand  dol- 
lars of  this  fund  has  been  invested,  the  interest  to  be  used  in 
scholarships  for  deserving  young  men  who  desire  to  study 
medicine.  This  fund  will  furnish  at  least  five  scholarships  of 
sixty  dollars  each,  which  will  be  known  as  the  Leonard  Medi- 
cal Scholarships. 

During  the  past  session  assistance  has  been  received  from 
Mrs.  A.  S.  Leonard,  Fifth  Baptist  Church.  Troy.  N.  Y..  Mrs. 
C.  H.  Banes'  Sunday-school  Class.  Fifth  Baptist  Church  Bible 
School.  Phila..  James  Pyle.  E.  L.  Bates,  O.  H.  Greenleaf.  Col. 
C.  II.  Banes,  Rev.  Russell  Jennings,  Mrs.  O.  F.  Winchester,  N. 
K.  Porter.  Elijah  Shaw  :  also  $500  from  the  John  F.  Slater 
Fund,  through  the  kindness  of  the  agent.  Dr.  A.  G.  Haygood. 
The  latter  sum  ($500)  has  been  applied  to  students'  aid  in  fhe 
payment  of  lecture  fees,  and  is  a  luost  timely  gift,  for  which 
students  and  Faculty  are  profoundly  grateful. 

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  benefits  of 
these  scholarships  will,  during  the  summer,  furnish  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  persons 
possessed  of  good  moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  pre- 
liminary education,  and  of  being  actually  in  need  of  assistance.

FIN  A  NCI  A I  CONDI  TION. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
in  connection  with  Shaw  University,  has  been  steadily  going 
forward  since  1880.  and  the  success  which  has  attended  the 
effort  calls  for  the  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  Bestower  of  all 
good  :  and  yet  continued  effort  must  be  put  forth  in  order  to 
meet  the  increased  wants  of  this  department  of  instruction. 
Twenty  additional  scholarships,  of  $60  each,  are  needed  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in  announc- 
ing to  Northern  friends,  who  have  rendered  such  valuable 
assistance  in  the  past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medical  School  is 
full  of  hope.  We  have  at  the  beginning  established  a  four 
years'  course  in  order  to  insure  the  necessary  training,  and 
guard  against  graduating  men  imperfectly  educated  in  the 
different  branches  of  medicine.  While  a  two  or  three  years' 
course  would  doubtless  at  first  have  secured  a  larger  attend- 
ance of  students,  yet  ha  the  end  a  four  years'  course  will  insure 
thoroughness  that  will  give  confidence  and  confer  lasting 
benefits. 

It  is  also  most  gratifying  that  the  Medical  Faculty  are  men 
of  talent  and  fully  alive  to  all  the  bearings  and  varied  interests 
connected  with  this  effort  to  educate  colored  men  as  physi- 
cians. 

RULES. 

Medical  students  will  be  governed  by  the  same  rules  as  the 
other  students  of  the  University,  except  in  exigencies,  when 
the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty  has  tbe  authority  to  excuse. 
Students  who  room  in  the  city  will  be  under  the  same  rules  as 
those  who  room  and  board  on  the  grounds.  Students  who  are 
members  of  other  denominations  will  be  allowed  to  worship  on 
Sunday  at  their  own  church  in  the  citv.

Such  has  been  the  rapid  progress  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  during  the  past  six  years  that  we  can  speak  with  con- 
fidence in  reference  to  the  wisdom  of  the  course  of  study 
adopted  by  the  Trustees  and  endorsed  by  the  Medical  Faculty. 
A  four  years'  course  has  become  popular  with  our  own  students 
because  essential,  as  it  gives  sufficient  time  to  become  thor- 
oughly acquainted  with  the  different  branches  of  Medicine, 
and  will  enable  graduates  to  pass  a  creditable  examination 
before  Medical  Boards,  a  legal  requirement  in  most  States 
previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  practice  of  Medicine, 
and  every  year  such  examinations  are  becoming  more  rigid. 
If  in  any  department  of  life  a  little  learning  is  dangerous,  it 
is  especially  true  in  the  Medical  profession,  and  should  be  care- 
fully guarded  against.  Our  aim  is  to  follow  as  closely  as  pos- 
sible the  curriculum  of  study  as  given  in  subsequent  pages  of 
this  announcement. 

FACULTY. 

Dr.  James  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  Superinten- 
dent of  Health  for  Wake  County,  will  give,  in  addition  to  his 
regular  course  of  lectures,  an  occasional  lecture  upon  Public 
Health  and  Hygiene.  His  lectures  on  Obstetrics  will  be  illus- 
trated by  diagrams,  models,  the  cadaver  and  other  preparations 
used  to  illustrate  such  obstetric  operations  and  procedures  as 
can  be  so  presented.  He  will  also  lecture  on  the  Diseases  of 
Women  and  Children. 

Dr.  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the  Prin- 
ciples of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connection  with 
individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will  be  treated  of  with  spe- 
cial reference  to  prophylaxis,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  treat- 
ment. As  far  as  possible  cases  exemplifying  the  different  dis- 
eases will  be  presented  to  the  class,  and  special  attention  will 
be  given  to  afford  the  student  as  much  practice  as  possible  in 
Physical  Diagnosis. 
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Dr.  Knox  brings  to  his  department  much  experience  gained 
in  the  best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in  his  regular  practice. 
A  valuable  feature  is  the  clinical  instruction  in  connection  with 
the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  where  important  opera- 
tions in  general  surgery  and  g}'na?cology  are  performed  in  the 
presence  of  the  students. 

Dr.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the  Eye,  Ear, 
Throat  and  Nose.  He  will  supplement  his  course  with  clinical 
instruction  at  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  students 
thus  having  the  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
various  instruments  employed  in  the  examination  of  the  eye 
and  ear  and  the  operations  thereon,  and  with  the  diseases  of 
these  organs  and  their  treatment. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle  Jr..  late  of  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital 
Service,  is  eminently  qualified  for  his  position  as  instructor  in 
Physiology,  also  as  clinical  professor  of  Diseases  of  the  Eye, 
Ear,  Throat  and  Nose,  by  reason  of  having  recently  pursued  an 
extended  course  in  the  Royal  London  Opthalmic  Hospital  and 
the  London  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Throat  and  Nose.  His 
course  will  be  illustrated  by  various  physiological  demonstra- 
tions, including  vivisection. 

The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teachers  of 
eminent  ability.     Dr.  H.  B.  Battle  is  State  Chemist. 

BUILDIHGS. 

Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  the  numerous  friends 
of  the  institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  W.  Leonard,  of 
Hampden.  Mass.,  and  other  members  of  the  family,  after  whom 
this  department  is  named,  the  President  and  Trustees  of  Shaw 
University  have  been  enabled  to  meet  a  long-felt  want  of  the 
colored  people  and  to  establish  this  new  department  of  the 
University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the 
special  accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One  of  these, 
the  Leonard  Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing  structure  of 
beautiful  architectural  proportions,  which  adorns  the  site 
donated  by  the  North  Carolina  Legislature.  This  building 
contains  the  lecture  rooms,  amphitheatre,  laboratory,  dissect- 
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ing-rooms,  &c,  and  has  been  fitted  up  at  great  expense.  It  is 
intended  that  this  shall  afford  every  facility  to  the  student  for 
prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains  rooms 
to  accommodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the  young- 
men  a  pleasant  home,  and  all  students  who  receive  scholarships 
are  expected  to  room  in  this  building,  but  can  secure  board,  if 
they  prefer,  in  the  city. 

APPARATUS. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our  list 
of  apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  supplied 
with  apparatus  and  re-agents  for  the  especial  study  of  Medical 
Chemistry.  A  complete  set  of  Electrical  apparatus  has  been 
furnished,  thus  giving  an  opportunity  of  demonstrating  the 
application  of  Electricity  in  disease.  Apparatus  for  teaching 
the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy  which  it  is  desirable  that 
the  physician  be  familiar  with,  namely,  heat,  light,  sound,  &c. 
has  been  supplied  and  instructions  will  be  given  on  these  sub- 
jects. 

In  the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  many  addi- 
tions have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the  com- 
plete set  of  the  Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Aiiatomical  Models, 
which  have  been  imported  from  Paris  especially  for  us. 

Accessories  for  the  Microscope  have  been  obtained,  so  that 
the  study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology  can  be 
pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured,  and 
further  additions  in  the  w7ay  of  models  and  instruments  will 
be  made  from  time  to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  an  excellent 
Magic  Lantern,  which  will  be  of  the  greatest  service  in  illus- 
trating minute  Anatomy. 

HOSPITAL. 

A  Hospital  building  containing  four  wards  has  been  erected. 
The  plan  followed   in  our   best  Northern   hospitals  has   been 
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adopted  in  fitting  up  the  wards,  and  all  improved  appliances 
and  instruments  will  be  supplied  as  occasion  demands. 

Dr.  L.  A.  Scruggs,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
School,  is  resident  Physician  and  has  done  admirable  service 
during  the  past  session,  and  is  secured  for  the  coming  year. 

At  the  close  of  each  term  there  will  be  an  examination  of 
the  graduates  for  positions  in  the  Hospital. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prominent 
feature  in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student  an  oppor- 
tunity  of  studying  disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient  and  of 
watching  the  effects  of  treatment.  It  is  believed  that  the  sur- 
gical service  will  be  especially  valuable  and  complete.  The 
past  session  has  demonstrated  not  only  the  value  of  the 
hospital  to  the  school,  but  also  its  growing  popularity  among 
the  colored  people  of  the  city  and  State. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  colored  physicians  thor- 
oughly qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  their  people,  it 
will  be  the  aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  this  institution 
to  graduate  none  but  those  showing  themselves  possessed  of 
such  knowledge  as  will  fully  equip  them  for  successful  profes- 
sional life.  Believing  that  a  graded  course  of  study  will  be  the 
one  best  adapted  to  give  students  the  requisite  knowledge,  it 
has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of  four  years' 
duration  should  be  established.  If,  however,  a  student  at  the 
end  of  three  years  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all  the 
branches  of  Medicine,  he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and  receive 
his  diploma  ;  but  with  the  average  student  a  full  four  years' 
course  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  attain  to  the  high  standard 
established  by  the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an 
eminent  physician  and  a  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says  in  the 
Medical  News  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  course  of  study  : 
"They  [the  Faculty]  have  wisely  decided  that,  in  view  of  the 
limited  early  education  of  the  colored  people,  the  medical 
course  shall  be  four  years,  both  to  give  a  thorough  graded 
course,  and  the  opportunity  to  study  Latin  and  other  branches 
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in  the  academic  department.  If  the  colored  man  is  to  enter 
medicine,  he  must  expect  just  what  the  white  man  does — a 
fair  fight  and  no  favors.  If  inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he 
will  go  to  the  bottom  :  if  superior,  he  ought  to  go  to  the  top." 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will 
receive  a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  all  the  branches  pursued  in  the  four  years'  course. 

The  students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be 
classified  according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical  knowl- 
edge, as  ascertained  by  examination. 

ORDER  OF  STUDIES. 

FOR    FOUR    YEARS. 

For  the  First  Year — Anatomy,  Physiology,  General  Chem- 
istry, and  Materia  Medica. 

For  the  Second  Year — Practical  Anatomy,  Medical  Chem- 
istry, Physiology,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Practice  of  Med- 
cine,  and  Surgery. 

For  the  Third  Year— Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Theory  and 

Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery. 
For  the  Fourth  Year— Ophthalmology,  Otology,  Laryngol- 
ogy, Dermatology,  Syphilis,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  Sys- 
tem, Diseases  of  Women,  Diseases  of  Children,  Operative 
Surgery,  Forensic  Medicine. 
It  is  intended  that  clinical  methods  of  instruction  shall  be 
given  prominence. 

Examination  of  patients  will  be  made  and  surgical  operations 
be  performed  before  the  class  free  of  charge. 

A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  the  students  can 
have  the  opportunity  of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of 
themselves  learning  to  dispense  medicine.  This  will  make  the 
students  practical  men,  such  as  can  successfully  cope  with 
disease  at  the  bedside. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school 
must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required  to 
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pass  a  preliminary  examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness 
to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  unless  they  can  furnish 
a  certificate  of  their  previous  standing  in  school  from  some 
principal  or  president  of  a  reputable  institution  of  learning. 

PRELIMINARY  COURSE. 

For  the  benefit  of  such  students  as  wish  to  enter  upon  the 
study  of  medicine,  and  yet  lack  the  required  preparation, 
arrangements  have  been  made  so  that  they  can  take  a  two 
years'  course,  which  is  preliminary  to  the  regular  course.  This 
will  include  instruction  in  Latin,  Botany,  Physics,  Zoology, 
Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the  use  of  the  microscope.  These 
brandies  will  enable  the  student  to  pursue  with  greater  facility 
the  study  of  the  Medical  Sciences. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  examinations  in  the  Graded 
Course  :  At  the  end  of  first  year,  in  General  Chemistry  and 
Materia  Medica  ;  at  the  end  of  second,  on  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
and  Medical  Chemistry  ;  at  end  of  third,  on  Therapeutics, 
Obstetrics,  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Sur- 
gery ;  at  the  end  of  fourth  year  a  final  examination  of  all  the 
branches  pursued  during  the  course  occupying  the  last  week 
of  the  term. 

The  examinations  will  be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be 
marked  on  a  scale  of  one  hundred.  A  failure  to  recei  7e  sixty 
per  cent,  in  any  one  branch  will  require  that  study  to  be  re- 
peated the  next  year,  and  the  student  to  be  re-examined  in  the 
same  at  the  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  and  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character.  He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years' graded 
course,  or  its  equivalent.  He  shall  be  required  to  dissect  the 
entire  cadaver.  He  shall  present  to  the  Faculty,  at  such  time 
before  graduation  as  they  may  appoint,  an  original  thesis  upon 
some  medical  subject,  the  graduation  fee  to  accompany  the 
same.  Satisfactory  examinations  must  be  passed  in  all  branches 
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of  medicine  in  the  manner  laid  down  in  the  first  part  of  this 
section,  and  he  must  receive  a  general  average  of  not  less  than 
seventy-five  per  cent,  in  all  the  branches. 

If  a  candidate  fail  to  pass  he  may  have  a  second  trial,  which 
shall  be  final  ;  failing  in  this,  his  graduation  fee  shall  be  re- 
turned to  him  and  he  may  try  again  at  the  next  annual  exami- 
nation, after  having  taken  another  course  of  lectures  in  the 
branches  in  which  he  is  deficient.

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  have 
legalized  dissection  by  special  act,  so  material  for  dissection 
will  be  furnished  at  cost  during  the  winter  months,  and  there 
will  be  no  extra  charge  for  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy's 
ticket. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance. 

The  other  expenses  will  be  per  month  as  follows  : 

Room  rent $2  00 

Board  and  lights 6  00 

Extra  fuel  for  private  fire  will  be  furnished  at  cost. 

Lights  to  those  not  boarders,  per  month,  25  cents. 

A  special  tax  will  be  levied  each  year  to  meet  expenses  of 
Anatomical  Apparatus  and  Chemical  Laboratory  of  not  more  than 
$5.00  per  session. 

Students  receiving  a  scholarship  will  be  expected  to  perform 
all  the  work  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
Building,  and  the  adjoining  grounds. 

Needy  students  may  obtain  a  reduction  of  $2.00  per  month 
from  above  rates  of  monthly  expenses  by  working  either  upon 
the  grounds  or  in  the  Mechanical  Department. 

The  students  of  this  department  may  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of 
the  University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general  exer- 
cises of  the  other  departments. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS. 

For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young:  men,  gen" 
eral  scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been  estab- 
lished. The  late  Judson  W.  Leonard,  of  Hampden,  Mass.,  left 
a  bequest  of  six  thousand  dollars  to  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity. Rev.  H.  M.  Tupper,  as  Trustee.  Five  thousand  dol- 
lars of  this  fund  has  been  invested,  the  interest  to  be  used  in 
scholarships  for  deserving  young  men  who  desire  to  study 
medicine.  This  fund  will  furnish  at  least  five  scholarships  of 
sixty  dollars  each,  which  will  be  known  as  the  Leonard  Medi- 
cal Scholarships.

C.  W.  Kingsley  ;  also  $500  from  the 
John  F.  Slater  Fund,  through  the  kindness  of  the  agent,  Dr.  A. 

G.  Haygood.  The  latter  sum  ($500)  has  been  applied  to  stu- 
dents' aid  in  the  payment  of  lecture  fees,  and  is  a  most  timely 
gift,  for  which  students  and  Faculty  are  profoundly  grateful. 

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  benefits  of 
these  scholarships  will,  during  the  summer,  furnish  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  persons 
possessed  of  good  moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  pre- 
liminary education,  and  of  being  actually  in  need  of  assistance.

FIHAHCIAL  COHDITIOH. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
in  connection  with  Shaw  University  has  been  steadily  going 
forward  since  18S0,  and  the  success  which  has  attended  the 
effort  calls  for  the  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  Bestower  of  all 
good;  and  yet  continued  effort  must  be  put  forth  in  order  to 
meet  the  increased  wants  of  this  department  of  instruction. 
Twenty  additional  scholarships,  of  $60  each,  are  needed  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in  announc- 
ing to  Northern  friends,  who  have  rendered  such  valuable 
assistance  in  the  past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medical  School  is 
full  of  hope.  We  have  at  the  beginning  established  a  four 
years'  course  in  order  to  ensure  the  necessary  training,  and 
guard  against  graduating  men  imperfectly  educated  in  the 
different  branches  of  medicine.  While  a  two  or  three  years' 
course  would  doubtless  at  first  have  secured  a  larger  attend- 
ance of  students,  yet  in  the  end  a  four  years'  course  will  insure 
thoroughness  that  will  give  confidence  and  confer  lasting 
benefits. 

It  is  also  most  gratifying  that  the  Medical  Faculty  are  men 
of  talent  and  fully  alive  to  all  the  bearings  and  varied  interests 
connected  with  this  effort  to  educate  colored  men  as  physi- 
cians. 

RULES. 

Medical  students  will  be  governed  by  the  same  rules  as  the 
other  students  of  the  University,  except  in  exigencies,  when 
the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty  has  the  authority  to  excuse. 
Students  who  room  in  the  city  will  be  under  the  same  rules  as 
those  who  room  and  board  on  the  grounds.

Such  has  been  the  rapid  progress  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  during  the  past  eight  years  that  we  can  speak  with 
confidence  in  reference  to  the  wisdom  of  the  course  of  study 
adopted  by  the  Trustees  and  endorsed  by  the  Medical  Faculty. 
A  four  years'  course  has  become  popular  with  our  own  stu- 
dents because  essential,  as  it  gives  sufficient  time  to  become 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  different  branches  of  Medi- 
cine, and  will  enable  graduates  to  pass  a  creditable  examina- 
tion before  Medical  Boards,  a  legal  requirement  in  most  States 
previous  to  t'le  commencement  of  the  practice  of  Medicine, 
and  every  year  such  examinations  are  becoming  more  rigid. 
If  in  any  department  of  life  a  little  learning  is  dangerous,  it  is 
especially  true  in  the  Medical  profession,  and  should  be  care- 
fully guarded  against.  Our  aim  is  to  follow  as  closely  as  pos- 
sible the  curriculum  of  study  as  given  in  subsequent  pages  of 
this  announcement. 

FACULTY. 

Dr.  James  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  Superin- 
tendent of  Health  for  Wake  County,  will  give,  in  addition  to 
his  regular  course  of  lectures,  an  occasional  lecture  upon  Pub- 
lic Health  and  Hygiene.  His  lectures  on  Obstetrics  will  be 
illustrated  by  diagrams,  models,  the  cadaver,  and  other  pre- 
parations used  to  illustrate  such  obstetric  operations  and  pro- 
cedures as  can  be  so  presented.  He  will  also  lecture  on  the 
Diseases  of  Women  anil  Children. 

Dr.  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the  Prin- 
ciples of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connection  with 
individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will  be  treated  of  with  spe- 
cial reference  to  prophylaxis,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  treat- 
ment. As  far  as  possible  cases  exemplifying  the  different  dis- 
eases will  be  presented  to  the  class,  and  special  attention  will 
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be  given  to  afford  the  student  as  much  practice  as  possible  in 
Physical  Diagnosis. 

Dr.  Knox  brings  to  his  department  much  experience,  gained 
in  the  best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in  his  regular  practice. 
A  valuable  feature  is  the  clinical  instruction  in  connection 
with  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  where  important 
operations  in  general  surgery  and  gynaecology  are  performed 
in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

Dr.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the  Eye,  Ear, 
Throat  and  Nose.  He  will  supplement  his  course  with  clinical 
instruction  at  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  students 
thus  having  the  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
various  instruments  employed  in  the  examination  of  the  eye 
and  ear  and  the  operations  thereon,  and  with  the  diseases  of 
these  organs  and  their  treatment. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  Jr.,  .late  of  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital  Ser- 
vice, is  eminently  qualified  for  his  position  as  instructor  in 
Physiology,  also  as  clinical  professor  of  Diseases  of  the  Eye, 
Ear,  Throat  and  Nose,  by  reason  of  having  recently  pursued 
an  extended  course  in  the  Royal  London  Opthalmic  Hospital 
and  the  London  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Throat  and  Nose. 
His  course  will  be  illustrated  by  various  physiological  demons- 
trations, including  vivisection. 

The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teachers  of 
eminent  ability.     Dr.  H.  B.  Battle  is  State  Chemist. 

BUILDIHGS. 

Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  the  numerous  friends 
of  the  institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  W.  Leonard,  of 
Hampden,  Mass.,  and  other  members  of  the  family,  after 
whom  this  department  is  named,  the  President  and  Trustees 
of  Shaw  University  have  been  enabled  to  meet  a  long-felt 
want  of  the  colored  people  and  to  estaolish  this  new  depart- 
ment of  the  University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the  spe- 
cial accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One  of  these,  the 
Leonard  Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing  structure  of  beauti- 
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ful  ai-chitectural  proportions,  which  adorns  the  site  donated 
by  the  North  Carolina  Legislature.  This  building  contains  the 
lecture-rooms,  amphitheatre,  laboratory,  dissecting-rooms,  &c, 
and  has  been  fitted  up  at  great  expense.  It  is  intended  that 
this  shall  afford  every  facility  to  the  student  for  prosecuting 
his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains  rooms 
to  accommodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the  young 
men  a  pleasant  home,  and  all  students  who  receive  scholar, 
ships  are  expected  to  room  in  this  building,  but  can  secure 
board,  if  they  prefer,  in  the  city. 

APPARATUS. 

Valuable  and 'extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our  list 
of  apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  supplied 
with  apparatus  and  re-agents  for  the  especial  study  of  Medical 
Chemistry.  A  complete  set  of  Electrical  apparatus  has  been 
furnished,  thus  giving  an  opportunity  of  demonstrating  the 
application  of  Electricity  in  disease.  Apparatus  for  teaching 
the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy  which  it  is  desirable  that 
the  physician  be  familiar  with,  namely,  heat,  light,  sound,  &c, 
has  been  supplied  and  instructions  will  be  given  on  these  sub. 
jects. 

In  the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  many  addi- 
tions have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the  com- 
plete set  of  the  Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomical  Models, 
which  have  been  imported  from  Paris  especially  for  us. 

Accessories  for  the  Microscope  have  been  obtained,  so  that 
the  study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology  can  be 
pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured,  and 
further  additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments  will 
be  made  from  time  to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  an  excellent 
Magic  Lantern,  which  will  be  of  the  greatest  service  in  illus- 
trating minute  Anatomy. 
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HOSPITAL. 

A  Hospital  building  containing  four  wards  has  been  erected. 
The  plan  followed  in  our  best  Northern  hospitals  has  been 
adopted  in  fitting  up  the  wards,  and  all  improved  appliances 
and  instruments  will  be  supplied  as  occasion  demands. 

Dr.  L.  A.  Scruggs,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
School,  is  resident  Physician  and  has  done  admirable  service. 

At  the  close  of  each  term  there  will  be  an  examination  of  the 
graduates  for  positions  in  the  Hospital. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prominent 
feature  in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student  an  oppor- 
tunity of  studying  disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient  and  of 
watching  the  effects  of  treatment.  It  is  believed  that  the  sur- 
gical service  will  be  especially  valuable  and  complete.  The 
past  session  has  demonstrated  not  only  the  value  of  the  hospi- 
tal to  the  school,  but  also  its  growing  popularity  among  the 
colored  people  of  the  city  and  State. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  colored  physicians  thor- 
oughly qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  their  people,  it 
will  be  the  aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  this  institution 
to  graduate  none  but  those  showing  themselves  possessed  of 
such  knowledge  as  will  fully  equip  them  for  successful  profes- 
sional life.  Believing  that  a  graded  course  of  study  will  be 
the  one  best  adapted  to  give  students  the  requisite  knowledge, 
it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of  four  years' 
duration  should  be  established.  If,  however,  a  student  at  the 
end  of  three  years  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all  the 
branches  of  Medicine,  he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and 
receive  his  diploma;  but  with  the  average  student  a  full  four 
years'  course  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  attain  to  the  high 
standard  established  by  the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an 
eminent  physician  and  a  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says  in  the 
Medical  News  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  course  of  study  : 
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"They  [the  Faculty]  have  wisely  decided  that,  in  view  of  the 
limited  early  education  of  the  colored  people,  the  medical 
course  shall  be  four  years,  both  to  give  a  thorough  graded 
course,  and  the  opportunity  to  study  Latin  and  other  branches 
in  the  academic  department.  If  the  colored  man  is  to  enter 
medicine,  he  must  expect  just  wdmt  the  white  man  does — a  fair 
fight  and  no  favors.  If  inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he  will 
go  to  the  bottom;  if  superior,  he  ought  to  go  to  the  top." 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  aud  no  student  will 
receive  a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  all  the  branches  pursued  in  the  four  years'  course. 

The  students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be 
classified  according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical  knowl- 
edge, as  ascertained  by  examination. 

ORDER  OP  STUDIES. 

FOR    FOUR   YEARS. 

For  the  First  Year — Anatomy,  Physiology,  General  Chem- 
istry, and  Materia  Medica. 

For  the  Second  Year— Practical  Anatomy,  Medical  Chem- 
istry, Physiology,  Pathalogical  Anatomy,  Practice  of  Medi- 
cine, and  Surgery. 

For  the  Third  Year— Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Theory  and 
Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery. 

For  the  Fourth  Year— Ophthalmology,  Otology,  Laryngol- 
ogy. Dermatology,  Syphilis,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  Sys- 
tem, Diseases  of  Women,  Diseases  of  Children,  Operative 
Surgery,  Forensic  Medicine. 

It  is  intended  that  clinical  methods  of  instruction  shall  be 
given  prominence. 

Examination  of  patients  will  be  made  and  surgical  opera- 
tions be  performed  before  the  class  free  of  charge. 

A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  the  students  can 
have  the  opportunity  of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of 
themselves  learning  to  dispense  medicine.  This  will  make  the 
students  practical  men,  such  as  can  successfully  cope  with  dis- 
ease at  the  bedside. 
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TERMS  OP  ADMISSION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school 
must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required  to 
pass  a  preliminary  examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness 
to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  unless  they  can  furnish 
a  certificate  of  their  previous  standing  in  school  from  some 
principal  or  president  of  a  reputable  institution  of  learning. 

PRELIMINARY  COURSE. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  an  examination  before  the  President 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  he  will  be  expected  to  spend  a  suffi- 
cient time  in  the  preliminary  studies  to  qualify  himself  for  the 
regular  course.  This  will  include  instruction  in  Latin,  Botany, 
Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the  use  of  the 
microscope.  These  branches  will  enable  the  student  to  pursue 
with  greater  facility  the  stu  ly  of  the  Medical  Sciences. 

EXAMINATIONS    AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  examinations  in  the 
Graded  Course:  At  the  end  of  first  year,  in  General  Chemistry 
and  Materia  Medica;  at  the  end  of  second,  on  Anatomy,  Phys- 
iology, and  Medical  Chemistry;  at  the  end  of  third,  on  Thera- 
peutics, Obstetrics,  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine, 
and  Surgery;  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  a  final  examination 
of  all  the  branches  pursued  during  the  course,  occupying  the 
last  week  of  the  term. 

The  examinations  will  be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be 
marked  on  a  scale  of  one  hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  sixty 
per  cent,  in  any  one  branch  will  require  that  study  to  be 
repeated  the  next  year,  and  the  student  to  be  re-examined  in 
the  same  at  the  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty-one 
yeai'S  of  age,  and  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character.  He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years' 
graded  course,  or  its  equivalent.  He  shall  be  required  to  dis- 
sect the  entire  cadaver.     He  shall  present  to  the  Faculty,  at 
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such  time  before  graduation  as  they  may  appoint,  an  original 
thesis  upon  some  medical  subject,  the  graduation  fee  to  accom- 
pany the  same.  Satisfactory  examinations  must  be  passed  in 
all  branches  of  medicine  in  the  manner  laid  down  in  the  first 
part  of  this  section,  and  he  must  receive  a  general  average  of 
not  less  than  seventy-five  per  cent,  in  all  the  branches. 

If  a  candidate  fail  to  pass  he  may  have  a  second  trial,  which 
shall  be  final;  failing  in  this,  his  graduation  fee  shall  be  re- 
turned to  him  and  he  may  try  again  at  the  next  annual  exami- 
nation, after  having  taken  another  course  of  lectures  in  the 
branches  in  which  he  is  deficient.

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  have 
legalized  dissection  by  special  act;  so  material  for  dissection 
will  be  furnished  at  cost  during  the  winter  months,  and  there 
will  be  no  extra  charge  for  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy's 
ticket. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance. 

The  other  expenses  will  be  per  month  as  follows: 

Room  rent $2  00 

Board  and  lights 6  00 

Extra  fuel  for  private  fire  will  be  furnished  at  cost. 

Lights  to  those  not  boarders,  per  month,  25  cents. 

A  special  tax  will  be  levied  each  year  to  meet  expenses  of 
Anatomical  Apparatus  and  Chemical  Laboratory  of  not  more 
than  $5.00  per  session. 

Students  receiving  a  scholarship  will  be  expected  to  perform 
all  the  work  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
Building  and  the  adjoining  grounds. 

Needy  students  may  obtain  a  reduction  of  $2.00  per  month 
from  above  rates  of  monthly  expenses  by  working  either  upon 
the  grounds  or  in  the  Mechanical  Department. 
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The  students  of  this  department  may  enjoy  all  the  benefits 
of  the  University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general 
exercises  of  the  other  departments. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young  men, 
general  scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been 
established.  The  late  Judson  W.  Leonard,  of  Hampden,  Mass., 
left  a  bequest  of  six  thousand  dollars  to  the  President  of  the 
University,  Rev.  H.  M.  Tupper,  as  Trustee.  Five  thousand 
dollars  of  this  fund  has  been  invested,  the  interest  to  be  used 
in  scholarships  for  deserving  young  men  who  desire  to  study 
medicine.  This  fund  will  furnish  at  least  five  scholarships  of 
sixty  dollars  each,  which  will  be  known  as  the  Leonard  Medi- 
cal Scholarships. 

During  the  past  session  assistance  has  been  received  from 
Col.  C.  H.  Banes,  Dr.  W.  W.  Keen.  James  Butterworth.  Elijah 
Shaw,  C.  W.  Kingsley,  B.  F.  Dennisson,  Dea.  L.  E.  Gurley, 
S.  A.  Caldwell,  Mrs.  A.  S.  Leonard,  "A  Friend"  and  H.  K. 
Porter;  also  five  hundred  dollars  from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund, 
through  the  kindness  of  the  agent,  Dr.  A.  G.  Haygood.  The 
latter  sum  ($500)  has  been  applied  to  students'  aid  in  the  pay- 
ment of  lecture  fees,  and  is  a  most  timely  gift,  for  which  stu- 
dents and  Faculty  are  profoundly  grateful. 

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  benefits  of 
these  scholarships  will,  during  the  summer,  furnish  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  persons 
possessed  of  good  moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  prelim- 
inary education,  and  of  being  actually  in  need  of  assistance.

Attention  will  be  given  to  Physiology,  Anatomy  and  such  other 
branches  as  will  qualify  them  to  care  for  the  sick,  and  espe- 
cially to  render  women  more  efficient  in  missionary  work. 
None  under  twenty-two  years  of  age  will  be  received.

The  McKee  prize  will  be  awarded  to  that  member  of  the 
graduating  class  who  shall  excel  in  Obstetrics.  This  prize  has 
been  permanently  founded  by  Dr.  James  McKee,  Dean  of  the 
Faculty. 

The  Knox  prize,  the  gift  of  Dr.  A.  W.  Knox,  will  be  awarded 
to  that  member  of  the  graduating  class  »ho  shall  excel  in 
Surgery. 

The  Battle  prize,  the  gift  of  Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  Jr.,  will  be 
awarded  to  that  member  of  the  graduating  class  who  shall 
excel  in  Physiology. 

The  Goodwin  prize  will  be  awarded  to  that  member  of  the 
graduating  class  who  shall  excel  in  Anatomy.

PIHAHCJAL  COHDITIOH. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
in  connection  with  Shaw  University  has  been  steadily  going 
forward  since  1880,  and  the  success  which  has  attended  the 
effort  calls  for  the  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  Bestower  of  all 
good;  and  yet  continued  effort  must  be  put  forth  in  order  to 
meet  the  increased  wants  of  this  department  of  instruction. 
Twenty  additional  scholarships,  of  $60  each,  are  needed  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in  announcing 
to  Northern  friends,  who  have  rendered  such  valuable  assist- 
ance in  the  past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medical  School  is  full 
of  hope.  We  have  at  the  beginning  established  a  four  years' 
course  in  order  to  insure  the  necessary  training,  and  guard 
against  graduating  men  imperfectly  educated  in  the  different 
branches  of  medicine.  While  a  two  or  three  years'  course 
would  doubtless  at  first  have  secured  a  larger  attendance  of 
students,  yet  in  the  end  a  four  years'  course  will  insure  thor- 
oughness that  will  give  confidence  and  confer  lasting  benefits. 

It  is  also  most  gratifying  that  the  Medical  Faculty  are  men 
of  excellent  talent  and  fully  alive  to  all  the  bearings  and  varied 
interests  connected  with  this  effort  to  educate  colored  men 
as  physicians. 

RULES. 

Medical  students  will  be  governed  by  the  same  rules  as  the 
other  students  of  the  University,  except  in  exigencies,  "when 
the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty  has  the  authority  to  excuse. 
Students  who  room  in  the  city  will  be  under  the  same  rules  as 
those  who  room  and  board  on  the  grounds.

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Such  lias  been  the  rapid  progress  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
during  the  past  nine  years  that  we  can  speak  with  confidence  in  ref- 
erence to  the  wisdom  of  the  cow:se  of  study  adopted  by  the  Trustees 
and  endorsed  by  the  Medical  Faculty.  A  four  years'  course  has  be- 
come popular  with  our  own  students  because  essential,  as  it  gives  suf- 
ficient time  to  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  different 
branches  of  Medicine,  and  will  enable  graduates  to  pass  a  creditable 
examination  before  Medical  Boards,  a  legal  requirement  in  most 
States  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  practice  of  Medicine,  and 
every  year  such  examinations  are  becoming  more  rigid.  If  in  any 
department  of  life  a  little  learning  is  dangerous,  it  is  especially  true 
in  the  Medical  profession,  and  should  be  carefully  guarded  against. 
Our  aim  is  to  follow  as  closely  as  possible  the  curriculum  of  study 
as  given  in  subsequent  pages  of  this  announcement. 


Faculty. 


Dr.  J  AMES  McT^EE,  who  for  many  years  has  been  Superintendent 
of  Health  for  Wake  County,  will  give,  in  addition  to  his  regular 
course  of  lectures,  an  occasional  lecture  upon  Public  Health  and 
Hygiene.  His  lectures  on  Obstetrics  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams, 
models,  the  cadaver,  and  other  preparations  used  to  illustrate  such 
obstetric  operations  and  procedures  as  can  be  so  presented.  He  will 
also  lecture  on  the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children. 

Dr.  W.  I.  Eoyster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the  Principles 
of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connection  with  individual 
diseases,  and  the  latter  will  be  treated  of  with  special  reference  to 
prophylaxis,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  treatment.  As  far  as  possible 
cases  exemplifying  the  different  diseases  will  be  presented  to  the  class, 
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and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  afford  the  student  as  much 
practice  as  possible  in  Physical  Diagnocis. 

Dr.  Knox  brings  to  this  department  much  experience,  gained  in 
the  best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in  his  regular  practice.  A  val- 
uable feature  is  the  clinical  instructions  in  connection  with  the 
Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  where  important  operations  in 
general  surgery  and  gynecology  are  performed  in  the  presence  of 
the  students. 

Dr.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the  Eye,  Ear  Throat 
and  Nose.  He  will  supplement  his  course  with  clinical  instruction 
at  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  students  thus  having  the 
opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  various  instruments 
^employed  in  the  examination  of  the  eye  and  ear  and  the  operations 
thereon,  and  with  the  diseases  of  these  organs  and  their  treatment. 

Di.  K.  P.  Battle,  Jr.,  late  of  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital  Service, 
is  eminently  qualified  for  his  position  as  instructor  in  Physiology, 
also  as  clinical  professor  of  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Throat  and 
Nose,  by  reason  of  having  recently  pursued  an  extended  course  in 
the  Eoyal  London  Opthalmic  Hospital  and  the  London  Hospital  for 
Diseases  of  the  Throat  and  Nose,  His  course  will  be  illustrated  by 
various  physiological  demonstrations,  including  vivisection. 

The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teachers  of  emineut 
ability.     Dr.  H.  B.  Battle  is  State  Chemist. 

Buildings* 

Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  numerous  friends  of  the 
institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  W.  Leonard,  of  Hampden,  Mass., 
and  other  members  of  the  family  after  whom  this  department  is 
named,  the  President  and  Trustees  of  Shaw  University  have  been 
enabled  to  meet  a  long-felt  want  of  the  colored  people  and  to  estab- 
lish this  new  department  of  the  University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the  special 
accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One  of  these,  the  Leonard 
Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing  structure  of  beautiful  architectural 
proportions,  which  adorns  the  site  donated  by  the  North  Carolina 
Legislature.     This  building  contains  the   lecture-rooms,  ampitheatre? 
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laboratory,  dissecting-rooms,  &c,  and  has  been  fitted  up  at  great 
expense.  It  is  intended  that  this  shall  afford  every  facility  to  the 
student  for  prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains  rooms  to 
accommodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the  young  men  a 
pleasant  home,  and  all  students  who  receive  scholarships  are  expected 
to  room  in  this  building,  but  can  secure  board,  if  il±ey  prefer,  in  the 
citv. 


Apparatus. 


Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our  list  of  ap- 
paratus. The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  supplied  with  appara- 
tus and  re-agents  for  the  especial  study  of  Medical  Chemistry.  A 
complete  set  of  Electrical  apparatus  has  been  furnishedj  thus  giving 
an  opportunity  or  demonstrating  the  application  of  Electricity  in  di- 
sease. Apparatus  for  teaching  the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy 
which  it  is  desirable  that  the  physician  be  familiar  with,  namely 
heat,  light,  sound,  &c,  has  been  supplied  and  instructions  will  be 
given  on  these  subjects. 

In  the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  many  additions  have 
been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the  complete  set  of  the 
Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomical  Models,  which  have  been  import- 
ed from  Paris  especially  for  us. 

Accessories  for  the  Mscroscope  have  been  obtained,  so  that  the 
study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology  can  be  pursued.

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Hospital. 


A  Hospital  building  containing  four  wards  has  been  erected.  The 
plan  followed  in  our  best  Northern  hospitals  has  been  adopted  in 
fitting  up  the  wards,  and  all  improved  appliances  and  instruments  will 
be  supplied  as  occasion  demands. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prominent  fea- 
ture in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student  an  opportunity  of 
studying  disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient  and  of  watching  the 
effects  of  treatment.  It  is  believed  that  the  surgical  service  will  be 
especially  valuable  and  complete.  The  past  session  has  demonstrated 
not  only  the  value  of  the  hospital  to  the  school,  but  also  its  growing 
popularity  among  the  colored  people  of  the  city  and  State. 


Course  of  Study. 


Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  colored  physicans  thorouglily 
qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  their  people,  it  will  be  the 
aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  this  institution  to  graduate  none  but 
those  showing  themselves  possessed  of  such  know  ledge  as  will  fully 
ecpiip  them  for  successful  professional  life.  Believing  that  a  graded 
course  of  study  will  be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give  students  the 
requisite  knowledge,  it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of 
four  yean'  duration  should  be  established.  If,  however,  a  student 
at  the  end  of  three  years  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all  the 
branches  of  Medicine,  he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and  receive  his 
diploma ;  but  with  the  average  student  a  full  four  years'  course  will 
be  necessary  in  order  to  attain  to  the  high  standard  established  by  the 
Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  AY.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an  eminent 
physician  and  a  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says  in  the  Medical  News 
in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  course  of  study:  "They  [the  Fac- 
ulty] have  wisely  decided  that,  in  view  of  the  limited  early  educa- 
tion of  the  colored  people,  the  medical  course  shall  be  four  years, 
both  to  give  a  thorough  graded  course,  and  the  opportunity  to  study 
Latin  and  other  branches  in  the  academic  department.  If  the  colored 
man  is  to  enter  medicine,  he  must  expect  just  what  the  white  man 
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does — a  fair  light  and  no  favors.  If  inferior  in  education  and  skill, 
lie  will  go  to  the  bottom ,  if  superior,  he  ought  to  go  to  the  top." 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will  receive  a 
degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  branches 
pursued  in  the  four  yeartf  course. 

The  students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be  classi- 
fied according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical  knowledge,  as 
ascertained  by  examination. 

Order  of  Studies. 

FOR  FOUR  YEARS. 

For  thf  first  Year — Anatomy,  Physiology,  General  Chemistry, 

and  Materia  Medica. 
For  the  Second  Year — Practical  Anatomy,  Medical  Chemistry 
Physiology,  Pathalogical  Anatomy,  Practice  of  Medicine,   and 
Surgery. 
For  the  Third  Year — Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Theory  and  Prac- 
tice of  Medicine,  and  Surgery. 
For  the   Fourth   Year — Ophthalmology,  Otology,  Larynology, 
Dermatology,  Syphilis,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  Diseases 
of  Women,  Diseases  of  Children,   Operative  Surgery,   Forensic 
Medicine. 
It  is  intended  that  clinical  methods  of  instruction  shall  be  given 
prominence. 

Examination  of  patients  will  be  made  and  surgical  operations  be 
performed  before  the  class  free  of  charge. 

A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  the  students  can  have 
the  opportunity  of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of  themselves 
learning  to  dispense  medicine.  This  will  make  the  students  prac- 
tical men,  such  as  can  successfully  cope  with  disease  at  the  bedside. 
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Terms  of  Admission. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school  must 
he  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required  to  pass  a  pre- 
liminary examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness  to  enter  upon 
the  stuty  of  medicine,  unless  they  can  furnish  a  certificate  of  their 
previous  standing  in  school  from  some  principal  or  president  of  a 
reputable  institution  of  learning. 

Preliminary  Course. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  an  examination  before  the  President  and 
Dean  of  the  Faculty,  he  will  be  expected  to  spend  a  sufficient  time 
in  the  preliminary  studies  to  qualify  himself  for  the  regular  course^ 
This  will  include  instruction  in  Latin,  Botany,  Physics,  Zoology, 
Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the  use  of  the  microscope.  These 
branches  will  enable  the  student  to  pursue  with  greater  facility  Li  • 
study  of  the  Medical  Sciences. 

Examinations  and  Graduation. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  examinations  in  the  Graded 
Course:  At  the  cad  of  the  first  year,  in  General  Chemistry  and 
Materia  Medica  ;  at  the  end  of  the  second,  on  Anatomy,  Physiology 
and  Medical  Chemistry;  at  the  end  of  the  third,  on  Therapcrvtie*, 
Obstetrics,  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery; 
at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  a  final  examination  of  all  the  branches 
pursued  durin/.   cIk    :ourse,  occupying  the  last  week  of  the  '  ■]  i  i 

The  examinations  will  be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be 
marked  on  a  scale  of  one  hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  eighty  per 
cent,  in  any  branch  will  require  that  study  to  be  repeated  the  next 
year,  and  the  student  to  be  re-examined  in  the  same  at  the  close  of 
that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  and  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  charac- 
ter.    Pie  shall  have  attended  the  four  years'  course,  or  its  equivalent. 
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He  shall  be  required  to  dissect  the  entire  cadaver.  He  shall  present 
to  the  Faculty,  at  such  time  before  graduation  as  they  may  appoint, 
an  original  thesis  upon  some  medical  subject,  the  graduaton  fee  to 
accompany  the  same.  Satisfactory  examination  must  be  passed  in 
all  branches  of  medicine  in  the  manner  laid  down  in  the  first  part  of 
this  section,  and  he  must  receive  a  general  average  of  not  less  than 
eighty  per  cent,  in  all  branches. 

If  a  candidate  fail  to  pass  he  may  have  a  second  trial,  winch  shall 
be  final ;  failing  in  this,  his  graduation  fee  shall  be  returned  to  him 
and  he  may  try  again  the  next  annual  examination,  after  having 
taken  another  course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in  which  he  is  defi- 
cient

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  have  legal- 
ized dissection  by  special  act ;  so  material  for  dissection  will  be  fur- 
nished at  cost  during  the  winter  months,  and  there  will  be  no  extra 
charge  for  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy's  ticket. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance. 

The  other  expenses  will  bo  per  month  as  follows:

Extra  fuel  for  private  fire  will  be  furnished  at  cost. 

Lights  to  those  not  boarders,  per  month,  25  cents. 

A  special  tax  will  be  levied  each  vear  to  meet  expenses  of  Ana- 
tomical Apparatus  and  Chemical  Laboratory  of  not  more  than  $5.00 
per  session. 

Students  receiving  a  scholarship  will  be  expected  to  perform  all  the 
work  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  Leonard  Medical  Building  and  the 
adjoining  grounds. 
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Needy  students  may  obtain  a  reduction  of  $2.00  per  month  from 
above  rates  of  monthly  expenses  by  working  either  upon  the  grounds 
or  in  the  Mechanical  Department. 

The  students  of  this  department  may  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  the 
University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general  exercises  of  the 
other  departments. 


Scholarships. 


For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young  men,  general 
scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been  established.  The 
late  Judson  W.  Leonard,  of  Hampden,  Mass.,  left  a  bequest  of  six 
thousand  dollars  to  the  President  of  the  University,  Rev.  H.  M- 
Tupper,  as  Trustee.  Five  thousand  dollars  of  this  fund  has  been 
invested,  the  interest  to  be  used  in  scholarships  for  deserving  young 
men  who  desire  to  study  medicine.  This  fund  will  furnish  at  least 
five  scholarships  of  sixty  dollars  each,  which  will  be  known  as  the 
Leonard  Medical  Scholarships. 

During  the  past  session  assistance  has  been  aeceived  from  Col.  C. 
H.  Baines,  Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  James  Butterworth,  Elijah  Shaw,  C.  W. 
Kingsley,  B.  F.  Dennisson,  Hon.  J.  L.  Howard,  S.  A.  Caldwell,  Mrs. 
A.  S.  Leonard,  O.  H.  Greenleaf  and  H.  K.  Porter;  also  five  hundred 
dollars  from  the  Jno.  F.  Slater  Fund,  through  the  kindness  of  the 
agent,  Dr.  A.  G.  Haygood.  The  latter  sum  ($500)  has  been  applied  to 
students'  aid  in  the  payment  of  lecture  fees,  and  is  a  most  timely  gift, 
for  which  the  students  and  Faculty  are  profoundly  grateful. 

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  these 
scholarships  will,  during  the  summer,  furnish  the  President  of  the 
Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  persons  possessed  of  good 
moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  preliminary  education,  and  of 
being  actually  in  need  of  assistance.

Instruction  for  the  benefit  of  nurses  has  been  undertaken,  and  a 
limited  number  of  women  will  be  received  next  session.  Attention 
will  be  given  to  Physiology,  Anatomy  and  such  other  branches  as 
Avill  qualify  them  to  care  for  the  sick,  and  especially  to  render  women 
more  efficient  in  missionary  work.  None  under  twenty-two  years  of 
age  will  be  received. 
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Prizes. 

The  McKee  prize  will  be  awarded  to  that  member  of  the  gradua- 
ting class  who  shall  excel  in  Obstetrics.  This  prize  has  been  perma- 
nently founded  by  Dr.  James  McKee,  Dean  of  the  Faculty. 

■  The  Knox  prize,  the  gift  of  Dr.  Knox,  will  be  awarded  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  who  shall  excel  in  Surgery.

Financial  Condition. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical  School  in 
connection  with  Shaw  University  has  been  steadily  going  forward 
since  1880,  and  the  success  which  has  attended  the  effort  calls  for  the 
devout  thanksgiving  to  the  Bestower  of  all  good ;  and  yet  continued 
effort  must  he  put  forth  in  order  to  meet  the  increased  wants  of  this 
department  of  instruction.  Twenty  additional  scholarships,  of  §60 
each,  are  needed  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in  announcing  to 
Northern  friends,  who  have  rendered  such  valuable  assistance  in  the 
past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medical  School  is  full  of  hope.  We  have 
at  the  beginning  established  a  four  years'  course  in  order  to  insure 
the  necessary  training,  and  guard  against  graduating  men  imper- 
fectly educated  in  the  different  branches  of  medicine.  "While  a  two 
or  three  years'  course  would  doubtless  at  first  have  secured  a  larger 
attendance  of  students,  yet  in  the  end  a  four  years'  course  will  insure 
thoroughness  that  will  give  confidence  and  confer  lasting  benefits. 

It  is  also  most  gratifying  that  the  Medical  Faculty  are  men  of 
excellent  talent  and  fully  alive  to  all  the  bearings  and  varied  inter- 
ests connected  with  this  effort  to  educate  colored  men  as  physicians. 

Rules, 

Medical  students  will  be  governed  by  the  same  rules  as  the  other 
students  of  the  University,  except  in  exigencies,  when  the  Dean  of 
the  Medical  Faculty  has  the  authority  to  excuse.  Students  who 
room  in  the  city  will  be  under  the  same  rules  as  those  who  room  and 
board  on  the  grounds.

Such  has  been  the  rapid  progress  of  the  Leonard  Medical  College 
during  the  past  ten  years  that  we  can  speak  with  confidence  in  ref- 
erence to  the  wisdom  of  the  course  of  study  adopted  by  the  Trustees 
and  endorsed  by  the  Med'eal  Faculty.  A  four  years'  course  has  be- 
come popular  with  our  own  students  because  essential,  as  it  gives 
sufficient  time  to  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  different 
branches  of  Medicine,  and  will  enable  graduates  to  pass  a  creditable 
examination  before  Medical  Boards,  a  legal  requirement  in  most 
States  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  practice  of  Medicine,  and 
every  year  such  examinations  are  becoming  more  rigid.  If  in  any 
department  of  life  a  little  learning  is  dangerous,  it  is  especially  true 
in  the  Medical  profession,  and  should  be  carefully  guarded  against. 
Our  aim  is  to  follow  as  closely  as  possible  the  curriculum  of  study  as 
given  in  subsequent  pages  of  this  announcement. 

Faculty. 

Dr.  James  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  Superintendent 
of  Health  for  Wake  County,  will  give,  in  addition  to  his  regular 
course  of  lectures,  an  occasional  lecture  upon  Public  Health  and 
Hygiene.  His  lectures  on  Obstetrics  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams, 
models,  the  cadaver,  and  other  preparations  used  to  illustrate  such 
obstetric  operations  and  procedures  as  can  be  so  presented.  He  will 
also  lecture  on  the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children. 

Dr.  W-  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the  Principles  of 
Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connection  with  individual  di- 
seases, and  the  latter  will  be  treated  of  with  special  reference  to  pro- 
phylaxis, diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  treatment.  As  far  as  possible 
cases  exemplifying  the  different  diseases  will  be  presented  to  the  class 
and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  afford  the  student  as  much 
practice  as  possible  in  Physical  Diagnosis. 

Dr.  Knox  brings  to  this  department  much  experience  gained  in  the 
best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in  his  regular  pract ice.     A  vidua- 
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hie  feature  is  the  clinical  instruction  in  connectionwith  the  Leonard 
Medical  School  Hospital,  where  important  operations  in  general  sur- 
gery and  gynaecology  are  performed    in  the  presence  of  the  students- 

Dr.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the  Eye,  Ear,  Throat 
and  Nose-  He  will  supplement  his  course  with  clinical  instruction 
at  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  students  thus  haying  the 
opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  various  instruments 
employed  in  the  examination  of  the  eye  and  ear  and  the  operations 
thereon,  and  with  deaseses  of  these  organs  ami  their  treatment- 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  Jr.  ,  late  of  the  V-  S-  Marine  Hospital  Service, 
is  eminently  qualified  for  his  position  as  instructor  in  Physiology, 
also  as  clinical  professor  of  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat, 
by  reason  of  having  recently  pursued  an  extended  course  in  the  Roy- 
al London  Opthalmic  Hospital  and  the  London  Hospital  for  Diseases 
of  the  Throat  and  Nose.  His  course  will  be  illustrated  by  various 
physiological  demonstrations,including  vivisection.  The  professors  in 
Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teachers  of  eminent  ability.  Dr.  H.  B. 
Battle  is  State  Chemist. 


Buildings. 


Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  numerous  friends  of  the  instl_ 
tutioiiy-and  especially  of  Judson  W.  Leonard  of  Hampden,  Mass.,  and 
other  members  of  the  family,  after  whom  this  department  is  named, 
the  President  and  Trustees  have  been  able  to  meet  a  long-felt  want  of 
the.  colored  people  and  to  establish  this  new  department  of  the  Univer- 
sity. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the  special 
accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One  of  these,  the  Leonard  Med- 
ical Building,  is  an  imposing  structure  of  beautiful  proportions,  which 
adorns  the  site  donated  by  the  North  Carolina  Legislature.  This  build- 
ing contains  the  lecture  rooms,  amphitheatre,  laboratory,  dissecting 
rooms,  <fec,  and  has  been  fitted  up  at  great  expense.  It  is  intended  that 
this  shall  afford  every  facility  to  the  student  for  prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains  rooms  to 
accommodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the  young  men  a  pleasant 
home,  and  all  students  who  receive  scholarships  are  expected  .to  room 
in  this  building,  but  can  secure  board,  if  they  prefer,  in  the  city. 
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Apparatus. 


Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  onr  list  of 
apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  supplied  With  appara- 
tus and  re-agents  for  the  especial  study  of  Medical  Chemistry.  A  com- 
plete set  of  Electrical  apparatus  has  been  furnished,  thus  giving  an 
opportunity  of  demonstrating  the  application  Of  Electricity  in  diseases. 
Apparatus  for  teaching  the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy,  which  it 
is  desirable  tha*  the  physician  should  be  familiar  with,  namely  ;  heat, 
light,  sound,  &c,  has  been  supplied,  and  instruction  will  be  given  on 
these  subjects. 

In  the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  many  additions  have 
been  made,  The  school  has  now  almost  the  complete  set  of  Auzoux  and 
Bock  Steger  Anatomical  Models,  which  have  been  imported  from  Paris 
especially  for  us. 

Accessories  for  the  microscope  have  been  obtained,  so  that  the  study 
of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology  can  be  pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured,  and  farther 
additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments  will  be  made  from  time 
to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  a  fine  Magic  Lantern,- 
which  will  be  of  greatest  service  in  illustrating  minute  Anatomy. 


Hospital. 


A  Hospital  building  containing  four  wards  has  been  erected.  The 
plan  followed  in  onr  best  Northern  hospitals  has  been  adopted  in  fitting 
up  the  wards,  and  all  improved  appliances  and  instruments  will  be 
supplied  as  occasion  demands. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prominent  feature 
n  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student  an  opportunity  of  studying 
disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient  and  of  watching  the  effects  of  treat- 
ment. It  is  believed  that  the  surgical  service  will  be  especially  \  al liable 
and  complete.  The  past  session  has  demonstrated  not  only  the  value 
of  the  hospital  to  the  school,  but  also  its  growing  popularity  among  the 
colored  people  of  the  city  and  State. 
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Course  of  Study. 


Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  colored  physicians  thoroughly 
qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  their  people,  it  will  be  the  aim 
of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  this  institution  to  graduate  none  but 
those  showing  themselves  possessed  of  such  knowledge  as  will  fully 
equip  them  for  successful  professional  life.  Believing  that  a  graded 
course  of  study  will  be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give  students  the  requisite 
knowledge,  it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of 'four  years7 
duration  should  be  established.  If,  however,  a  student  at  the  end  ot 
three  years  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all  the  branches  of  Medi 
cine,  he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and  receive  his  diploma  ;  but  with 
the  average  student,  a  full  four  years'  course  will  be  necessary  to  attain 
to  the  high  standard  established  by  the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an  eminent 
physician  and  firm  friend  of  thesehool,  says  in  the  Medical  Xews  in 
regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  study  :  "They  [the  Faculty]  have  wisely 
decided  in  view  of  the  limited  early  education  of  the  colored  people,  the 
medical  course  shall  be  four  years,  both  to  give  a  thorough  graded 
course  and  the  opportunity  to  study  Latin  and  other  branches  of  the 
academic  department.  If  the  colored  man  is  to  enter  medicine,  he  must 
expect  just  what  the  white  man  does — a  fair  fight  and  no  favors.  If 
inferior  in  education  and  skill,  lie  will  go  to  the  bottom,  if  superior,  he 
ought  to  go  to  the  top." 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will  receive  a  de- 
gree unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  branches 
pursued  in  the  four  years'  course. 

The  students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be  classified 
according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical  knowledge,  as  aseertain- 
e  1  by  examination. 
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Order  of  Studies. 

For  the  first  Year— Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Materia  Med ica. 

For  the  Second  Year— Practical  Anatomy,  General  Chemistry,  Phys- 
iology, Pathological   Anatomy  and  Practice  of  Medicine. 

For  The  Third  Year— Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Medical  Chemistry, 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery. 

For  the  Fourth  Year— Ophthalmology,  Otology,  Larynology,  Derma- 
tology,Syphilis,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  system,  Diseases  of  Women, 
Diseases  of  Children,  Operative  Surgery,  and  Forensic  Medicine. 
It  is  intended  that  clinical  methods  of  instruction   shall   be  given 

prominence, 

Examination  of  patients  will  be  made,  and  surgical  operations  be 

performed  before  the  class  free  of  charge. 

A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  the  students  cijp>  have  the 

opportunity  of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of  themselves  learning 

to  dispense  medicine.    This  will  make  the  students  practical  men,  such 

as  can  successfully  cope  with  disease  at  the  bedside. 


A  faculty  meeting  on  the  first  day  of  the  term  will  decide  as  to 
whether  the  third  year  student  shall  be  permi ted  to  enter  (he  fourth 
year  classes. 
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Terms  of  Admission. 

Young  men  intending  toapply  for  admission  to  this  school  must  be 
at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required  to  pass  a  preliminary 
examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness  to  enter  upon  the  study 
of  medicine,  unless  they  ran  furnish  a  certificate  of  their  previous  stand- 
ing in  school  from  some  principal  or  president  of  a  reputable  institution 
of  learning. 

Preliminary  Course. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  an  examination  before  the  President  and 
Dean  of  the  Faculty,  he  will  be  expected  to  spend  a  sufficent  time  in  the 
prelinlnary  studies  to  qjalify  himself  for  the  regular  course.  This  will 
include  irfLtruction  in  Latin,  Botany, Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  Phys- 
iology, and  the  use  of  the  microscope.  These  branches  will  enable  the 
student  to  pursue  with  greater  facility  the  Medical  Sciences. 

Examinations  and  Graduation. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  examinations  in  the  Graded  Course  : 
At  the  end  of  the  first  year,  J/ateria  Medica.  Anatomy  and  Physiology  ; 
at  the  end  of  the  second, on  Anatomy, Physiology  and  General  Chemistry 
at  the  end  of  the  third,  on  Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  the  Principles  and 
Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery;  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  a  final 
examination  of  all  the  branches  pursued  during  the  course,  occupying 
the  last  week  of  the  term. 

The  examinations  will  be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be  marked 
on  the  sca'e  of  one  hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  eighty  per  cent  in  any 
branch  will  require  that  study  to  be  repeated  the  next  year,  and  the 
student  to  be  re-examined  in  the  same  at  the  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  mnst  be  at  least  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  and  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character. 
He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years  course  or  its  equivalent.  He  shall 
be  required  to  dissect  the  entire  cadaver.  He  shall  present  to  the  Fac- 
ulty, at  such  time  before  graduation   as  they  may  appoint,  an  original 
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thesis  upon  some  medical  subject,  the  graduation  fee  to  accompany  the 
.same.  Satisfactory  examination  must  be  passed  in  all  branches  of 
medicine  in  the  manner  laid  down  in  the  first  part  of  this  section,  and 
lie  must  receive  a  general  average  of  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent  in  all 
brandies. 

If  a  candidate  fail  to  pass,  lie  may  have  a  second  trial,  which  shall  be 
final  ;  failing  in  this,  his  graduation  fee  shall  be  returned  to  him,  and  he 
may  try  again  the  next  annual  examination,  after  having  taken  anoth- 
er course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in  which  he  is  deficient.

The  students  in  this  department  may  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  the 
University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general  exercises  of  the 
other  department. 
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Scholarships. 


For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young  men,  genera? 
scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been  established.  The? 
late  Judson  W.  Leonard  of  Hampden,  Mass.,  left  a  bequest  of  six  thou- 
sand dollars  to  the  President  of  the  University,  Rev.  H.  M.  Tapper,  as 
Trustee.  Five  thousand  dollars  of  this  fund  have  been  invested,  the 
interest  to  be  used  in  scholarships  for  deserving  young  men,  who  desire 
to  study  medicine.  This  fund  will  furnish  at  least  five  scholarships  of 
sixty  dollars  each,  which  will  be  known  as  the  Leonard  Medical  Schol- 
arships, 

During  the  past  session,  assistance  has  been  received  from  Elijah 
Shaw,  Mrs.  A.  S.  Leonard  ;  also  one  thousand  dollars  from  the  John 
F.  Slater  Fund  through  the  kindness  of  the  agent,  Dr.  A.  <;.  Haygood. 
The  latter  sum($l, 000)  has  been  applied  to  students'  aid  in  the  paj' 
ment  of  lecture  fees,  and  is  a  most  timely  gift  for  which  students  and 
Faculty  are  profoundly  grateful. 

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  oft'e  benefit  of  these 
scholarships,  will,  during  the  summer,  furnish  the  President  of  the 
Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  persons  possessed  of  good 
moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  preliminary  education,  and  of 
actually  being  in  need  of  assistance.

Rules.

Dr.  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the  Principles  of 
Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connection  with  individual 
diseases,  and  the  latter  will  be  treated  of  with  special  reference  to  pro- 
phylaxis, diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  treatment.  As  far  as  possible  cases 
exemplifying  the  different  diseases  will  be  presented  to  the  class  and

special  attention  will  be  given  to  afford  the  student  as  much  practice 
as  possible  in  Physical  Diagnosis. 

Dr.  Knox  brings  to  this  department  much  experience  gained  in  the 
best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in  his  regular  practice.  A  valuable 
feature  is  the  clinical  instruction  in  connection  with  the  Leonard  Med- 
ical School  Hospital,  where  important  operations  in  general  surgery 
and  gynaecology  are  performed  in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

Dr.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the  Eye,  Ear,  Throat  and 
Nose.  He  will  supplement  his  course  with  clinical  instruction  at  the 
Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  students  thus  having  the  opportunity 
of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  various  instruments  employed  in  the 
examination  of  the  eye  and  ear  and  the  operations  thereon,  and  with 
diseases  of  these  organs  and  their  treatment. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  Jr.,  late  of  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital  Service,  is 
eminently  qualified  for  his  position  as  instructor  in  Physiology,  also  as 
clinical  professor  of  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  by  rea- 
son of  having  recently  pursued  an  extended  course  in  the  Royal  London 
Opthalmic  Hospital  and  the  London  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Throat 
and  Nose.  His  course  will  be  illustrated  by  various  physiological  dem- 
onstrations, including  vivisection.  The  professors  in  Anatomy  and 
Chemistry  are  teachers  of  eminent  ability.  Dr.  H.  B.  Battle  is  State 
Chemist. 


BUILDINGS. 


Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  numerous  friends  of  the  In- 
stitution, and  especially  of  Judson  W.  Leonard  of  Hamden,  Mass.,  and 
other  members  of  the  family,  after  whom  this  department  is  named, 
the  President  and  Trustees  have  been  able  to  meet  a  long-felt  want  of 
the  colored  people  and  to  establish  this  new  department  of  the  Univer- 
sity. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the  special  ac  - 
commodation  of  the  Medical  School .  One  of  these,  the  Leonard  Medical 
Building,  is  an  imposing  structure  of  beautiful  proportions,  which 
adorns  the  site  donated  by  the  North  Carolina  Legislature.  This  build- 
ing contains  the  lecture  rooms,  amphitheatre,  laboratory,  dissecting 
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room,  &c,  and  has  been  fitted  up  at  great  expense.  It  is  intended  that 
this  shall  afford  every  facility  to  the  student  for  prosecuting  his  studies. 
The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains  roome  to  accom- 
modate sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the  young  men  a  pleasant 
home,  and  all  students  who  receive  scholarships  are  expected  to  room 
in  this  building,  but  can  secure  board,  if  they  prefer,  in  the  city. 

APPARATUS. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our  list  of 
apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  supplied  with  appar- 
atus and  re-agents  for  the  especial  study  of  Medical  Chemistry.  A  com- 
plete set  of  Electrical  apparatus  has  been  furnished,  thus  giving  an 
opportunity  of  demonstrating  the  application  of  Electricity  in  diseases. 
Apparatus  for  teaching  the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy,  which  it 
is  desirable  that  the  physician  should  be  familiar  with,  namely,  heat, 
light,  sound,  &c,  has  been  supplied,  and  instruction  will  be  given  on 
these  subjects. 

In  the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  many  additions  have 
been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the  complete  set  of  Auzoux  and 
Bock  Steger  Anatomical  Models,  which  have  been  imported  from  Paris 
especially  for  us. 

Accessories  for  the  microscope  have  been  obtained,  so  that  the  study 
of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology  can  be  pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured,  and  further 
additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments  will  be  made  from  time 
to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  a  fine  Magic  Lantern, 
which  will  be  of  greatest  service  in  illustrating  minute  Anatomy. 

HOSPITAL. 

A  Hospital  building  containing  four  wards  has  been  erected.  The 
plan  followed  in  our  best  Northern  hospitals  has  been  adopted  in  fitting 
up  the  wards,  and  all  improved  appliances  and  instruments  will  be 
supplied  as  occasion  demands. 
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The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prominent  feature 
in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student  an  opportunity  of  studying 
disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient  and  of  watching  the  effects  of  treat- 
ment. It  is  believed  that  the  surgical  service  will  be  especially  valuable 
and  complete.  The  past  session  has  demonstrated  not  only  the  value 
of  the  hospital  to  the  school,  but  also  its  growing  popularity  among  the 
colored  people  of  the  city  and  State. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  colored  physicians  thoroughly 
qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  their  people,  it  will  be  the  aim 
of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  this  institution  to  graduate  none  but 
those  showing  themselves  possessed  of  such  knowledge  as  will  fully 
equip  them  for  successful  professional  life.  Believing  that  a  graded 
course  of  study  will  be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give  students  the  requisite 
knowledge,  it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of  four  years' 
duration  should  be  established.  If,  however,  a  student  at  the  end  ot 
]three  years  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all  the  branches  of  Medi 
cine,  he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and  receive  his  diploma  ;  but  with 
the  average  student,  a  full  four  years'  course  will  be  necessary  to  attain 
to  the  high  standard  established  by  the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an  eminent 
physician  and  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says  in  the  Medical  News  in 
regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  study  :  "They  [the  Faculty]  have  wisely 
decided  in  view  of  the  limited  early  education  of  the  colored  people,  the 
medical  course  shall  be  four  years,  both  to  give  a  thorough  graded 
course  and  the  opportunity  to  study  Latin  and  other  branches  of  the 
academic  department.  .  If  the  colored  man  is  to  enter  medicine,  he  must 
expect  just  what  the  white  man  does— a  fair  fight  and  no  favors.  If 
inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he  will  go  to  the  bottom,  if  superior,  he 
ought  to  go  to  the  top."    . 

■  It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will  receive  a  de- 
gree Unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  branches 
pursued  in  the  four  years'  course.  The  students  will  be  divided  into 
four  classes,  and  will  be  classified  according  to  their  previous  study 
and  medical  knowledge,  as  ascertained  by  examination.

ORDER  OF  STUDIES. 

For  the  First  year — Anatoinv,  Physiology  and  Materia  Medica. 
For  the  Second  Year — Practical  Anatomy,  General  Chemistry-,  Phys- 
iology, Pathological  Anatomy  and  Practice  of  Medicine. 
For  the  Third  Year— Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Medical   Chemistry, 

Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery. 
For  the  Fourth  Year— Ophthalmology,  Otology,  Larynology,  Der- 
matology', Syphilis,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  Diseases  of  Wo- 
men, Diseases  of  Children,  Operative  Surgery,  and  Forensic  Medi- 
cine. 

It.is  intended  that  clinical  methods  of  instruction  shall  be  given 
prominence. 

Examination  of  patients  will  be  made,  and  surgical  operations  be 
preformed  before  the  class  free  of  charge. 

A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  students  can  have  the  op- 
portunity of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of  themselves  learning  to 
dispense  medicine.  This  will  make  the  students  practical  men,  such  as 
can  successfully  cope  with  disease  at  the  bedside. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school  must  be 
at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required  to  pass  a  preliminary 
examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness  to  enter  upon  the  study  of 
medicine,  unless  they  can  furnish  a  certificate  of  their  previous  stand- 
ing in  school  from  some  principal  or  president  of  a  reputable  institution 
of  learning. 

PRELIMINARY  COURSE. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  an  examination  before  the  President  and 
Dean  of  the  Faculty,  he  will  be  expected  to  spend  a  sufficient  time  in  the 
preliminary  studies  to  qualify  himself  for  the  regular  course.  This  will 
include  instruction  in  Latin,  Botany,  Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  Phys- 
iology, and  the  use  of  the  microscope.  These  branches  will  enable  the 
student  to  pursue  with  greater  facility  the  Medical  Sciences. 
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EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  examnation  in  the  Graded  Course  : 
At  the  end  of  the  first  year  Materia  Medica,  Anatomy  and  Physi- 
ology; at  the  end  of  second,  on  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  General 
Chemistry,  at  the  end  of  the  third,  on  Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  the  Prin- 
ciples and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery;  at  the  end  of  the  fourth 
year,  a  final  examination  of  all  the  branches  pursued  during  the 
course,  occupying  the  last  week  of  the  term.  The  examinations  will  be 
written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be  marked  on  the  scale  of  one  hundred. 
A  failure  to  receive  eighty  per  cent,  in  any  branch  will  require  that  study 
to  be  repeated  the  next  year,  and  the  student  to  be  re-examined  in  the 
same  at  the  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  and  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character 
He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years'  course  or  its  equivalent.  He  shal  1 
be  required  to  dissect  the  entire  cadaver.  He  shall  present  to  the  Faculty, 
at  such  time  before  graduation  as  they  may  appoint,  an  original  thesis 
upon  some  medical  subject,  the  graduation  fee  to  accompany  the  same. 
Satisfactory  examination  must  be  passed  in  all  branches  of  medicine  in 
the  manner  laid  down  in  the  first  part  of  this  section,  and  he  must  re- 
ceive a  general  averaga  of  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent  in  all  branches. 

If  a  candidate  fail  to  pass,  he  may  have  a  second  trial,  which  shall 
be  final ;  failing  in  this,  his  graduation  fee  shall  be  returned  to  him,  and 
he  may  try  again  at  the  next  annual  examination,  after  having  taken 
another  course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in  which  he  is  deficient.

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  have  legalized 
by  special  act  dissection,  and  material  will  furnished  during  the  win- 
ter months,  and  there  will  be  no  extra  charge  for  the  Demonstrator  of 
Anatomy's  ticket. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance. 

The  other  expences  will  be  per  month  as  follows :

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The  total  expense  for  twenty-two  weeks,  Nov.  1,  to  April  1,  for  board 
-  .-oom  rent,  lights  and  fuel  for  recitation  rooms  and  dormitories  is  $46.75 
adding  the  |13  for  matriculation  and  incidentals,  the  entire  cost  to  a 
student  having  a  scholarship  is  $59.75.  A  student  by  working  in  the 
Industrial  department,  or  taking  care  of  rooms,  can  reduce  the  latter 
amount  811,  leaving  the  total  sum  required  per  session  in  cash  S48.75. 

Extra  fuel  for  private  Are  will  be  furnished  at  cost. 

The  students  in  this  department  may  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  the 
University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general  excercises  of  the 
other  department. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young  men,  general 
scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been  established.  The  late 
Judson  W.  Leonard  of  Hampden,  Mass.,  left  a  bequest  of  six  thousand 
dollars  to  the  President  of  the  University,  Rev.  H.  M.  Tupper,  as  Trus- 
tee. Five  thousand  dollars  of  this  fund  has  been  invested,  the  interest 
to  be  used  in  scholarships  for  deserving  young  men,  who  desire  to  study 
medicine.  This  fund  will  furnish  at  least  five  scholarships  of  sixty  dol- 
lars each,  which  will  be  known  as  the  Leonard  Medical  (Scholarships. 

During  the  past  session  one  thousand  dollars  has  been  received 
from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund,  through  the  kindness  of  the  agent,  Dr.  J. 
L.  M.  Curry,  which  has  been  applied  to  the  payment  of  salaries. 

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  benefit  of  these 
scholarships,  will,  during  the  summer,  furnish  the  President  of  the  Fac- 
ulty satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  persons  possessed  of  good 
moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  prelimanary  education,  and  of  ac- 
tually being  in  need  of  assistance.

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical  School  in  con- 
i  nection  with  Shaw  University  has  been  steadily  going  forward  since 
1 18S0,  and  the  success  which  has  attended  the  effort  calls  for  devout 
thanksgiving  to  the  Bestower  of  all  good;  and  yet  continued  effort 
i  must  be  put  forth  in  order  to  meet  the  increased  wants  of  this  depart- 
i  ment  of  instruction.  Twenty  additional  scholarships  of  S60  each  are 
!  needed  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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The  President  of  the  institution  takes  pleasure  in  announcing  to 
Northern  friends,  who  have  rendered  such  valuable  assistance  in  the 
past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medical  School  is  full  of  hope.  We  have  at  the 
beginning  established  a  four  years'  course  to  insure  the  necessary 
training  and  guard  against  graduating  men  imperfectly  educated  in  the 
different  branches  of  medicine.  While  a  two  or  three  years'  course 
would  doubtless  at  first  have  secured  a  larger  attendance  of  students, 
yet  in  the  end  a  four  year's  course  will  insure  thoroughness  that  will 
give  conidence  and  confer  lasting  benefits. 

RULES. 

Medical  students  will  be  governed  by  the  same  rules  as  the  other 
students  of  the  University,  except  in  exigencies,  when  the  Dean  of  the 
Medical  Faculty  has  the  authority  to  excuse.  Students  who  live  in 
the  city  will  be  under  the  same  rules  as  those  who  room  and  board  upon 
the  grounds.

The  second  annual  session  of  this  school  will  open  Tuesday,  Nov.  I, 
1892.  A  fine  building  has  been  completed  containing  dormatory  rooms 
for  students,  and  the  necessrry  accommodations  for  a  drug  store,  etc. 
Every  facility  has  been  provided  to  make  this  department  of  Shaw 
University  a  grand  success. 

THE  FIRST  YEAR. 

Eleven  students  were  enrolled  during  the  session  and  the  progress 
Was  most  gratifying.  In  the  closing  written  examination,  conducted 
by  Dr.  Simpson,  of  Raleigh,  a  noted  pharmacist,  with  the  same  exami- 
nation papersas  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  used.  Three  of  the  young 
men  marked  respectively  seventy-nine,  eighty  and  eighty-three,  while 
the  standard  required  by  the  State  Board  is  only  seventy-five.  These 
results  were  unexpected  and  clearly  prove  what  colored  men  can  do  in 
Pharmacy. 

THE  DRUG  STOR^ 

The  Drug  Store  is.it  necessary  adjunct  to  a  school  of  Pharmacy.  Stu- 
dents can  acquire  a  knowledge  of  crude  drugs,  and  learn  under  compe- 
tent direction  how  to  compound  medicines.  The  Drug  Store  lias  been 
tastefully  fitted  up  and  has  a  good  quantity  of  drugs,  which  are  dispen- 
sed to  the  citizens  of  Kaleigh  and  to  the  patents  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  Hospital. 

ADMISSION. 

Students  applying  for  admission  must  be  of  good  moral  character, 
With  a  knowledge  of  the  English  branches  and  some  proficiency  in  Lat- 
in and  the  sciences.        Students  deficient  in  the  above  studies  are  reco-

Special  Announcement. 


StJCH  has  been'  the  rapid  progress  of  the  Leonard  Medical  College 
during  the  past  twelve  years  that  we  can  speak  with  confidence-  in  re- 
gard to  the  wisdom  of  the  course  of  study  adopted  by  the  Trustees  and 
endorsed  by  the  Medical  Faculty.  A  four  years'  course  has  become 
popular  with  our  students  because  essential,  as  it  gives,  sufficient  time 
to  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  different  branches  of 
Medicine,  and  will  enable  graduates  to  pass  a  creditable  examination 
before  Medical  Boards, 'a  legal  requirement  in  most  states  previous  to  the 
commencement  of  the  practice  of  Medicine,  and  every  year  such  exami- 
nations are  becoming  more  rigid.  If  in  any  department  of  life  a  little 
learning  is  dangerous,  it  is  especially  true  in  the  Medical  profession, 
and  should  be  carefully  guarded  against.  Our  aim  is  to  follow  as 
closely  as  possible  the  curriculum  of  study  as  given  in  subsequent 
pages  of  this  announcement. 

FACULTY. 

I>k.  James  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  Superintendent  of 
the  Board  of  Health  for  Wake  <  'ounty.will  give,  in  addition  to  his  regu- 
lar courseof  lectures,  occasional  lectures  upon  Public  Health  and  Hy- 
giene. His  lecture  on  Obstetrics  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams,  models, 
the  cadaver,  and  other  preparations  used  to  illustrate  such  obstetric 
operations  and  procedures  as  can  be  so  presented.  He  will  also 
lecture  on  diseases  of  women  and  children. 

Dr.  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  cousrc  of  lectures  upon  the  Principles  of 
Medicine, will  consider  these  in  their  connect  ion  with  individual  disea- 
scs,and  the  latter  will  be  treated  of  with  special  reference  to  prophylaxis 
diagnosis,  and  treatment.  As  far  as  possible  cases  exemplifying  the 
different  diseases  will   be  presented  to  the  class  and  special  attention 
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will  bo  given  to  aftord  the  student  as  much  practice  as  possible  in 
Physical  Diagnosis. 

Dr.  Knox  brings  to  this  department  much  experience  gained  in 
the  best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in  his  regular  practice.  A  valua- 
ble feature  is  the  clinical  instruction  in  connection  with  the  Leonard 
Medical  .School  Hospital,  where  important  operations  in  general 
surgery  and    gynaecology  are  performed  in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

Dr.  Lewis,  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the  Eye,  Ear,  Throat 
and  Nose.  He  will  supplement  his  course  with  clinical  instruction  at 
the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  students  thus  having  the  oppor- 
tunity of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  various  instruments  employed 
in  the  examination  of  the  eye  and  ear  and  the  operations  thereon, 
and  with  disease  of  the  these  organs  and  their  treatment. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  late  of  the  U.  B.  Marine  Hospital  Service,  is  emi- 
nently qualified  for  his  position  as  instructor  in  Physiology,  also  as  clin- 
ical professor  of  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  by  reason  of 
having  recently  pursued  an  extended  course  in  the  Royal  London  Op. 
thalmic  Hospital  and  the  London  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Throat 
and  Nose.  His  course  will  be  illustrated  by  various  physiological  dem- 
onstrations, including  Vivisection.  The  professors  in  Anatomy  and 
Chemistry  arc  teachers  of  eminent  ability.  Dr.H.  B.  Battle  is  State 
Chemist. 


BUILDINGS. 

Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  numerous  friends  of  the 
institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  Wade  Leonard  of  Hampden,  Mass,, 
and  other  members  of  the  family,  after  whom  this  department  i,s 
named,  the  President  and  Trustees  have  been  able  to  meet  a  long- 
felt  want  of  the  colored  people  and  to  establish  this  new  department 
of  the  University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the  special 
accommodation  of  the  Medical  School,  one  of  these,  the  Leonard 
Medical  Building,  is  a:;  imposing  structure  of  beautiful  proporti  oils 
which  adorns  the  site  donated  by  the  North  Caiolina  Legislature- 
This    building     contains  the  lecture  rooms,  amphitheatre,  laboratory' 
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dissecting  room,  etc.  and  has  been  fitted  up  at  great  expense.  It  is 
intended  that  this  shall  afford  every  facility  to  the  student  for  prose- 
cuting his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Domitory,  contains  rooms  to  ac- 
commodate sixty  students.  This  wiil  afford  the  young  men  a  pleasant 
home,  and  all  students  who  receive  scholarships  are  expected  to  room 
in  this  building,  but  can  secure  board,  if  they  prefer, in  the  city. 

APPARATUS. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  ourtlist  of  ap- 
paratus. The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  supplied  with  apparatus 
and  re-agents  for  the  special  study  of  Medical  Chemistry.  A  complete 
set  of  Electrical  apparatus  has  been  furnished,  thus  giving  an  oppor- 
tunity of  demonstrating  the  application  of  Electricity  in  diseases. 
Apparatus  for  teaching  the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy,  which 
it  is  desirable  that  the  physician  should  be  familiar  with,  namely, 
heat,  light,  sound,  etc.,  has  been  applied,  and  instruction  will  be  given 
on  these  subjects. 

In  the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  many  addi- 
tions have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the  complete  set 
of  Auzoux  and  Bock  Sieger  Anatomical  Models,  which  have  been  im- 
ported from  Paris  especially  for  our  use. 

Accessories  for  the  microscope  have  been  obtained,  so  that  the 
study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology  can  be  pursued. 

Models  lor  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured,  and  further 
additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments  will  be  made  from 
time  to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  a  fine  Magic  Lantern 
which  will  be  of  greatest  service  in  illustrating  minute  Anatomy. 

HOSPITAL. 

A  Hospital  building  containing  four  wards  has  been  erected.  The 
plan  followed  in  our  best  Northern  hospitals  ;has  been  adopted  in  tit- 
ting  up  the  wards  and  all  improved  appliances  and  instruments  will 
be  suppled  as  occasion  demands. 


LEONARD  MEDICAL  SCHOOL. 


The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prominent 
feature  in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student  an  opportunity  of 
studying  disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient  and  of  watching  the 
effects  of  treatment,  it  is  believed  that  the  surgical  service  will  be 
especially  valuable  and  complete.  The  past  session  ha,s  demonstrated 
not  only  the  value  of  a  hospital  to  the  school, but  also  its  growing 
popularity  among  the  colored  people  of  the  city  and  State. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  colored  physicians  thoroughly 
qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  their  people,  it  will  he  the  aim 
of  the  Facility  and  Trustees  of  this  institution  to  graduate  none  but 
those  showing  themselves  possessed  of  such  knowledge  as  will  fully 
equip  them  for  successful  professional  life.  Believing  that  a  graded 
course  of  study  will  be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give  students  the  requi- 
site knowledge,  it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of  four 
years  duration  should  be  established.  If,  however,  a  student  at  the 
end"of  three  years  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all  the  branches 
of  Medicine,  he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and  receive  his  diploma; 
but  with  the  average  student,  a  full  four  years'  course  will  be  neces- 
sary to  attain  to  the  high  standard  established  by  the  Leonard 
Medical  Kchoo.l. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an  eminent 
physician  and  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says  in  the  Medical  Xews  ta 
regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  study:  "They  [  the  Faculty  ]  have  wisely 
decided  in  view  of  the  limited  eiyly  education  of  the  colored  people,  the 
medical  course  .shall  be  four  years,  both  to  give  a  thorough  graded 
course  and  the  opportunity  to  study  Latin  and  other  branches  of  the 
academic  department.  II'  the  colored  man  is  to  enter  medecine,  he 
must  expect  just  what  the  white  man  does— a  fair  tight  and  no  favors. 
If  inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he  will  go  to  the  bottom,  it'  superior 
ho  ought  to'go  to  the  top." 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will  receive  a 
degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  branches 
pursued  in  the  four  years'  course.  The  students  will  be  divided  into 
four  classes,  and  wil  be  classified  according  to  their  previous  study  and 
medical  knowledge,  as  ascertained  by  examination. 
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ORDER  OF    STUDIES- 

For  The  first  year— Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Materia  Medica, 
For  the  Second  YEar— Practical  Anatomy,  General  Chemistry,  Phys- 
iology, Pathological  Anatomy  and  Practice  of  Medicine. 
For  the  Third  Year— Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,   Medical    Chemistry, 

Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery. 
For  the  Fourth  Year— Ophthalmology, Otology,  Larynology,  Der- 
matology, Syphilis,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  Diseases  of 
Women,*Diseases,  of  Children,  Operative  Surgery,  and  Forensic 
Medicine. 
It  is  intended   that  clinical   methods    of  instruction  shall   be  given 
prominence. 

Examination  of  patients  will  be  made,  and  surgical  operations  be 
performed  before  the  class  free  of  charge, 

A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  students  can- have  the  op- 
portunity of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of  themselves  learning  to 
dispense  medicine.  This  will  make  the  students  practical  men,  such 
as  can  successfully  cope  with  disease  at  the  bedside. 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


Young  men  intending  to  appl}  foradmission  to  this  school  must  be, 
a!  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required  to  pass  a  prelimi- 
nary examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness  to  enter  upon  the 
study  of  medicine,  unless  they  can  furnish  a  certificate  of  their  previous 
standing  in  school  from  some  principal  <>r  president  of  a  reputable  in- 
stitution of  learning. 

PRELIMINARY  COURSE. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  an  examination  before  the  President  and 
Dean  of  the  Faculty,  he  will  be  expected  to  spend  a  sufficient  time  in  the 
preliminary  studies  to  qualify  himself  for  the  regular  course.  This  will 
include  instruction  in  Latin.  Botany,  Physics,  /oology.  Chemistry, 
Physiology,  and  the  use  of  the  microscope.  These  brandies  will  enable 
the  student  to  pursue  with    greater  facility  the  Medical  Science. 
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EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  examinations  in  the  Graded 
Course  :  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  Materia  Medica,  Anatomy  and 
Physiology  ;iat  the  end  of  the  second,  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  General 
Chemistry;  at  the  end  of  the  third,  Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  the 
Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Surgery;  at  the  end  of  the 
fourth  year  a  final  examination  of  all  the  branches  pursued  during 
the  course,  occupying  the  last  week  of  the  term.  The  exaninations  will 
be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be  marked  on  the  scale  of  one 
hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  eighty  per  cent,  in  any  branch  will  re- 
quire that  study  to  be  repeated  the  next  year,  and  the  student  to  be^re- 
examined  in  the  same  at  the  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty -one  years  of 
age,  and  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character. 
He  shall  have  attended  the  four  year's  course  or  its  equivalent.  He 
shall  be  required  to  dissect  the  entire  cavader.  He  shall  present  to  the 
faculty,  at  such  time  before  graduation  as  they  may  appoint,  an  origi- 
nal thesis  upon  some  medical  subject,  the  graduation  fee  to  accompany 
the  same.  Satisfactory  examination  must  be  passed  in  all  branches  of 
medicine  in  the  manner  laid  down  in  the  first  part  of  this  section,  and 
he  must  receive  a  general  average  of  not  less  than  eighty  per  centin  all 
branches. 

If  a  candidate  fail  to  pass,  lie  may  have  a  second  trial,  which  shall 
be  final;  failing  in  this,  his  graduating  fee  shall  be  returnd  to  him,  and 
he  may  try  again  at  the  next  annual  examination,  after  having  taken, 
another  course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in  which  he  is  deficient.

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The  total  expense  for  twenty-two  weeks,  Nov.  1,  to  April  1,  for  board 
room  rent,  lights  and  fuel  for  recitation  rooms  and  dormitories  is  ?46.75 
adding  the  818  for  matriculation  ajid  incidentals,  the  entire  cost  to  a 
student  having  a  scholarship  is  S5S.75.  A  student  by  working  in  the 
Industrial  department,  or  taking  care  of  rooms,  can  reduce,  the  latter 
amount  311,    leaving  the  total  sum  required  per  session  in  cash  S-1S.75. 

Extra  fuel  for  private  fire  will  be  furnished  at  cost. 

The  students  in  this  department  may  enjoy  alljthe  benefits  of  the 
University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general  exercises  of  the 
other  departments. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 


For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young  men,  general 
scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been  established.  The 
fate  Judson  Wade  Leonard  of  Hampden,  Mass.,  left  a  bequast  of  six 
thousand  dollars  to  the  President  of  the  University,  Rev.  IL  M.  Topper, 
as  Trustee.  Five  thousand  dollarsof  this  fund  has  been  invested,  the  in- 
terest to  be  used  in  scholarships  for  deserving  young  men,  who  desire 
to  study  medicine.  This  fund  will  furnish  at  least  five  scholarships  of 
sixty  dollars  each,  which  will  be  known  as  the  Leonard  Medical 
Scholarships. 

During  the  past,  session  one  thousand  dollars  has  been  received 
from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund,  through  the  kindness  of  the  agent,  Dr. 
J.  L.  M.  Curry,  which  has  been  applied  to  the  payment  of  salaries. 

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  benefit  of  these 
scholarships  will,  during  the  summer,  furnish  the  President  of  the 
Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  persons  possessed  of  good 
moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  preliminary  education,  and  ot 
actually  being  in  need  of  assitanee.

RULES.

Students  who  live  in 
the  city  will  be  under  the  same  rules  as  those  who  room  and  board 
upon  the  grounds.

The  third  annual  session  of  this  school  will  open  on  Wednesday  Nov. 
1st  1893.  The  success  attending  the  second  year's  course  in  Pharmacy 
has  been  so  gratifying  as  to  warrant  the  Trustees  in  making  additional 
improvements  in  this  department.  During  the  summer  an  additional 
laboratory  will  be  built,  and  fully  equipped  with  all  the  appliances  nec- 
essary for  instruction  in  this  branch.  In  connection  with  this 
department  is  a  well  stocked  and  liberally  patronized  Pharmacy. 

Here  students  can  have  an  opportunity  for  learning  practical  pharma- 
cy. In  addition  to  the  regular  course,  opportunity  will  be  afforded  for 
acquiring  knowledge  of  the  minute  details  of  dispensing,  embrac- 
ing the  manipulation  necessary  tothe'preparation  of  physicians'  prescrip- 
tions, as  well  as  those  incident  to  a  regular  drug  store-  These  are  advan- 
tages not  offered  by  other  teaching  schools  of  pharmacy,  and  will  no 
doubt  be  appreciated  by  those  contemplating  its  study.  The  full  course 
will  embrace  three  years. 

JUNIOR  COURSE. 

This  course  embraces  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  Pharmacy,  the 
sciences  involved  in  the  intellligent  study  and  practice  of  the  art,  the 
laws  governing  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  U- 
nited  States,  Pharmacopoeia!,  Chemical  and  Scientific  nomenclature 
Latin  and  English  technical  terminology,  onicial  and  unofficial  drugs 
and  preparations,  the  several  systems  of  weights  and  measures  em- 
bracing also  the  metric  system,  specific  gravity,  specific  volume,  prepa- 
ration and  preservation  of  drugs,  uses  and  effects  of  heat,  fusion,  calci- 
nation, sublimation,  etc.,  solutions  of  solids,  liquids  and  gases,  genera- 
tion of  gases,  diffusion,  dialysis,  extraction,  percolation,  reperco- 
lation,  expression,  filtration,  other  means  of  separation  and  purifica- 
tion, evaporation,  distillation,  crystallization,  precipitating  and 
washing,  etc.  Extemporaneous  or  Dispensing  Pharmacy  will  be  prac- 
tically Illustrated  by  work  done  by  the  students  themselves,  and  for 
this  purpose  instruction  will  be  given  in  preparing  all  official  powders, 
mixtures,  emulsions,  decoctions,  infusions,  saturations,  etc.

MIDDLE  COURSE. 

The  course  of  the  Middle  Class  will  be  an  advance  course  to  the 
.Junior  class,  and  will  comprise  the  preparations  of  extracts,  fluid  ex- 
tracts, abstract*,  pills,  spirits,  oleates,  scaled  preparation  of  iron, 
troches,  ointments,  cerates,  plasters,  suppositories,  etc.  Instruction  in 
practical  training  in  dispensing  will  be  an  important  feature  in  the 
Middle  class,  following  as  closely  as  possible  the  outline  of  work  com- 
menced in  the  Junior  course.  The  prescription  counter,  its  manage- 
ment, and  furnishing,  the  processes  apparatus  and  utensils  employed 
in  extemporaneous  pharmacy,  will  be  fully  discussed  and  their  uses 
illustrated,  also  incompatiblity  with  special  reference  to  dispensing. 

SENIOR    COURSE. 

The  Senior  course  will  commence  with  a  review  of  the  second 
years'  course,  after  which  the  pharmacopceial  preparations  will  be 
carefully  considered,  much  time  being  devoted  to  the  compounding  of 
physicians'  prescriptions  and  extemporaneous  pharmacy  generally. 
The  assaying  of  drugs  as  Opium,  Cinchona,  Nux  Vomica,  etc.  Prac. 
ticc  in  the  use  of  specific  gravity  apparatus,  thermometers,  alcoholo- 
meters etc.  Extraction  and  preparation  of  Alkaloids  and  other  proxi- 
mate principles  from  drugs.

Detailed  study  of  the  substances  used  medicinally  will  be  accompa- 
nied with  authentic  specimens  that  students  may  become  familiar 
with  the  appearance  of  the  articles  as  they  are  met  with  in  commerce. 
Notice  will  be  taken  of  the  habitat,  commercial  history  and  official 
preparation  into  which  the  drug  enters,  also  its  therapeutical  proper- 
ties etc.  Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  drilling  of  students'in 
posology.

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ADMISSION. 

Students  applying  for  admission  must  be  of  good  moral  character 
with  a  knowledge  of  the  English  brandies  and  proficiency  in  Latin 
and  the  sciences.  Students  deficient  in  the  above  studies  are  recommen- 
ded to  spend  a  year  in  the  Preliminary  Medical  Course.  Pharmacy  is 
an  important  and  responsible  profession  and  students  will  be  com- 
pelled to  pass  rigid  examinations  to  insure  the  public  against  incom- 
petency.

CHEMISTRY. 

II.  15.  Battle,  Ph.  D. 

The  lectures  will  aim  to  supply  a  key  to  the  understanding  of  chem- 
ical principles  and  processes  of  importance  to  the  pharmacist,  as  will 
be  fully  demonstrated  by  experiments  selected,  not  for  display,  but  to 
impress  more  forcibly  than  words  can  do,  the  principles  presented. 

The  general  principles  of  Chemistry  will  be  considered,  and  will 
furnish  a  systematic  exposition  of  the  most  important  elements  and 
their  inorganic  compounds.  It  will  also  embrace  the  most  important 
subjects  of  Theoretical  Chemistry,  and  give  a  comprehensive  exposi- 
tion of  Organic  Chemistry,  especially  designed  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  Pharmacists. 

Students  will  have  the  opportunity  for  becoming  proficient  in  the 
practical  analysis  of  urine.

Special  Announcement. 


Such  has  been  the  rapid  progress  of  the  Leonard  Med- 
ical College  during  the  past  thirteen  years  that  we  can 
speak  with  confidence  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  the 
course  of  study  adopted  by  the  Trustees  and  endorsed  by 
the  Medical  Faculty.  A  four  years'  course  has  become 
popular  with  our  students  because  essential,  as  it  gives  suf- 
ficient time  to  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  dif- 
ferent branches  of  Medicine,  and  will  enable  graduates  to 
pass  a  creditable  examination  before  Medical  Boards,  a 
legal  requirement  in  most  states  previous  to  the  commence- 
ment of  the  practice  of  Medicine,  and  every  year  such  ex- 
aminations are  becoming  more  rigid.  If  in  any  depart- 
ment of  life  a  little  learning  is  dangerous,  it  is  especially 
true  in  the  Medical  profession,  and  should  be  carefully 
guarded  against.  Our  aim  is  to  follow  as  closely  as  possi- 
ble the  curriculum  of  study  as  given  in  subsequent  pages 
of  this  announcement. 

FACULTY. 

Dr.  James  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  su- 
perintendent of  the  Board  of  Health  for  Wake  County,  will 
give,  in  addition  to  his  regular  course  of  lectures,  occasion- 
al lectures  upon  Public  Health  and  Hygiene.  His  lectures 
on  Obstetrics  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams,  models,  the 
cadaver  and  other  preparations  used  to  illustrate  such  ob- 
stetric operations  and  procedures  as  can  be  so  presented. 
He  will  also  lecture  on  diseases  of  women  and  children. 
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Dr.  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the 
Principles  of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connec- 
tion with  the  individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will  be 
treated  of  with  special  reference  to  prophylaxis,  diagnosis 
and  treatment.  As  far  as  possible  cases  exemplifying  the 
different  diseases  will  be  presented  to  the  class  and  special 
attention  will  be  given  to  afford  the  student  as  much  prac- 
tice as  possible  in  Physical  Diagnosis. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Knox,  brings  to  this  department  much  ex- 
perience gained  in  the  best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in 
his  regular  practice.  A  valuable  feature  is  the  clinical  in- 
struction in  connection  with  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
Hospital,  where  important  operations  in  general  surgery 
and  gynaecology  are  performed  in  the  presence  of  the 
students. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis,  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the 
Eye,  Ear,  Throat  and  Nose.  He  will  supplement  his  course 
with  clinical  instruction  at  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
Hospital,  students  thus  having  the  opportunity  of  becom- 
ing acquainted  with  the  various  instruments  employed  in 
the  examination  of  the  eye  and  ear  and  the  operations 
thereon,  and  with  disease  of  these  organs  and  their  treat- 
ment. 

Ds.  K.  P.  Battle,  late  of  the  United  States  Marine 
Hospital  Service,  is  eminently  qualified  for  his  position  as 
instructor  in  Physiology,  also  as  clinical  professor  of  disea- 
ses of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  by  reason  of  having 
recently  pursued  an  extended  course  in  the  Royal  London 
Opthalmic  Hospital  and  the  London  Hospital  for  Diseases 
of  the  Throat  and  Nose.  His  course  will  be  illustrated  by 
various  physiological  demonstrations,  including  vivisection. 
The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teachers  of 
eminent  ability.     Dr.  H.  B.  Battle  is  State  Chemist. 
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BUILDINGS. 

Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  numerous 
friends  of  the  institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  Wade 
Leonard  of  Hampden,  Mass.,  and  other  members  of  the 
family,  after  whom  this  department  is  named,  the  President 
and  Trustees  have  been  able  to  meet  a  long  felt  want  of  the 
colored  people  and  to  establish  this  new  department  of  the 
University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for 
the  special  accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One  of 
these,  the  Leonard  Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing  struct- 
ure of  beautiful  proportions  which  adorns  the  site  donated 
by  the  North  Carolina  Legislature.  This  building  contains 
the  lecture  rooms,  amphitheater,  laboratory,  dissecting  room 
etc.,  and  has  been  fitted  up  at  great  expense.  It  is  intend- 
ed that  this  shall  afford  every  facility  to  the  student  for 
prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains 
rooms  to  accomodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the 
young  men  a  pleasant  home,  and  all  who  receive  scholar- 
ships are  expected  to  room  in  this  building,  but  can  secure 
board,  if  they  prefer,  in  the  city. 

APPARATUS. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to 
our  list  of  apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been 
supplied  with  apparatus  and  re-agents  for  the  special  study 
of  Medical  Chemistry.  A  complete  set  of  electrical  apara- 
tus  has  been  furnished,  thus  giving  an  opportunity  of  dem- 
onstrating the  application  of  Electricity  in  diseases.  Appa- 
ratus for  teaching  the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy, 
which  it  is  desirable  that  the  physician  should  be  familiar 
with,  namely :  heat,  light,  sound,  etc.,  has  been  applied,  and 
instruction  will  be  given  on  these  subjects. 
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In  the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  many 
additions  have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the 
complete  set  of  Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomical  Models 
which  have  been  imported  from  Paris  especially  for  our 
use. 

Accessories  for  the  microscope  have  been  obtained,  so 
that  the  study  of  Histology  and  microscopical  Pathology 
can  be  pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured, 
and  further  additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments 
will  be  made  from  time  to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  a  fine 
Magic  Lantern  which  will  be  of  greatest  service  in  illustra- 
ting minute  Anatomy. 

HOSPITAL. 

A  Hospital  building  containing  four  wards  has  been 
erected.  The  plan  followed  by  our  best  Northern  hospitals 
has  been  adopted  in  fitting  up  the  ward  and  all  improved 
appliances  and  instruments  will  be  supplied  as  occasion 
demands. 

The  Faculty  [intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a 
prominent  feature  in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student 
an  opportunity  of  studying  disease  at  the  bedside  of  the 
patient  and  of  watching  the  effects  of  treatment.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  surgical  service  will  be  especially  valuable 
and  complete.  The  past  session  has  demonstrated  not  only 
the  value  of  a  hospital  to  the  school,  but  also  its  growing 
popularity  among  the  colored  people  of  the  city  and  state. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  the  colored  physicians 
being  thoroughly  qualified  for   their  peculiar  work  among 
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their  people,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees 
of  this  institution  to  graduate  none  but  those  showing 
themselves  possessed  of  such  knowledge  as  will  fully  equip 
them  for  successful  professional  life.  Believing  that  a 
graded  course  of  study  will  be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give 
students  the  requisite  knowledge,  it  has  been  deemed  best 
that  a  course  of  study  of  four  years  duration  should  be  es- 
tablished. If  however  a  student  at  the  end  of  three  years 
is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all  the  branches  of  Medi- 
cine, he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and  receive  his  diplo- 
ma ;  but  with  the  average  student,  a  full  four  years'  course 
will  be  necessary  to  attain  to  the  high  standard  established 
by  the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees, 
an  eminent  physician  and  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says  in 
the  Medical  News  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  study  : 
''They  [the  faculty]  have  wisely  decided  in  view  of  the 
limited  early  education  of  the  colored  people,  the  medical 
course  shall  be  four  years,  both  to  give  a  thorough  graded 
course  and  the  opportunity  to  study  Latin  and  other 
branches  of  the  academic  department.  If  the  colored  man 
is  to  enter  medicine,  he  must  expect  just  what  the  white 
man  does — a  fair  fight  and  no  favors.  If  inferior  in  educa- 
tion and  skill,  he  will  goto  the  bottom,  if  superior  lie  ought 
to  go  to  the  top." 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student 
will  receive  a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination in  all  the  branches  pursued  in  the  four  years'  course. 
The  students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be 
classified  according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical 
knowledge,  as  ascertained  by  examination. 
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ORDER    OF    INSTRUCTION, 

First  Year. — Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  General 
Chemistry. 

Second  Year. — Practical  Anatomy,  Medical  Chemistr}r,  Phys- 
iology, Pathological  Anatomy,  and  Practice  of 
Medicine. 

Third  Year. — Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Medical  Chemistry, 
Theory  and  practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery, 

Fourth  Year, — Ophthalmology,  Otology,  Laryngology,  Der- 
matology, Syphillis,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous 
System,  Diseases  of  Women,  Diseases  of  Chil- 
dren,Operative  Surgery,  Forensic  Medicine  and 
Medical  Chemistry. 

It  is  intended  that  clinical  methods  of  instruction  shall 
be  given  prominence. 

Examination  of  patients  will  be  made,  and  surgical 
operations  performed  before  the   class  free  of  charge. 

A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  students  can 
have  the  opportunity  of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of 
themselves  learning  to  dispense  medicine.  This  will  make 
the  students  practical  men,  such  as  can  successfully  cope 
with  disease  at  the  bedside. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this 
school  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be 
required  to  pass  a  preliminary  examination  sufficient  to 
show  their  fitness  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  un- 
less they  can  furnish  a  certificate  of  their  previous  standing 
in  school  from  some  principal  or  president  of  a  reputable 
institution  of  learnino-. 
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PRELIMINARY   COURSE. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  an  examination  before  the 
President  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  he  will  be  expected  to 
spend  a  sufficient  time  in  the  preliminary  studies  to  quali- 
fy himself  for  the  regular  course.  This  will  include  in- 
struction in  Latin,  Botany,  Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry 
Physiology,  and  the  use  of  the  microscope.  These  branch- 
es will  enable  the  student  to  pursue  with  greater  facility  the 
Medical  Science. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  the  examinations  in 
the  Graded  Course :  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  Materia 
Medica,  Anatomy  and  Physiology;  at  the  end  of  the  second, 
Anatomy,  Physiology  and  General  Chemistry  ;  at  the  end 
of  the  third,  Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  the  Principles  and 
Practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  ;  at  the  end  of  the  fourth 
year,  a  final  examination  of  all  the  branches  pursued  dur- 
the  course,  occupying  the  last  week  of  the  term.  The  ex- 
aminations will  be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be 
marked  on  the  scale  of  one  hundred.  A  failure  to  receive 
eighty  per  cent,  in  any  branch  will  require  that  study  to  be 
repeated  the  next  year,  and  the  student  to  be  re-examined  in 
the  same  at  the  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of 
good  moral  character.  He  shall  have  attended  the  four 
years  course  or  its  equivalent.  He  shall  be  required  to 
dissect  the  entire  cadaver.  He  shall  present  to  the  faculty 
at  such  time  before  graduation  as  they  may  appoint,  an 
original  thesis  upon  some  medical  subject,  the  graduation  fee 
to  accompany  the  same.  Satisfactory  examination  must  be 
passed  in  all  branches  of  medicine  in  the  manner  laid  down 
in  the  first  part  of  this  section,  and  he  must  receive  a  gener-

al  average  of  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent  in  all  branches. 

If  a  candidate  fails  to  pass,  he  may  have  a  second 
trial,  which  shall  be  final ;  failing  in  this,  his  graduating 
fee  shall  be  returned  to  him,  and  he  may  try  again  at  the 
next  annual  examination  after  having  taken  another 
course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in  which  he  is  deficient.

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
have  legalized  by  special  act  dissection,  and  material  will 
be  furnished  during  the  winter  months,  and  there  will  be 
no  extra  charge  for  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy's  ticket. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance.

A  student  by  working  in 
the  industrial  department,  or  taking  care  of  rooms  can  re- 
duce the  latter  amount  $11,  leaving  the  total  sum  required 
per  session  in  cash  $48.75.

FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  in  connection  with  Shaw  University  has  been  steadi- 
ly going  forward  since  1880,  and  the  success  which  has  at- 
tended the  effort  calls  for  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  be- 
stower  of  all  good ;  and  yet  continued  effort  must  be  put 
forth  in  order  to  meet  the  increasing  wants  of  this  department 
of  instruction.  Twenty  additional  scholarships  of  $60  each 
are  needed  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in  an- 
nouncing to  the  Northern  friends,  who  have  rendered  such 
valuable  assistance  in  the  past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medi- 
cal school  is  full  of  hope.  We  have  at  the  beginning  estab- 
lished a  four  year's  course  io  insure  the  necessary  training 
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and  guard  against  graduating  men  imperfectly  educated  in 
the  different  branches  of  medicine.  While  a  two  or  three 
years'  course  would  doubtless  at  first  have  secured  a  large 
attendance,  yet  in  the  end  a  four  years'  course  will  insure 
thoroughness  that  will  give  confidence  and  confer  lasting 
benefits. 

RULES. 

Medical  students  will  be  governed  by  the  same  rules  as 
the  other  students  of  the  University,  except  in  exigencies, 
when  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty  has  the  authority  to 
excuse.  Students  who  live  in  the  city  will  be  under  the 
same  rules  as  those  who  room  and  board  upon  the  grounds. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young 
men,  general  scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have 
have  been  established.  The  late  Judson  Wade  Leonard  of 
Hampden,  Mass.,  left  a  bequest  of  six  thousand  dollars. 
Five  thousand  dollars  of  this  fund  is  invested,  the  interest  to 
be  used  in  scholarships  for  deserving  young  men,  who  de- 
sire to  study  medicine.  This  fund  will  furnish  at  least  five 
scholarships  of  sixty  dollars  each,  which  will  be  known  as 
the  Leonard  Medical  Scholarships. 

During  the  past  session  one  thousand  dollars  has  been 
received  from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fnnd,  through  the  kind- 
ness of  the  agent,  Dr.  J.  L.  M.  Curry,  which  has  been  applied 
to  the  payment  of  scholarships. 

Young  men  desirous  of  avaling  themselves  of  the  bene- 
fit of  these  scholarships  will,  during  the  summer,  furnish 
the  President  of  the  faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  they 
are  persons  possessed  of  good  moral  character  of  having 
sufficient  preliminary  education,  and  of  actually  being  in 
need  of  assistance.

The  fourth  annual  session  of  this  school  will  open  on 
Thursday,  Nov.  1st  1894.  The  success  attending  the  third 
year's  course  in  Pharmacy  has  been  so  gratifying  as  to  war- 
rant the  Trustees  in  making  additional  improvements  in 
in  this  department.  During  the  summer  an  additional 
laboratory  will  be  built,  and  fully  equipped  with  all  the  ap- 
pliances necessary  for  instruction  in  this  branch.  In  con- 
nection with  this  department  is  a  well  stocked  and  liberally 
patronized  Pharmacy. 

Here  students  can  have  an  opportunity  for  learning 
practical  pharmacy.  In  addition  to  the  regular  course,  op- 
pi  rtunity  will  be  afforded  for  acquiring  knowledge  of  the 
minute  details  of  dispensing,  embracing  the  manipulation 
necessary  to  the  preparation  of  physician's  prescriptions,  as 
well  as  those  incident  to  a  regular  drug  store.  These  are 
advantages  not  offered  by  other  teaching  schools  of  phar- 
macy, and  will  no  doubt  be  appreciated  by  those  contem- 
plating its  study.  The  full  course  will  embrace  three 
years. 
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JUNIOR  COURSE. 

This  course  embraces  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  of 
Pharmacy,  the  sciences  involved  in  the  intelligent  study 
and  practice  of  the  art,  the  laws  governing  the  practice  of 
pharmacy,  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United  States,  Phar- 
macopceial,  Chemical  and  Scientific  nomenclature,  Latin 
and  English  technical  terminology,  official  and  unofficial 
drugs  and  preparations,  the  several  systems  of  weights  and 
measures,embracing  also  the  metric  system,  specific  gravity, 
specific  volume,  preparation  and  preservation  of  drugs,  uses 
and  effects  of  heat,  fusion,  calcination,  sublimation,  etc.,  so- 
lutions of  solids,  liquids  and  gases,  generation  of  gases,  dif- 
fusion, dialysis,  extraction,  percolation,  repercolation,  ex- 
pression, filtration,  other  means  of  separation  and  purifica- 
tion, evaporation,  distillation,  crystallization,  precipitating 
and  washing,  etc.  Extemporaneous  or  Dispensing  Phar- 
macy will  be  practically  illustrated  by  work  done  by  the  stu- 
dents themselves,  and  for  this  purpose  instruction  will  be 
given  in  preparing  all  official  powders,  mixtures,  emulsions, 
decoctions,  infusions,  saturations,  etc. 

MIDDLE   COURSE. 

The  course  of  the  Middle  Class  will  be  an  advance 
course  to  the  Junior  class,  and  will  comprise  the  prepara- 
tions of  extracts,  fluid  extracts,  abstracts,  pills,  spirits,  oleats, 
scaled  preparation  of  iron,  troches,  ointments,  cerates,  plast- 
ers, suppositories,  etc.  Instruction  in  practical  training  in 
dispensing  will  be  an  important  feature  in  the  Middle  class 
following  as  closely  as  possible  the  outline  of  work  commenc- 
ed in  the  Junior  course.  The  prescription  counter,  its 
management,  and  furnishing,  the  processes,  apparatus  and 
utensils  employed  in  extemporaneous  pharmacy,  will  be 
fully  discussed  and  their  uses  illustrated,  also  incompatibil- 
ity with  special  reference  to  dispensing. 
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SENIOR    COURSE. 

The  Senior  course  will  commence  with  a  review  of  the 
second  year's  course  after  which  the  pharmacopceial  prepa- 
rations will  be  carefully  considered,  much  time  being  de- 
voted to  the  compounding  of  physicians'  prescriptions  and 
extemporaneous  pharmacy  generally.  The  assaying  of 
drugs  as  Opium,  Cinchona,  Nuxvomica,  etc.  Practice  in 
the  use  of  specific  gravity  apparatus,  thermometers,  alchol- 
ometers,  etc.  Extraction  and  preparation  of  Alkaioids  and 
other  proximate  principles  from  drugs.

MATERIA   MEDICA. 

William  Simpion,  Instructor. 

Detailed  study  of  the  substances  used  medicinally  will 
be  accompanied  with  authentic  specimens  that  students 
may  become  familiar  with  the  appearance  of  the  articles  as 
they  are  met  with  in  commerce.  Notice  will  be  taken  of 
the  habitat,  commercial  history,  and  official  preparation  in 
which  the  drug  enters,  also  its  therapeutical  properties,  etc. 
Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  drilling  of  students  in 
posology.

The  general  principles  of  Chemistry  will  be  considered 
and  will  furnish  a  systematic  exposition  ©f  the  most  im- 
portant elements  and  their  inorganic  compounds.  It  will 
also  embrace  the  most  important  subjects  of  Theoretical 
Chemistry,  and  give  a  comprehensive  exposition  of  Organ- 
ic Chemistry,  especially  designed  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  Pharmacists.

Such  has  been  the  rapid  progress  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
College  during  the  past  thirteen  years  that  we  can  speak  with 
confidence  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  the  course  of  study  adopted 
by  the  Trustees  and  endorsed  b}-  the  Medical  Faculty.  A  four 
years'  course  has  becoihe  popular  with  our  students  because 
essential,  as  it  gives  sufficient  time  to  become  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  different  branches  of  medicine,  and  will 
enable  graduates  to  pass  a  creditable  examination  before  Medical 
Boards,  a  legal  requirement  in  most  States  previous  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  practice  of  medicine,  and  every  year  such 
examinations  are  becoming  more  rigid.  If  in  any  department 
of  life  a  little  learning  is  dangerous,  it  is  especially  true  in  the 
medical  profession,  and  should  be  carefully  guarded  against. 
Our  aim  is  to  follow  as  closely  as  possible  the  curriculum  of 
study  as  given  in  subsequent  pages  of  this  announcement. 

FACULTY. 

Dr.  James  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  super- 
intendent of  the  Board  of  Health  for  Wake  County,  will  give, 
in  addition  to  his  regular  course  of  lectures,  occasional  lectures 
upon  Public  Health  and  Hygiene.  His  lectures  on  Obstetrics 
will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams,  models,  the  cadaver  and  other 
preparations  used  to  illustrate  such  obstetric  operations  and  pro- 
cedures as  can  be  so  presented.  He  will  also  lecture  on  diseases 
of  women  and  children. 

Dr.  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the  Prin- 
ciples of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connection  with 
the  individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will  be  treated  of  with 
special  reference  to  prophylaxis,  diagnosis  and  treatment.  As 
far  as  possible  cases  exemplifying  the  different  diseases  will  be 
presented  to  the  class  and  special  attention  will  be  given  to 
afford  the  student  as  much  practice  as  possible  in  Physical 
Diagnosis. 
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Dr.  A.  W.  Knox  brings  to  this  department  much  experience 
gained  in  the  best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in  his  regular 
practice.  A  valuable  feature  is  the  clinical  instruction  in  con- 
nection with  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  where  im- 
portant operations  in  general  surgery  and  gynaecology  are  per- 
formed in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the  eye, 
ear,  throat  and  nose.  He  will  supplement  his  course  with  clini- 
cal instruction  at  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  students 
thus  having  the  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
various  instruments  employed  in  the  examination  of  the  eye  and 
ear  and  the  operations  thereon,  and  with  disease  of  these  organs 
and  their  treatment.  And  by  reason  of  his  having  specially 
qualified  himself  for  the  teaching  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitation,  to 
assume  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Board 
of  Health,  he  has  been  selected  to  deliver  a  course  of  lectures 
upon  the  subject. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  late  of  the  United  States  Marine  Hospital 
Sendee,  is  eminently  qualified  for  his  position  as  instructor  in 
Physiology,  also  as  clinical  professor  of  diseases  of  the  eye,  ear, 
nose  and  throat,  by  reason  of  having  recently  pursued  an 
extended  course  in  the  Royal  London  Opthalmic  Hospital  and 
the  London  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Throat  and  Nose.  His 
course  will  be  illustrated  by  various  physiological  demonstra- 
tions, including  vivisection. 

The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teachers  of 
eminent  ability.      Dr.  H.  B.  Battle  is  State  Chemist. 

BUILDINGS. 

Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  numerous. friends  of 
the  institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  Wade  Leonard,  of 
Hampden,  Mass.,  and  other  members  of  the  family,  after  whom 
this  department  is  named,  the  President  and  Trustees  have  been 
able  to  meet  a  long  felt  want  of  the  colored  people  and  to  estab- 
lish this  new  department  of  the  University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the 
special  accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.     One  of  these, 


the  Leonard  Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing  structure  of 
beautiful  proportions  which  adorns  the  site  donated  by  the 
North  Carolina  Legislature.  This  building  contains  the  lecture 
rooms,  amphitheater,  laboratory,  dissecting  room,  etc.,  and  has 
been  fitted  up  at  great  expense.  It  is  intended  that  this  shall 
afford  every  facility  to  the  student  for  prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains  rooms 
to  accommodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the  young 
men  a  pleasant  home.  All  students,  whose  homes  are  not  in 
Raleigh  or  vicinity,  will  room  and  board  at  the  University. 

APPARATUS. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our  list 
of  apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  supplied 
with  apparatus  and  re-agents  for  the  special  stud}''  of  Medical 
Chemistry.  A  complete  set  of  electrical  apparatus  has  -been 
furnished,  thus  giving  an  opportunity  of  demonstrating  the 
application  of  electricity  in  diseases.  Apparatus  for  teaching 
the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy,  which  it  is  desirable  that 
the  physician  should  be  familiar  with,  namely:  heat,  light, 
sound,  etc.,  has  been  applied,  and  instruction  will  be  given  on 
these  subjects. 

In  the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  man}7  addi- 
tions have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the  com- 
plete set  of  Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomical  Models  which 
have  been  imported  from  Paris  especially  for  our  use. 

Accessories  for  the  microscope  have  been  obtained,  so  that 
the  stud}*  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology  can  be 
pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured,  and 
further  additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments  will  be 
made  from  time  to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  a  fine  Magic 
Lantern,  which  will  be  of  great  service  in  illustrating  minute 
Anatomv. 


HOSPITAL. 

A  Hospital  Building,  containing  four  wards,  has  been  erected 
and  will  be  used  during  the  term  for  affording  the  students  the 
best  possible  clinical  instruction. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prominent 
feature  in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student  an  opportunity 
of  studying  disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient  and  of  watch- 
ing the  effects  of  treatment.  It  is  believed  that  the  surgical 
service  will  be  especially  valuable  and  complete.  The  past  ses- 
sion has  demonstrated  not  only  the  value  of  a  hospital  to  the 
school,  but  also  its  growing  popularit}-  among  the  colored  peo- 
ple of  the  city  and  State. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  the  colored  physicians 
being  thoroughly  qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  their 
people,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  this 
institution  to  graduate  none  but  those  showing  themselves  pos- 
sessed of  such  knowledge  as  will  fully  equip  them  for  successful 
professional  life.  Believing  that  a  graded  course  of  study  will 
be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give  students  the  requisite  knowl- 
edge, it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of  four 
years'  duration  should  be  established.  If,  however,  a  student, 
at  the  end  of  three  years,  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all 
the  branches  of  medicine,  he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and 
receive  his  diploma;  but  with  the  average  student,  a  full  four 
years'  course  will  be  necessary  to  attain  to  the  high  standard 
established  by  the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an 
eminent  physician  and  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says,  in  the 
Medical  News  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  stud}7:  "They 
[the  Faculty]  have  wisely  decided,  in  view  of  the  limited  early 
education  of  the  colored  people,  the  medical  course  shall  be  four 
years,  both  to  give  a  thorough  graded  course  and  the  opportu- 
nity to  study  Latin  and  other  branches  of  the  academic  depart- 
ment.     If  the  colored  man  is  to  enter  medicine,  he  must  expect 
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just  what  the  white  man  does — a  fair  fight  and  no  favors.  If 
inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he  will  go  to  the  bottom,  if  supe- 
rior he  ought  to  go  to  the  top. ' ' 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will 
receive  a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  all  the  branches  pursued  in  the  four  years'  course.  The 
students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be  classified 
according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical  knowledge,  as 
ascertained  b}-  examination.

FIRST    YEAR. 

Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  General  Chemistry. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

Practical  Anatomy,  Medical  Chemistry,  Physiology,  Patho- 
logical Anatomy,  and  Practice  of  Medicine. 

THIRD    YEAR. 

Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Medical  Chemistry,  Theory,  and 
Practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

FOURTH    YEAR. 

Ophthalmolog3T,  Otology,  Laryngology,  Dermatology,  S}'ph- 
illis,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  Diseases  of  Women,  Dis- 
eases of  Children,  Operative  Surgery,  Forensic  Medicine  and 
Medical  Chemistry. 

It  is  intended  that  clinical  methods  of  instruction  shall  be 
given  prominence. 

Examination  of  patients  will  be  made,  and  surgical  operations 
performed  before  the  class  free  of  charge. 

A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  students  can  have 
the  opportunity  of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of  them- 
selves learning  to  dispense  medicine.  This  will  make  the  stu- 
dents practical  men,  such  as  can  successfully  cope  with  disease 
at  the  bedside. 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school 
must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required  to 
pass  a  preliminary  examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness 
to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  unless  the37  can  furnish  a 
certificate  to  their  previous  standing  in  school  from  some  prin- 
cipal or  president  of  a  reputable  institution  of  learning. 

PRELIMINARY  COURSE. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  an  examination  before  the  President 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  he  will  be  expected  to  spend  a  suffi- 
cient time  in  the  preliminary  studies  to  qualify  himself  for  the 
regular  course.  This  will  include  instruction  in  Eatin,  Botany, 
Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the  use  of  the 
microscope.  These  branches  will  enable  the  student  to  pursue 
with  greater  facility  the  Medical  Science. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  the  examinations  in  the 
Graded  Course:  At  the  end  of  the  first  year,  Materia  Medica, 
Anatomy  and  Physiology;  at  the  end  of  the  second,  Anatomy, 
Physiology  and  General  Chemistry;  at  the  end  of  the  third, 
Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medi- 
cine and  Surgery;  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  a  final  exami- 
nation of  all  the  branches  pursued  during  the  course,  occupy- 
ing the  last  week  of  the  term.  The  examinations  will  be  writ- 
ten as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be  marked  on  the  scale  of  one 
hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  eighty  per  cent,  in  any  branch 
will  require  that  study  to  be  repeated  the  next  year,  and  the 
student  to  be  re-examined  in  the  same  at  the  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  furnish  satisf actor}'  evidence  of  good  moral  char- 
acter. He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years'  course  or  its 
equivalent.  He  shall  be  required  to  dissect  the  entire  cadaver. 
He  shall  present  to  the  Faculty,  at  such  time  before  graduation 
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as  they  may  appoint,  an  original  thesis  upon  some  medical  sub- 
ject, the  graduation  fee  to  accompany  the  same.  Satisfactory 
examination  must  be  passed  in  all  branches  of  medicine  in  the 
manner  laid  down  in  the  first  part  of  this  section,  and  he  must 
receive  a  general  average  of  not  less  than  eight}'  per  cent,  in  all 
branches. 

If  a  candidate  fails  to  pass  he  may  have  a  second  trial,  which 
shall  be  final;  failing  in  this,  his  graduating  fee  shall  be  returned 
to  him  and  he  may  try  again  at  the  next  annual  examination, 
after  having  taken  another  course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in 
which  he  is  deficient. 

Matriculation  fee,  $5;  incidentals,  $10;  board,  room-rent,  fuel 
and  lights,  as  furnished  by  the  institution,  at  $8.50  per  month, 
four  weeks  constituting  a  month,  $44.62;  five  months'  course  of 
lectures,  $60;  total,  $119.62.  A  scholarship  of  $60  is  granted 
to  worthy  and  needy  students,  also  an  opportunity  for  work 
amounting  to  $2  a  month,  $10.50.  Net  charges  for  the  session, 
$49.12. 

All  charges  must  be  paid  in  advance.  Matriculation  fee  and 
incidentals,  as  stated  above,  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic 
year  or  time  of  entrance,  and  all  other  charges  every  four  weeks 
in  advance. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  has 
legalized  by  special  act  dissection  and  material  will  be  furnished 
during  the  winter  months,  and  there  will  be  no  extra  charge  for 
the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy's  ticket. 

Extra  fuel  for  private  fire  will  be  furnished  at  cost. 

The  students  in  this  department  may  enjoy  all  the  benefits 
•  of  the  University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general  ex- 
ercises of  the  other  departments.

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FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
in  connection  with  Shaw  University  has  been  steadily  going  for- 
ward since  1880,  and  the  success  which  has  attended  the  effort 
calls  for  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  bestower  of  all  good;  and 
yet  continued  effort  must  be  put  forth  in  order  to  meet  the 
increasing  wants  of  this  department  of  instruction.  Twenty 
additional  scholarships  of  $60  each  are  needed  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in  announcing 
to  the  Northern  friends,  who  have  rendered  such  valuable  assist- 
ance in  the  past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medical  school  is  full  of 
hope.  We  have  at  the  beginning  established  a  four  years'  course 
to  insure  the  necessary  training  and  guard  against  graduating 
men  imperfectly  educated  in  the  different  branches  of  medicine. 
While  a  two  or  three  years'  course  would  doubtless  at  first  have 
secured  a  large  attendance,  yet  in  the  end  a  four  years'  course 
will  insure  thoroughness  that  will  give  confidence  and  confer 
lasting  benefits. 

RULES. 

Medical  students  will  be  governed  by  the  same  rules  as  the 
other  students  of  the  University,  except  in  exigencies,  when 
the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty  has  the  authority  to  excuse. 
Students  who  live  in  the  city  will  be  under  the  same  rules  as 
those  who  room  and  board  upon  the  grounds. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young  men,  gen- 
eral scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been  estab- 
lished. The  late  Judson  Wade  Leonard,  of  Hampden,  Massa- 
chusetts, left  a  bequest  of  six  thousand  dollars.  Five  thousand 
dollars  of  this  fund  is  invested,  the  interest  to  be  used  in  scholar- 
ships for  deserving  young  men,  who  desire  to  study  medicine. 
This  fund  will  furnish  at  least  five  scholarships  of  sixty  dollars 
each,  which  will  be  known  as  the  Leonard  Medical  Scholarships. 
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During  the  past  session  one  thousand  dollars  has  been  received 
from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund,  through  the  kindness  of  the 
agent,  Dr.  J.  D.  M.  Curry,  which  has  been  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  scholarships. 

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  benefit  of 
these  scholarships  will,  during  the  summer,  furnish  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  persons 
possessed  of  good  moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  prelimi- 
nary education,  and  of  actually  being  in  need  of  assistance.

PHARMACY 


William  Simpson,  Instructor. 

The  fifth  annual  session  of  this  school  will  open  on  Saturday, 
November  2,  1895.  The  success  attending  the  third  3'ear's 
course  in  Pharmacy  has  been  so  gratifying  as  to  warrant  the 
Trustees  in  making  additional  improvements  in  this  department. 
During  the  summer  an  additional  laboratory  will  be  built,  and 
fully  equipped  with  all  the  appliances  necessary  for  instruction 
in  this  branch.  In  connection  with  this  department  is  a  well 
stocked  and  liberally  patronized  Pharmacy. 

Here  students  can  have  an  opportunity  for  learning  Practical 
Pharmacy.  In  addition  to  the  regular  course,  opportunity  will 
be  afforded  for  acquiring  knowledge  of  the  minute  details  of 
dispensing,  embracing  the  manipulation  necessary  to  the  prepa- 
ration of  physicians'  prescriptions,  as  well  as  those  incident  to 
a  regular  drug  store.  These  are  advantages  not  offered  by 
other  teaching  schools  of  pharmacy,  and  will  no  doubt  be  appre- 
ciated by  those  contemplating  its  study.  The  full  course  will 
embrace  three  years. 

JUNIOR  COURSE. 

This  course  embraces  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  Pharmacy, 
the  sciences  involved  in  the  intelligent  study  and  practice  of  the 
art,  the  laws  governing  the  practice  of  Pharmacy,  the  Pharma- 
:  copceia  of  the  United  States,  Pharmacopceial,  Chemical  and 
Scientific  nomenclature,  Uatin  and  English  Technical  Termi- 
nology, official  and  unofficial  drugs  and  preparations,  the  sev- 
eral systems  of  weights  and  measures,  embracing  also  the  metric 
system,  specific  gravity,  specific  volume,  preparation  and  pre- 
servation of  drugs,  uses  and  effects  of  heat,  fusion,  calcination, 
sublimation,  etc.,  solutions  of  solids,  liquids  and  gases,  genera- 
tion of  gases,  diffusion,  dialysis,  extraction,  percolation,  reper- 
colation,  expression,  filtration,  other  means  of  separation  and 
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purification,  evaporation,  distillation,  crystalization,  precipitat- 
ing and  washing,  etc.  Extern poraneo vis  or  Dispensing  Phar- 
macy will  be  practically  illustrated  by  work  done  by  the  stu- 
dents themselves,  and  for  this  purpose  instruction  will  be  given 
in  preparing  all  official  powders,  mixtures,  emulsions,  decoc- 
tions, infusions,  saturations,  etc. 

MIDDLE  COURSE. 

The  covirse  of  the  Middle  Class  will  be  an  advance  course  to 
the  Junior  Class,  and  will  comprise  the  preparations  of  extracts, 
fluid  extracts,  abstracts,  pills,  spirits,  oleats,  scaled  preparation 
of  iron,  troches,  ointments,  cerates,  plasters,  suppositories,  etc. 
Instruction  in  practical  training  in  dispensing  will  be  an  impor- 
tant feature  in  the  Middle  Class,  following  as  closely  as  possible 
the  outline  of  work  commenced  in  the  Junior  course.  The  pre- 
scription counter,  its  management  and  furnishing,  the  processes, 
apparatus  and  utensils  employed  in  extemporaneous  pharmacy, 
will  be  fulh*  discussed  and  their  uses  illustrated,  also  incompati- 
bility with  special  reference  to  dispensing. 

SENIOR  COURSE. 

The  Senior  course  will  commence  with  a  review  of  the  second 
year's  course,  after  which  the  pharmacopoeial  preparations  will 
be  carefully  considered,  much  time  being  devoted  to  the  com- 
pounding of  physicians'  prescriptions  and  extemporaneous  phar- 
macy generally.  The  assaying  of  drugs,  as  Opium,  Cinchona, 
Nux  Vomica,  etc.  Practice  in  the  use  of  specific  gravity  appa- 
ratus, thermometers,  alcholometers,  etc.  Extraction  and  prepa- 
ration of  Alkaloids  and  other  proximate  principles  from  drugs.

MATERIA  MEDICA. 

Wm.  Simpson,  Instructor. 

Detailed  study  of  the  substances  used  medicinally  will  be 
accompanied  with  authentic  specimens,  that  students  may  become 
familiar  with  the  appearance  of  the  articles  as  they  are  met  with 
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in  commerce.  Notice  will  be  taken  of  the  habitat,  commercial 
history,  and  official  preparation  in  which  the  drug  enters,  also 
its  therapeutical  properties,  etc.  Special  attention  will  be  paid 
to  the  drilling  of  students  in  posology. 

Text  Books. — Bartholow's  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 


ADMISSION. 


Students  applying  for  admission  must  be  of  good  moral  char- 
acter with  a  knowledge  of  the  English  branches  and  proficiency 
in  Latin  and  the  sciences.  Students  deficient  in  the  above 
studies  are  recommended  to  spend  a  year  in  the  Preliminary 
Medical  course.  Pharmacy  is  an  important  and  responsible  pro- 
fession, and  students  will  be  compelled  to  pass  rigid  examina- 
tions to  insure  the  public  against  incompetency.

Matriculation  fee,  $5.00;  incidentals,  $2.00;  board,  room- 
rent,  fuel  and  lights,  as  furnished  by  the  Institution,  at  $8.50 
per  month  of  four  weeks,  $44.62;  tuition,  $25.00;  total,  $76.62. 
A  scholarship  of  $10.00  is  granted  to  every  worthy  and  needy 
student,  and  also  an  opportunity  to  work,  amounting  to  $2.00  a 
month,  $10.50.     Net  charges,  $56.12.

CHEMISTRY. 
H.  B.  Battle,  Ph.  D. 

The  lectures  will  aim  to  supply  a  key  to  the  understanding  of 
chemical  principles  and  processes  of  importance  to  the  pharma- 
cist, as  will  be  full}7  demonstrated  by  experiments  selected,  not 
for  display,  but  to  impress  more  forcibly  than  words  can  do  the 
principles  presented. 

The  general  principles  of  Chemistry  will  be  considered,  and 
will  furnish  a  systematic  exposition  of  the  most  important  ele- 
ments and  their  inorganic  compounds.  It  will  also  embrace  the 
most  important  subjects  of  Theoretical  Chemistry,  and  give  a 
comprehensive  exposition  of  Organic  Chemistry,  especially 
designed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  Pharmacists. 

Students  will  have  the  opportunity  for  becoming  proficient  in 
the  analysis  of  urine.

mencement of  the  practice  of  medicine,  and  every  year  such 
examinations  are  becoming  more  rigid.  If  in  any  department 
of  life  a  little  learning  is  dangerous,  it  is  especially  true  in  the 
medical  profession,  and  should  be  carefully  guarded  against. 
Our  aim  is  to  follow  closely  the  curriculum  of  study  as  given  in 
subsequent  pages  of  this  announcement. 

As  a  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  the  Leonard  Medi- 
cal School,  it  can  be  stated  that  its  graduates,  almost  invariably, 
succeed  in  passing  the  examinations  of  the  State  Examining 
Boards.     They  are  not  obliged  to  go  to  States  where  a  license  is 
i  not  required  in  order  to  practice  medicine ;  the  Faculty  feels 
I  that  it  is  a  kind  of  reflection  upon  the  Institution  when  they  do 
j  so.     It  is  considered  a  great  compliment  to  the  superior  instruc- 
tion here  given  that  in  several  instances  young  men  who  have 
spent  two  or  three  years  at  Leonard  have  gone  elsewhere  and 
been  admitted  to  the  junior  or  senior  class,  and  graduated  with 
honor.     As  a  rule,  they  have  left  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
because  they  felt  they  could  not  do  the  work  required  here. 
Some  of  these  young  men  have  taken  honors  elsewhere  who 
would  not  have  received  them  here,  and  others  have  graduated 
:  who  would  have  failed  of  graduation  here.     It  can  be  stated  of 
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the  students  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School,  as  President  Gates, 
of  Amherst  College,  said  a  few  months  ago  at  a  re-union  in 
Boston  of  the  Amherst  Alumni :  ' '  We  do  not  count  our  students, 
we  weigh  them. "  The  Leonard  Medical  School  does  not  aim  at 
a  large  attendance,  but  does  aim  to  send  out  young  men  who 
are  well  fitted  for  their  profession,  and  only  those  who  are  well 
fitted.  Recently  a  young  man,  who  had  been  three  years  in  the 
Leonard  Medical  School,  entered  school  elsewhere  and  graduated 
as  salutatorian.  No  higher  compliment  than  this  could  be  paid 
by  another  institution  to  the  high  standard  and  superior  methods 
of  instruction  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School.  We  do  not  desire 
to  admit  to  the  Leonard  Medical  School  any  young  men  except 
those  who  are  well  fitted,  and  who  can  do  the  work  successfully. 
It  is  customary  in  some  institutions  to  send  out  graduates  in 
medicine  when  only  one  year  has  been  spent  in  the  institution 
whose  diploma  the  graduate  bears,  the  other  two  or  three  having 
been  spent  elsewhere.  The  Leonard  Medical  School  does  not 
wish  to  receive  students  who  have  taken  even  a  small  portion  of 
their  medical  course  elsewhere,  but  prefers  to  have  its  students 
enter  at  the  freshman  year,  and,  if  competent  to  do  the  work, 
remain  until  graduation.  It  is  customary  to  grant  a  scholarship 
of  $60  to  all  j'oung  men  °f  ability  who  are  in  straitened  finan- 
cial circumstances.  No  certificate  or  letter  of  recommendation 
will  be  granted  to  any  such  beneficiary  at  the  close  of  the  fresh- 
man, sophomore  or  junior  year,  no  matter  how  meritorious  he 
may  be  in  character  and  scholarship,  unless  the  $60  annual 
scholarship  is  refunded.  As  a  further  evidence  of  the  thorough- 
ness of  the  Leonard  Medical  School,  it  should  be  stated  that  the 
only  applicant  for  a  license  from  the  Virginia  State  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners  that  received  in  every  subject  a  rank  of  100 
per  cent.,  was  a  graduate  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School.  We 
do  not  claim  the  Leonard  Medical  School  is  the  best  school  in 
the  world,  but  we  do  claim,  and  justly,  that  young  men  who 
graduate  from  the  Leonard  Medical  School  are  equipped  as  few 
institutions  equip  them,  to  successfully  practice  their  profession, 
and  that  this  is  done  at  a  phenomenally  small  outlay  of  money 
on  the  part  of  the  students. 


FACULTY. 

Dr.  James  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  superin- 
tendent of  the  Board  of  Health  for  Wake  County,  will  give,  in 
'addition  to  his  regular  course  of  lectures,  occasional  lectures 
upon  Public  Health  and  Hygiene.  His  lectures  on  Obstetrics 
will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams,  models,  the  cadaver  and  other 
preparations  used  to  illustrate  such  obstetric  operations  and  pro- 
cedures as  can  be  so  presented.  He  will  also  lecture  on  diseases 
of  women  and  children. 

Dr.  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the  Prin- 
ciples of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connection  with 
the  individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will  be  treated  of  with 
special  reference  to  prophylaxis,  diagnosis  and  treatment.  As 
far  as  possible,  cases  exemplifying  the  different  diseases  will  be 
presented  to  the  class  and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  afford 
the  student  as  much  practice  as  possible  in  Physical  Diagnosis. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Knox  brings  to  this  department  much  experience, 
gained  in  the  best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in  his  regular 
practice.  A  valuable  feature  is  the  clinical  instruction  in  con- 
nection with  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  where  im- 
portant operations  in  general  surgery  and  gynaecology  are  per- 
formed in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the  eye, 
ear,  throat  and  nose.  He  will  supplement  his  course  with  clini- 
cal instruction  at  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  students 
thus  having  the  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
various  instruments  employed  in  the  examination  of  the  eye  and 
ear  and  the  operations  thereon,  and  with  disease  of  these  organs 
and  their  treatment.  And  by  reason  of  his  having  specially 
qualified  himself  for  the  teaching  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitation,  to 
assume  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Board 
of  Health,  he  has  been  selected  to  deliver  a  course  of  lectures 
upon  the  subject. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battee,  late  of  the  United  States  Marine  Hospital 
Service,  is  eminently  qualified  for  his  position  as  instructor  in 
Physiology,  also  as  clynical  professor  of  diseases  of  the  eye,  ear, 


nose  and  throat,  by  reason  of  having  recently  pursued  an 
extended  course  in  the  Royal  London  Opthalmic  Hospital  and 
the  London  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Throat  and  Nose.  His 
course  will  be  illustrated  by  various  physiological  demonstra- 
tions, including  vivisection. 

The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teachers  of 
eminent  ability.     Dr.  H.  B.  Battle  is  State  Chemist. 

BUILDINGS. 

Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  numerous  friends  of 
the  Institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  Wade  Leonard  of 
Hampden,  Mass. ,  and  other  members  of  the  family  after  whom 
this  department  is  named,  the  President  and  Trustees  have  been 
able  to  meet  a  long  felt  want  of  the  colored  people  and  to  estab- 
lish this  new  department  of  the  University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the 
special  accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One  of  these, 
the  Leonard  Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing  structure  of 
beautiful  proportions  which  adorns  the  site  donated  by  the 
North  Carolina  Legislature.  This  building  contains  the  lecture 
rooms,  amphitheater,  laboratory,  dissecting  rooms,  etc.,  and  has 
been  fitted  up  at  great  expense.  It  is  intended  that  this  shall 
afford  every  facility  to  the  student  for  prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains  rooms 
to  accommodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the  young 
men  a  pleasant  home.  All  students  whose  homes  are  not  in 
Raleigh  or  vicinity,  will  room  and  board  at  the  University. 

APPARATUS. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our  list 
of  apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  supplied 
with  apparatus  and  re-agents  for  the  special  study  of  Medical 
Chemistry.  A  complete  set  of  electrical  apparatus  has  been 
furnished,  thus  giving  an  opportunity  of  demonstrating  the 
application  of  electricity  in  diseases.     Apparatus  for  teaching

the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy,  which  it  is  desirable  that 
the  physician  should  be  familiar  with,  namely  :  heat,  light, 
sound,  etc.,  has  been  applied,  and  instruction  will  be  given  on 
these  subjects. 

In  the  department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  many  addi- 
tions have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the  com- 
plete set  of  Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomical  models  which 
have  been  imported  from  Paris  especially  for  our  use. 

Accessories  for  the  microscope  have  been  obtained,  so  that 
the  study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology  can  be 
pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured,  and 
further  additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments  will  be 
made  from  time  to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  Microscope  and  a  fine  Magic 
Lantern,  which  will  be  of  great  service  in  illustrating  minute 
Anatomy. 

HOSPITAL. 

A  Hospital  Building,  containing  four  wards,  has  been  erected 
and  will  be  used  during  the  term  for  affording  the  students  the 
best  possible  clinical  instruction. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prominent 
feature  in  the  course  of  stud}?-,  giving  the  student  an  opportunity 
of  studying  disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient  and  of  watch- 
ing the  effects  of  treatment.  It  is  believed  that  the  surgical 
service  will  be  especially  valuable  and  complete.  The  past  ses- 
sion has  demonstrated  not  only  the  value  of  a  hospital  to  the 
school,  but  also  its  growing  popularity  among  the  colored  peo- 
ple of  the  city  and  State. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  the  colored  physicians 
being  thoroughly  qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  their 
people,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  this 
Institution  to  graduate  none  but  those  showing  themselves  pos- 
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sessed  of  such  knowledge  as  will  fully  equip  them  for  successful 
professional  life.  Believing  that  a  graded  course  of  study  will 
be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give  students  the  requisite  knowl- 
edge, it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of  four 
years'  duration  should  be  established.  If,  however,  a  student, 
at  the  end  of  three  j^ears,  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all 
the  branches  of  medicine,  he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and 
receive  his  diploma,  but  with  the  average  student,  a  full  four 
years'  course  will  be  necessary  to  attain  to  the  high  standard 
established  by  the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an 
eminent  physician  and  firm  friend  of  the  School,  says,  in  the 
Medical  News  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  study  :  ' '  They 
[the  Faculty]  have  wisely  decided,  in  view  of  the  limited  early 
education  of  the  colored  people,  the  medical  course  shall  be  four 
years,  both  to  give  a  thorough  graded  course  and  the  opportu- 
nity to  study  Latin  and  other  branches  of  the  academic  depart- 
ment. If  the  colored  man  is  to  enter  medicine,  he  must  expect 
just  what  the  white  man  does — a  fair  fight  and  no  favors.  If 
inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he  will  goto  the  bottom;  if  supe- 
rior, he  ought  to  go  to  the  top. ' ' 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will 
receive  a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  all  the  branches  pursued  in  the  four  years'  course.  The 
students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be  classified 
according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical  knowledge,  as 
ascertained  by  examination. 

ORDER  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

FIRST    YEAR. 

Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  General  Chemistry. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

Practical  Anatomy,  Medical  Chemistry,  Physiology,  Patho- 
logical Anatomy,  and  Practice  of  Medicine. 
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THIRD    YEAR. 

Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Medical  Chemistry,  Theory,  and 
Practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

FOURTH    YEAR. 

Ophthalmology,  Otology,  Laryngology,  Dermatology,  Syph- 
illis,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  Diseases  of  Women,  Dis- 
eases of  Children,  Operative  Surgery,  Forensic  Medicine  and 
Medical  Chemistry. 

It  is  intended  that  clinical  methods  of  instruction  shall  be 
given  prominence. 

Examination  of  patients  will  be  made,  and  surgical  operations 
performed  before  the  class  free  of  charge. 

A  Dispensary  has  been  established  where  students  can  have 
the  opportunity  of  seeing  patients  treated,  and  also  of  themselves 
learning  to  dispense  medicine.  This  will  make  the  students 
practical  men,  such  as  can  successfully  cope  with  disease  at  the 
bedside. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school 
must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required  to 
pass  a  preliminary  examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness 
to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  unless  they  can  furnish  a 
certificate  to  their  previous  standing  in  school  from  some  prin- 
cipal or  president  of  a  reputable  institution  of  learning. 

PRELIMINARY  COURSE. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  an  examination  before  the  President 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  he  will  be  expected  to  spend  a  suffi- 
cient time  in  the  preliminary  studies  to  qualify  himself  for  the 
regular  course.  This  will  include  instruction  in  Latin,  Botany, 
Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the  use  of  the 
microscope.  These  branches  will  enable  the  student  to  pursue 
with  greater  facility  the  Medical  Science. 
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EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  the  examinations  in  the 
Graded  Course.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year,  Materia  Medica, 
Anatomy  and  Physiology  ;  at  the  end  of  the  second,  Anatomy, 
Physiology  and  General  Chemistry  ;  at  the  end  of  the  third, 
Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medi- 
cine and  Surgery  ;  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  a  final  exami- 
nation of  all  the  branches  pursued  during  the  course,  occupy- 
ing the  last  week  of  the  term.  The  examinations  will  be  writ- 
ten as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be  marked  on  the  scale  of  one 
hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  eighty  per  cent,  in  any  branch 
will  require  that  study  to  be  repeated  the  next  year,  and  the 
student  to  be  re-examined  in  the  same  at  the  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  char- 
acter. He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years'  course  or  its 
equivalent.  He  shall  be  required  to  dissect  the  entire  cadaver. 
He  shall  present  to  the  Faculty,  at  such  time  before  graduation 
as  they  may  appoint,  an  original  thesis  upon  some  medical  sub- 
ject, the  graduation  fee  to  accompany  the  same.  Satisfactory 
examination  must  be  passed  in  all  branches  of  medicine  in  the 
manner  laid  down  in  the  first  part  of  this  section,  and  he  must 
receive  a  general  average  of  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent,  in  all 
branches. 

If  a  candidate  fails  to  pass  he  may  have  a  second  trial,  which 
shall  be  final ;  failing  in  this,  his  graduating  fee  shall  be  returned 
to  him  and  he  may  try  again  at  the  next  annual  examination, 
after  having  taken  another  course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in 
which  he  is  deficient. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

On  the  last  pay  day,  March  8th,  there  will  also  be  due  the 
graduation  fee,  $10. 

The  cost  of  books  for  the  first  year  will  be  about  twenty  dol- 
lars.    Books  are  not  furnished  by  the  Institution. 
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A  student,  on  arriving,  should  have  at  least  forty-five  dollars 
to  pay  for  books,  entrance  fees,  board,  etc.,  for  the  first  four 
weeks. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  has 
legalized,  by  special  act,  dissection,  and  material  will  be  furnished 
during  the  winter  months,  and  there  will  be  no  extra  charge  for 
the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy's  ticket. 

Extra  fuel  for  private  fire  will  be  furnished  at  cost. 

The  students  in  this  department  may  enjoy  all  the  benefits 
of  the  University  Library,  also  all  the  lectures  and  general  ex- 
ercises of  the  other  departments.

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FINANCIAL   CONDITION. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
in  connection  with  Shaw  University,  has  been  steadily  going  for- 
ward since  1880,  and  the  success  which  has  attended  the  effort 
calls  for  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  bestower  of  all  good  ;  and 
yet  continued  effort  must  be  put  forth  in  order  to  meet  the 
increasing  wants  of  this  department  of  instruction.  Twenty 
additional  scholarships  of  $60  each  are  needed  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in  announcing 
to  the  Northern  friends,  who  have  rendered  such  valuable  assist- 
ance in  the  past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medical  School  is  full  of 
hope.  We  have  at  the  beginning  established  a  four  years'  course 
to  insure  the  necessary  training  and  guard  against  graduating 
men  imperfectly  educated  in  the  different  branches  of  medicine. 
While  a  two  or  three  years'  course  would  doubtless  at  first  have 
secured  a  large  attendance,  yet  in  the  end  a  four  years'  course 
will  insure  thoroughness  that  will  give  confidence  and  confer 
lasting  benefits. 

RULES. 

Medical  students  will  be  governed  by  the  same  rules  as  the 
other  students  of  the  University,  except  in  exigencies,  when 
the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty  has  the  authority  to  excuse. 
Students  who  live  in  the  city  will  be  under  the  same  rules  as 
those  who  room  and  board  upon  the  grounds. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

For  the  assistance  of  needy  and  meritorious  young  men,  gen- 
eral scholarships  from  thirty  to  sixty  dollars  have  been  estab- 
lished. The  late  Judson  Wade  Leonard,  of  Hampden,  Massa- 
chusetts, left  a  bequest  of  six  thousand  dollars.  Five  thousand 
dollars  of  this  fund  is  invested,  the  interest  to  be  used  in  scholar- 
ships for  deserving  young  men  who  desire  to  study  medicine. 
This  fund  will  furnish  at  least  five  scholarships  of  sixty  dollars 
each,  which  will  be  known  as  the  Leonard  Medical  Scholarships. 
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During  the  past  session  one  thousand  dollars  has  been  received 
from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund,  through  the  kindness  of  the 
agent,  Dr.  J.  L.  M.  Curry,  which  has  been  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  scholarships. 

Young  men  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  benefit  of 
these  scholarships  will,  during  the  summer,  furnish  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  that  the}7  are  persons 
possessed  of  good  moral  character,  of  having  sufficient  prelimi- 
nary education,  and  of  actuallv  being  in  need  of  assistance.

PHARMACY. 


COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

JUNIOR    COURSE. 

This  course  embraces  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  Pharmacy, 
the  sciences  involved  in  the  intelligent  study  and  practice  of  the  art, 
the  laws  governing  the  practice  of  Pharmacy,  the  Pharmacopoeia 
of  the  United  States,  Pharmacopceial,  Chemical  and  Scientific 
nomenclature,  Latin  and  English  Technical  Terminology,  official 
and  unofficial  drugs  and  preparations,  the  several  systems  of  weights 
and  measures,  embracing  also  the  metric  system,  specific  gravity, 
specific  volume,  preparation  and  preservation  of  drugs,  uses  and 
effects  of  heat,  fusion,  calcination,  sublimation,  etc.,  solutions  of 
solids,  liquids  and  gases,  generation  of  gases,  diffusion,  dialysis, 
extraction,  percolation,  repercolation,  expression,  filtration,  other 
means  of  separation  and  purification,  evaporation,  distillation,  crys- 
talization ,  precipitating  and  washing,  etc.  Extemporaneous  or  Dis  • 
pensing  Pharmacy  will  be  practically  illustrated  by  work  done  by 
the  students  themselves,  and  for  this  purpose  instruction  will  be 
:given  in  preparing  all  official  powders,  mixtures,  emulsions,  decoc- 
I  tions,  infusions,  saturations,  etc. 

MIDDLE  COURSE. 

The  course  of  the  Middle  Class  will  be  an  advance  course  to  the 
junior  Class,  and  will  comprise  the  preparations  of  extracts,  fluid 
extracts,  abstracts,  pills,  spirits,  oleats,  scaled  preparation  of  iron, 
roches,  ointments,  cerates,  plasters,  suppositories,  etc.  Instruc- 
ion  in  practical  training  in  dispensing  will  be  an  important  feature 
>n  the  Middle  Class,  following  as  closely  as  possible  the  outline  of 
vork  commenced  in  the  Junior  course.  The  prescription  counter, 
ts  management  and  furnishing,  the  processes,  apparatus  and  uten- 
ils  employed  in  extemporaneous  pharmacy,  will  be  fully  discussed 
nd  their  uses  illustrated,  also  incompatibility  with  special  refer- 
nce  to  dispensing.

SENIOR  COURSE. 

The  Senior  course  will  commence  with  a  review  of  the  second 
year's  course,  after  which  the  pharmacopceial  preparations  will  be 
carefully  considered,  much  time  being  devoted  to  the  compounding 
of  physicians'  prescriptions  and  extemporaneous  pharmac}'  gener- 
ally. The  assaying  of  drugs,  as  Opium,  Cinchona,  Nux  Vomica, 
etc.  Practice  in  the  use  of  specific  gravity  apparatus,  thermometers, 
alcholometers,  etc.  Extraction  and  preparation  of  Alkaloids  and 
other  proximate  principles  from  drugs. 

Text  Books. — U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia,  Remington's  Pharmacy,  U. 
S.  Dispensatoiy. 

MATERIA   MEDIC  A. 

Detailed  study  of  the  substances  used  medicinally  will  be  accom- 
panied with  authentic  specimens,  that  students  may  become  familiar 
with  the  appearance  of  the  articles  as  they  are  met  with  in  com- 
merce. Notice  will  be  taken  of  the  habitat,  commercial  history, 
and  official  preparation  in  which  the  drug  enters,  also  its  therapeu- 
tical properties,  etc.  Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  drilling 
of  students  in  posology. 

Text  Books. — Bartholow's  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 

CHEMISTRY. 
H.  B.  Battle,  Ph.  D. 

The  lectures  will  aim  to  supply  a  key  to  the  understanding  of 
chemical  principles  and  processes  of  importance  to  the  pharmacist, 
as  will  be  fully  demonstrated  by  experiments  selected,  not  for  dis- 
play, but  to  impress  more  forcibly  than  words  can  do  the  princi- 
ples presented. 

The  general  principles  of  Chemistry  will  be  considered,  and  will 
furnish  a  systematic  exposition  of  the  most  important  elements  and 
their  inorganic  compounds.  It  will  also  embrace  the  most  impor- 
tant subjects  of  Theoretical  Chemistry,  and  give  a  comprehensive 
exposition  of  Organic  Chemistry,  especially  designed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  Pharmacists. 

Students  will  have  the  opportunity  of  becoming  proficient  in  the 
analysis  of  urine. 

Text  Books. — Avery's  Complete  Chemistry,  Bartley's  Medical 
Chemistry,  Tyson's  Practical  Examination  of  Urine. 
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ADMISSION. 

Students  applying'  for  admission  must  be  of  good  moral  charac- 
ter, with  a  knowledge  of  the  English  branches  and  proficiency  in 
Latin  and  the  sciences.  Students  deficient  in  the  above  studies  are 
recommeded  to  spend  a  j-ear  in  the  Preliminary  Medical  course. 
Pharmacy  is  an  important  and  responsible  profession,  and  students 
will  be  compelled  to  pass  rigid  examinations  to  insure  the  public 
against  incompetency-.

A  scholarship 
(of  $10.00  is  granted  to  every  worth}-  and  needy  student,  and  also 
an  opportunity  to  work,  amounting  to  $2  00  a  month,  $10.50.  Net 
charges,  $56.12. 

All  charges  must  be  paid  in  advance — matriculation  fee  and  inci- 
dentals, as  stated  above,  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  or 
:ime  of  entrance;  all  other  charges  every  four  weeks  in  advance. 

This  department  opens  and  closes  the  same  day  as  the  Medical 
lepartment. 
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A  scholarship  of  ten  dollars  per  session  will  be  granted  to  needy 
and  worthy  students,  to  be  credited  on  Tuition. 

Students  can  reduce  their  bills  two  dollars  per  month  by  labor  in 
the  Industrial  Department. 

SPECIAL  ANNOUNCEMENT. 

It  is  expected  that  before  the  opening  of  the  next  session  a  well 
stocked  drug  store  will  be  operated  in  connection  with  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  and  that  even  better  laboratory  facilities  than  are  now 
afforded  will  be  provided.  Our  aim  is  to  keep  fully  abreast  of  the 
times,  and  a  special  bulletin  of  information  will  be  issued  at  least  a 
month  before  the  opening  of  next  session.

ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Such  has  been  the  rapid  progress  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
College  during  the  past  fourteen  years  that  we  can  speak  with 
confidence  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  the  course  of  study  adopted 
by  the  Trustees  and  endorsed  by  the  Medical  Faculty.  A  four 
years'  course  has  become  popular  with  our  students,  because 
essential,  as  it  gives  sufficient  time  to  become  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  different  branches  of  medicine,  and  will 
enable  graduates  to  pass  a  creditable  examination  before  Medical 
Boards — a  legal  requirement  in  most  States — previous  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  practice  of  medicine;  and  every  year  such 
examinations  are  becoming  more  rigid.  If  in  any  department 
of  life  a  little  learning  is  dangerous,  it  is  especially  true  in  the 
medical  profession,  and  should  be  carefully  guarded  against. 
Our  aim  is  to  follow  closely  the  curriculum  of  study  as  given  in 
subsequent  pages  of  this  announcement. 

As  a  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  the  Leonard  Medi- 
cal School,  it  can  be  stated  that  its  graduates,  almost  invariably, 
succeed  in  passing  the  examinations  of  the  State  Examining 
Boards.  They  are  not  obliged  to  go  to  States  where  a  license  is 
not  required  in  order  to  practice  medicine;  the  Faculty  feels 
that  it  is  a  kind  of  reflection  upon  the  Institution  when  they  do 
so.  It  is  considered  a  great  compliment  to  the  superior  instruc- 
tion here  given  that  in  several  instances  young  men  who  have 
spent  two  or  three  years  at  Leonard  have  gone  elsewhere  and 
been  admitted  to  the  junior  or  senior  class,  and  graduated  with 
honor.  As  a  rule,  they  have  left  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
because  they  felt  they  could  not  do  the  work  required  here. 
Some  of  these  young  men  have  taken  honors  elsewhere  who 
would  not  have  received  them  here,  and  others  have  graduated 
who  would  have  failed  of  graduation  here.  It  can  be  stated  of 
the  students  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School,  as  President  Gates, 
of  Amherst  College,  said  a  few  months  ago  at  a  re-union  in 
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Boston  of  the  Amherst  Alumni :  ' '  We  do  not  count  our  students, 
we  weigh  them. ' '  The  Leonard  Medical  School  does  not  aim  at 
a  large  attendance,  but  does  aim  to  send  out  young  men  who 
are  well  fitted  for  their  profession,  and  only  those  who  are  well 
fitted.  Recently  a  young  man,  who  had  been  three  years  in  the 
Leonard  Medical  School,  entered  school  elsewhere  and  graduated 
as  salutatorian.  No  higher  compliment  than  this  could  be  paid 
by  another  institution  to  the  high  standard  and  superior  methods 
of  instruction  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School.  We  do  not  desire 
to  admit  to  the  Leonard  Medical  School  any  3'oung  men  except 
those  who  are  well  fitted,  and  who  can  do  the  work  successfully. 
It  is  customary  in  some  institutions  to  send  out  graduates  in 
medicine,  when  only  one  year  has  been  spent  in  the  institution 
whose  diploma  the  graduate  bears,  the  other  two  or  three  having 
been  spent  elsewhere.  The  Leonard  Medical  School  does  not 
wrish  to  receive  students  who  have  taken  even  a  small  portion  of 
their  medical  course  elsewhere,  but  prefers  to  have  its  students 
enter  at  the  freshman  year,  and,  if  competent  to  do  the  work, 
remain  until  graduation.  It  is  customary  to  grant  a  scholarship 
of  $60  to  all  young  men  of  ability  who  are  in  straitened  finan- 
cial circumstances.  No  certificate  or  letter  of  recommendation 
will  be  granted  to  any  such  beneficiary  at  the  close  of  the  fresh- 
man, sophomore  or  junior  year,  no  matter  how  meritorious  he 
may  be  in  character  and  scholarship,  unless  the  $60  annual 
scholarship  is  refunded.  As  a  further  evidence  of  the  thorough- 
ness of  the  Leonard  Medical  School,  it  should  be  stated  that  the 
only  applicant  for  a  license  from  the  Virginia  State  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners  that  received  in  every  subject  a  rank  of  100 
per  cent. ,  was  a  graduate  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School.  We 
do  not  claim  the  Leonard  Medical  School  is  the  best  school  in 
the  world,  but  we  do  claim,  and  justly,  that  }7oung  men  who 
graduate  from  the  Leonard  Medical  School  are  equipped,  as  few 
institutions  equip  them,  to  successfully  practice  their  profession, 
and  that  this  is  done  at  a  phenomenally  small  outlay  of  money 
on  the  part  of  the  students. 


SPECIAL  ANNOUNCEMENT. 

Owing  to  the  increased  requirements  of  State  Boards  of  Medi- 
cal Examiners,  the  school  year  has  been  lengthened  from  five 
months  of  four  weeks  each  to  six  months  of  four  weeks  each, 
and  additional  subjects  have  been  added  to  the  curriculum.  The 
Leonard  Medical  School  is  determined  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
times,  and  to  prepare  its  students  so  thoroughly  that  when  they 
graduate  they  may  be  able  to  pass  a  successful  examination 
before  any  board  of  examiners  in  the  United  States. 

FACULTY. 

Dr.  James  McKee,  who  for  man5'  years  has  been  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Board  of  Health  for  Wake  County,  will  give,  in 
addition  to  his  regular  course  of  lectures,  occasional  lectures 
upon  Public  Health  and  Hygiene.  His  lectures  on  Obstetrics 
will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams,  models,  the  cadaver  and  other 
preparations  used  to  illustrate  such  obstetric  operations  and  pro- 
cedures as  can  be  so  presented.  He  will  also  lecture  on  diseases 
of  women  and  children. 

Dr.  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the  Prin- 
ciples of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connection  with 
the  individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will  be  treated  of  with 
special  reference  to  prophylaxis,  diagnosis  and  treatment.  As 
far  as  possible,  cases  exemplifying  the  different  diseases  will  be 
presented  to  the  class,  and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  afford 
the  student  as  much  practice  as  possible  in  Physical  Diagnosis. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Knox  brings  to  this  department  much  experience, 
gained  in  the  best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in  his  regular 
practice.  A  valuable  feature  is  the  clinical  instruction  in  con- 
nection with  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  where  im- 
portant operations  in  general  surgery  and  gynaecology  are  per- 
formed in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the  eye, 
ear,  throat  and  nose.  He  will  supplement  his  course  with  clini- 
cal instruction  at  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  students 
thus  having  the  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
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various  instruments  employed  in  the  examination  of  the  eye  and 
ear  and  the  operations  thereon,  and  with  disease  of  these  organs 
and  their  treatment.  And  by  reason  of  his  having  specially 
qualified  himself  for  the  teaching  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitation,  to 
assume  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Board 
of  Health,  he  has  been  selected  to  deliver  a  course  .of  lectures 
upon  the  subject. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  late  of  the  United  States  Marine  Hospital 
Service,  is  eminently  qualified  for  his  position  as  instructor  in 
Physiology,  also  as  clinical  professor  of  diseases  of  the  eye,  ear, 
nose  and  throat,  by  reason  of  having  recently  pursued  an  ex- 
tended course  in  the  Royal  London  Opthalmic  Hospital  and  the 
London  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Throat  and  Nose.  His 
course  will  be  illustrated  by  various  physiological  demonstra- 
tions, including  vivisection. 

The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teachers  of 
eminent  ability.     Dr.  H.  B.  Battle  is  State  Chemist. 

BUILDINGS. 

Through  the  very  liberal  donations  of  numerous  friends  of 
the  Institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  Wade  Leonard,  of 
Hampden,  Mass. ,  and  other  members  of  the  family,  after  whom 
this  department  is  named,  the  President  and  Trustees  have  been 
able  to  meet  a  long-felt  want  of  the  colored  people  and  to  estab- 
lish this  new  department  of  the  University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for  the 
special  accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One  of  these, 
the  Leonard  Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing  structure  of  beau- 
tiful proportions,  which  adorns  the  site  donated  by  the  North 
Carolina  Legislature.  This  building  contains  the  lecture  rooms, 
amphitheater,  laboratory,  dissecting  rooms,  etc.,  and  has  been 
fitted  up  at  great  expense.  It  is  intended  that  this  shall  afford 
every  facility  to  the  student  for  prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains  rooms 
to  accommodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford  the  young 
men  a  pleasant  home.  All  students  whose  homes  are  not  in 
Raleigh  or  vicinity,  will  room  and  board  at  the  University. 


APPARATUS. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our  list 
of  apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  supplied 
with  apparatus  and  re-agents  for  the  special  study  of  Medical 
Chemistry.  A  complete  set  of  electrical  apparatus  has  been 
furnished,  thus  giving  an  opportunity  of  demonstrating  the 
application  of  electricity  in  diseases.  Apparatus  for  teaching 
the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy,  which  it  is  desirable  that 
the  physician  should  be  familiar  with,  namely:  heat,  light, 
sound,  etc.,  has  been  applied,  and  instruction  will  be  given  on 
these  subjects. 

In  the  Department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  many  addi- 
tions have  been  made.  .The  school  has  now  almost  the  com- 
plete set  of  Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomical  models,  which 
have  been  imported  from  Paris  especially  for  our  use. 

Accessories  for  the  microscope  have  been  obtained,  so  that 
the  study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology  can  be 
pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured,  and 
further  additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments  will  be 
made  from  time  to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  microscope  and  a  fine  magic 
lantern,  which  will  be  of  great  service  in  illustrating  minute 
anatomy. 

FREE  HOSPITAL  AND  FREE  DISPENSARY. 

A  hospital  building,  containing  four  wards,  has  been  in  use 
for  several  years,  affording  the  students  valuable  clinical  instruc- 
tion. Means  are  now  at  hand,  so  that  in  the  future  patients 
will  be  received  into  the  hospital  without  charge. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prominent 
feature  in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student  an  oppor- 
tunity of  studying  disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient  and  of 
watching  the  effects  of  treatment.  It  is  believed  that  the  sur- 
gical service  will  be  especially  valuable  and  complete. 

A  dispensary  has  just  been  completed  and  will  be  put  into

full  operation  at  the  opening  of  the  next  session.  Through  the 
kindness  of  friends  money  has  been  obtained  with  which  to 
purchase  drugs  and  furnish  two  rooms,  one  in  which  to  receive 
patients  and  the  other  in  which  to  make  the  necessary  exami- 
nation. At  a  certain  hour  each  day  one  or  more  members  of 
the  Medical  Faculty  will  be  present  to  examine  patients  and  pre- 
scribe medicine.  There  will  be  no  charge,  either  for  medical 
attendance  or  medicine. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school 
must  be  at  least  eighteen  3'ears  of  age,  and  will  be  required  to 
pass  a  preliminary  examination  sufficient  to  show  their  fitness 
to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  unless  they  can  furnish  a 
certificate  to  their  previous  standing  in  school  from  some  prin- 
cipal or  president  of  a  reputable  institution  of  learning. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  the  colored  physicians 
being  thorougly  qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among  their 
people,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  this 
Institution  to  graduate  none  but  those  showing  themselves  pos- 
sessed of  such  knowledge  as  will  fully  equip  them  for  successful 
professional  life.  Believing  that  a  graded  course  of  study  will 
be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give  students  the  requisite  knowl- 
edge, it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of  four 
years'  duration  should  be  established.  If,  however,  a  student, 
at  the  end  of  three  years,  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all 
the  branches  of  medicine,  he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and 
receive  his  diploma,  but  with  the  average  student  a  full  four 
years'  course  will  be  necessarj^  to  attain  to  the  high  standard 
established  by  the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees,  an 
eminent  physician  and  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says,  in  the 
Medical  News  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  study :  ' '  They 
[the  Faculty]  have  wisely  decided,  in  view  of  the  limited  early 
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education  of  the  colored  people,  the  medical  course  shall  be  four 
years,  both  to  give  a  thorough  graded  course  and  the  opportu- 
nity to  study  Latin  and  other  branches  of  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment. If  the  colored  man  is  to  enter  medicine,  he  must  expect 
just  what  the  white  man  does — a  fair  fight  and  no  favors.  If 
inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he  will  go  to  the  bottom;  if  su- 
perior, he  ought  to  go  to  the  top. ' ' 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will 
receive  a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  all  the  branches  pursued  in  the  four  years'  course.  The 
students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be  classified 
according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical  knowledge,  as 
ascertained  by  examination.

PRELIMINARY  COURSE. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  an  examination  before  the  President 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  he  will  be  expected  to  spend  a  suffi- 
cient time  in  the  preliminary  studies  to  qualify  himself  for  the 
regular  course.  This  will  include  instruction  in  Datin,  Botany, 
Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the  use  of  the 
microscope.  These  branches  will  enable  the  student  to  pursue 
with  greater  facility  the  Medical  Science. 
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EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  the  examinations  in  the 
Graded  Course  :  At  the  end  of  the  first  year,  Materia  Medica, 
General  Chemistry,  Anatomy  and  Physiology  ;  at  the  end  of 
the  second,  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Medical  Chemistry  ;  at 
the  end  of  the  third,  Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  the  Principles 
and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  ;  at  the  end  of  the  fourth 
year,  a  final  examination  of  all  the  branches  pursued  during 
the  course,  occupying  the  last  week  of  the  term.  The  exami- 
nations will  be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be  marked  on 
the  scale  of  one  hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  eighty  per  cent 
in  any  branch  will  require  that  study  to  be  repeated  the  next 
year,  and  the  student  to  be  re-examined  in  the  same  at  the  close 
of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  and  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
character.  He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years'  course  or  its 
equivalent.  He-shall  be  required  to  dissect  the  entire  cadaver. 
He  shall  present  to  the  Faculty,  at  such  time  before  graduation 
as  they  may  appoint,  an  original  thesis  upon  some  medical  sub- 
ject, the  graduation  fee  to  accompany  the  same.  Satisfactory 
examination  must  be  passed  in  all  branches  of  medicine  in  the 
manner  laid  down  in  the  first  part  of  this  section,  and  he  must 
receive  a  general  average  of  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent  in  all 
branches. 

If  a  candidate  fails  to  pass,  he  may  have  a  second  trial,  which 
shall  be  final ;  failing  in  this,  his  graduating  fee  shall  be  returned 
to  him,  and  he  may  try  again  at  the  next  annual  examination, 
after  having  taken  another  course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in 
which  he  is  deficient. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  next  year  will  open  Saturday,  October  16,  1897,  an& 
close  Saturday,  April  9,  1898.  Students  must  arrive  not  later 
than  the  opening  day,  matriculate,  pay  the  advance  charges  and 
get  their  rooms  settled,  so  as  to  be  in  readiness  for  work  on  the 
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following  Monday  morning,  when  the  lectures  will  begin 
promptly  at  nine  o'clock.  In  case  some  students  cannot  arrive 
on  Saturday,  the  opening  day,  or  before,  they  will,  upon  pre- 
vious arrangement  having  been  made  with  the  President,  be 
allowed  to  enter  after  the  school  year  opens,  but  no  student 
will  be  received  later  than  two  weeks  after  the  opening,  and  no 
deduction  will  be  made  for  board  or  any  other  charges  on 
account  of  entering  after  the  opening  of  the  term.  The 
Faculty  and  Trustees  do  not  wish  to  receive  any  students  after 
the  year  has  opened,  and  will  do  so  only  in  great  emergen- 
cies, when  previous  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Presi- 
dent. Students  will  not  be  received  for  a  portion  of  a  year, 
and  no  one  will  be  received  who  is  not  willing  to  remain  until 
after  the  close  of  the  Commencement  exercises.  The  medical 
year,  although  it  has  been  lengthened,  is  still  so  short  that  the 
best  of  work  will  have  to  be  done  from  the  beginning  to  the 
close  of  the  session,  in  order  that  the  standard  required  for 
graduation  may  be  reached.  L,et  no  young  man  think,  as  many 
have  seemed  to  intimate  in  their  applications,  that  they  can 
support  themselves  by  manual  labor  or  other  kind  of  work  and 
successfully  pursue  their  studies  at  the  same  time.  Students 
who  enter  the  Leonard  Medical  School  must  be  prepared  to 
devote  their  whole  time  to  study,  except  what  is  needed  for  the 
rest  and  recreation  necessary  to  keep  themselves  in  the  best 
physical  and  mental  condition  possible. 

All  students  are  required  to  live  and  board  at  the  institution, 
unless  their  homes  are  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  or  immediate 
vicinity.  The  welfare  of  the  student  demands  that  no  excep- 
tion be  made  to  this  rule. 

All  charges  are  payable  strictly  in  advance,  as  stated  under 
' '  School  Months  and  Pay  Days. ' ' 

A  scholarship,  equal  to  the  charge  for  the  six  months'  course 
of  lectures,  will  be  granted  to  all  needy  students  who  can  pre- 
sent satisfactory  evidence  of  their  need  as  well  as  testimonials 
of  good  moral  character. 

Students  who  remain  during  vacation,  or  after  commence- 
ment, will  be  subject  to  the  general  rules  and  regulations  that 
are  in  force  during  term  time. 
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Students  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School  are  under  the  gen- 
eral rules  and  regulations  of  the  University,  which  will  be 
modified  from  time  to  time  as  the  peculiar  needs  and  duties  of 
medical  students  may  require. 

FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
in  connection  with  Shaw  University,  has  been  steadily  going 
forward  since  1880,  and  the  success  which  has  attended  the 
effort  calls  for  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  bestower  of  all  good  ; 
and  yet  continued  effort  must  be  put  forth  in  order  to  meet  the 
increasing  wants  of  this  department  of  instruction.  Twenty 
additional  scholarships  of  $60  each  are  needed  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  President  of  the  institution  takes  pleasure  in  announcing 
to  the  Northern  friends  who  have  rendered  such  valuable  assist- 
ance in  the  past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medical  School  is  full  of 
hope.  We  have  at  the  beginning  established  a  four  years' 
course  to  insure  the  necessary  training  and  guard  against 
graduating  men  imperfectly  educated  in  the  different  branches 
of  medicine.  While  a  two  or  three  years'  course  would  doubt- 
less at  first  have  secured  a  large  attendance,  yet  in  the  end  a 
four  years'  course  will  insure  thoroughness  that  will  give  con- 
fidence and  confer  lasting  benefits.

PHARMACY. 


COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

JUNIOR    COURSE. 

This  course  embraces  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  Phar- 
macy, the  sciences  involved  in  the  intelligent  study  and  prac- 
tice of  the  art,  the  laws  governing  the  practice  of  Pharmacy, 
the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United  States,  Pharmacopoeial, 
Chemical  and  Scientific  nomenclature,  Latin  and  English 
Technical  Terminology,  official  and  unofficial  drugs  and  pre- 
parations, the  several  systems  of  weights  and  measures,  em- 
bracing also  the  metric  system,  specific  gravity ,  specific  volume, 
preparation  and  preservation  of  drugs,  uses  and  effects  of  heat, 
fusion,  calcination,  sublimation,  etc.,  solutions  of  solids,  liquids 
and  gases,  generation  of  gases,  diffusion,  dialysis,  extraction, 
percolation,  repercolation,  expression,  filtration,  other  means 
of  separation  and  purification,  evaporation,  distillation,  crystali- 
zation,  precipitating,  washing,  etc.  Extemporaneous  or  Dis- 
pensing Pharmacy  will  be  practically  illustrated  by  work  done 
by  the  students  themselves,  and  for  this  purpose  instruction 
will  be  given  in  preparing  all  official  powders,  mixtures,  emul- 
sions, decoctions,  infusions,  saturations,  etc. 

MIDDLE    COURSE. 

The  course  of  the  Middle  Class  will  be  an  advance  course  to 
the  Junior  Class,  and  will  comprise  the  preparations  of  extracts, 
fluid  extracts,  abstracts,  pills,  spirits,  oleats,  scaled  preparation 
of  iron,  troches,  ointments,  cerates,  plasters,  suppositories,  etc. 
Instruction  in  practical  training  in  dispensing  will  be  an  impor- 
tant feature  in  the  Middle  Class,  following  as  closely  as  possible 
the  outline  of  work  commenced  in  the  Junior  course.  The 
prescription  counter,  its  management  and  furnishing,  the  pro- 
cesses, apparatus  and  utensils  employed  in  extemporaneous 
pharmacy,  will  be  fully  discussed  and  their  uses  illustrated,  also 
ncompatibility,  with  special  reference  to  dispensing.

SENIOR    COURSE. 

The  Senior  course  will  commence  with  a  review  of  the  second 
year's  course,  after  which  the  pharmacopoeial  preparations  will 
be  carefully  considered,  much  time  being  devoted  to  the  com- 
pounding of  physicians'  prescriptions  and  extemporaneous 
pharmacy  generally,  the  assaying  of  drugs,  as  opium,  cin- 
chona, nux  vomica,  etc. ;  practice  in  the  use  of  specific 
gravity  apparatus,  thermometers,  alcholometers,  etc. ;  extrac- 
tion and  preparation  of  Alkaloids  and  other  proximate  princi- 
ples from  drugs.

MATERIA    MEDICA. 

Detailed  study  of  the  substances  used  medicinally  will  be 
accompanied  with  authentic  specimens,  that  students  may  be- 
come familiar  with  the  appearance  of  the  articles  as  they  are 
met  with  in  commerce.  Notice  will  be  taken  of  the  habitat, 
commercial  history,  and  official  preparation  in  which  the  drug 
enters,  also  its  therapeutical  properties,  etc.  Special  attention 
will  be  paid  to  the  drilling  of  students  in  posology.

CHEMISTRY. 

H.   B.   Battee,  Ph.  D. 

The  lectures  will  aim  to  supply  a  key  to  the  understanding 
of  chemical  principles  and  processes  of  importance  to  the  phar- 
macist, as  will  be  fully  demonstrated  by  experiments  selected, 
not  for  display,  but  to  impress  more  forcibly  than  words  can 
do  the  principles  presented. 

The  general  principles  of  Chemistry  will  be  considered,  and 
will  furnish  a  systematic  exposition  of  the  most  important  ele- 
ments and  their  inorganic  compounds.  It  will  also  embrace  the 
most  important  subjects  of  Theoretical  Chemistry,  and  give  a 
comprehensive  exposition  of  Organic  Chemistry,  especially 
designed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  Pharmacists. 
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Students  will  have  the  opportunity  of  becoming  proficient  in 
the  analysis  of  urine.

ADMISSION. 

Students  applying  for  admission  must  be  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, with  a  knowledge  of  the  English  branches  and  proficiency 
in  Eatin  and  the  sciences.  Students  deficient  in  the  above 
studies  are  recommended  to  spend  a  year  in  the  Preliminary 
Medical  course.  Pharmacy  is  an  important  and  responsible 
profession,  and  students  will  be  compelled  to  pass  rigid  exami- 
nations to  insure  the  public  against  incompetency. 

A  scholarship  of  ten  dollars  per  session  will  be  granted  to 
njedy  and  worthy  students,  to  be  credited  on  Tuition.

A  Few  Words  to  Young  Men  who  are  Thinking;  of  Enter- 
ing- Upon  the  Study  of  Medicine. 


The  race  is  greatly  in  need  of  consecrated,  skilled  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons,  and  the  Leonard  Medical  School  has 
been  established  to  meet  this  want.  No  one  can  do  more 
to  improve  the  daily  life  of  the  masses  than  the  consecrated, 
skillful,  Christian  physician.  The  young  man  who  aspires 
to  become  a  physician,  should  not  think  of  what  he  may 
be  able  to  do  for  himself,  but  the  great  good  he  may  do 
for  suffering  humanity;  and  that,  too,  without  receiving,  in 
many  cases,  a  penny  for  his  professional  services.  Not 
self,  but  the  race,  must  ever  be  his  motto,  and  this  requires 
not  ability  alone  but  the  most  rugged  and  strongest  charac- 
ter. The  Leonard  Medical  School  has  no  denominational 
or  religious  test  for  admission.  Its  students  represent  nearly 
all  of  the  denominations,  while  a  few  have  no  church  con- 
nections whatever.  Young  men  of  clean,  pure  lives,  honest 
and  reliable,  and  total  abstainers  from  the  use  of  spirituous 
and  malt  liquors,  who  will  refrain  from  the  use  of  tobacco  in 
any  form  in  the  rooms  and  about  the  grounds  of  the  insti- 
tution; such  young  men  as  these  and  these  only  need  apply 
for  admission  or  for  scholarships.  The  institution  has  only 
a  limited  amount  of  money  to  invest  in  the  education  in 
medicine  of  young  men.  It  wants  the  best  young  men,  and 
only  those  who  will  cheerfully  comply  with  its  rules  and 
regulations.  We  are  determined  to  make  the  conditions  as 
favorable  as  possible  for  obtaining  a  thorough  education. 
It  recognizes  the  fact  that  nearly  all  colored  young  men  are 
poor  and  unable  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  a  medical 
education,  and  has  therefore  established  a  number  of  schol- 
arships for  needy  and  deserving  young  men  of  high  moral

character  and  good  mental  ability.  These  scholarships  are 
granted  only  upon  application  and  after  a  satisfactory  inves- 
tigation into  the  needs,  merit  and  ability  of  the  applicant. 
They  are  granted  for  one  year  only.  If  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  student-body  are  faithfully  complied 
with  each  year  and  a  satisfactory  rank  maintained  each  year, 
the  scholarship  will  be  renewed  upon  application  at  the  end 
of  the  freshman,  sophomore  and  junior  years.  Scholarship 
students  must  never  receive  any  attention  along  lines 
of  discipline  from  the  President  or  any  other  member  of 
the  faculty.  Scholarships  will  not  be  granted  unless  the 
applicants  pledge  themselves  to  enter  promptly  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  session  and  remain  continuously  until  the 
close,  unless  prevented  from  so  doing  by  sickness  or  some 
other  cause,  satisfactory  to  the  President.

ANNOUNCEMENT. 


A  four  years'  course  has  become  popular  with  our  stu- 
dents, because  essential,  as  it  gives  sufficient  time  to  be- 
come thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  different  branches  of 
medicine,  and  will  enable  graduates  to  pass  a  creditable 
examination  before  Medical  Boards — a  legal  requirement 
in  most  States — previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  ;  and  every  year  such  examinations  are 
becoming  more  rigid.  If  in  any  department  of  life  a  little 
learning  is  dangerous,  it  is  especially  true  in  the  medical 
profession,  and  should  be  carefully  guarded  against.  Our 
aim  is  to  follow  closely  the  curriculum  of  study  as  given  in 
subsequent  pages  of  this  announcement. 

As  a  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  the  Leonard 
Medical  School,  it  can  be  stated  that  its  graduates,  almost 
invariably,  succeed  in  passing  the  examinations  of  the 
State  Examining  Boards.  They  are  not  obliged  to  go  to 
States  where  a  license  is  not  required  in  order  to  practice 
medicine  ;  the  Faculty  feels  that  it  is  a  kind  of  reflection 
upon  the  Institution  when  they  do  so.  It  is  considered  a 
great  compliment  to  the  superior  instruction  here  given 
that  in  several  instances  young  men  who  have  spent  two 
or  three  years  at  Leonard  have  gone  elsewhere  and  been 
admitted  to  the  junior  or  senior  class,  and  graduated  with 
honor.  As  a  rule,  they  have  left  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  because  they  felt  they  could  not  do  the  work 
required  here.  Some  of  these  young  men  have  taken 
honors  elsewhere  who  would  not  have  received  them  here, 
and  others  have  graduated  who  would  have  failed  of  grad- 
uation here.  It  can  be  stated  of  the  students  of  the 
Leonard  Medical  School,  as  President  Gates,  of  Amherst 
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College,  said  a  few  months  ago  at  a  re-union  in  Boston  of 
the  Amherst  Alumni  :  "We  do  not  count  our  students,  we 
weigh  them."  The  Leonard  Medical  School  does  not  aim 
at  a  large  attendance,  but  does  aim  to  send  out  young  men 
who  are  well  fitted  for  their  profession,  and  only  those  who 
are  well  fitted.  Recently  a  young  man,  who  had  been 
three  years  in  the  Leonard  Medical  School,  entered  school 
elsewhere  and  graduated  as  salutatorian.  No  higher  com- 
pliment than  this  could  be  paid  by  another  institution  to 
the  high  standard  and  superior  methods  of  instruction  of 
the  Leonard  Medical  School.  We  do  not  desire  to  admit 
to  the  Leonard  Medical  School  any  young  men  except  those 
who  are  well  fitted,  and  who  can  do  the  work  successfully. 
It  is  customary  in  some  institutions  to  send  out  graduates 
in  medicine,  when  only  one  year  has  been  spent  in  the  in- 
stitution whose  diploma  the  graduate  bears,  the  other  two 
or  three  having  been  spent  elsewhere.  The  Leonard  Med- 
ical School  does  not  wish  to  receive  students  who  have 
taken  even  a  small  portion  of  their  medical  course  else- 
where, but  prefers  to  have  its  students  enter  at  the  fresh- 
man year,  and,  if  competent  to  do  the  work,  remain  until 
graduation.  It  is  customary  to  grant  a  scholarship  of  $60 
to  young  men  of  ability  who  are  in  straitened  financial  cir- 
cumstances. As  a  further  evidence  of  the  thoroughness  of 
the  Leonard  Medical  School,  it  should  be  stated  that  the 
only  applicant  for  a  license  from  the  Virginia  State  Board 
of  Medical  Examiners  that  received  in  every  subject  a  rank 
of  100  per  cent.,  was  a  graduate  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
School.  We  do  not  claim  the  Leonard  Medical  School  is 
the  best  school  in  the  world,  but  we  do  claim,  and  justly, 
that  young  men  who  graduate  from  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  are  equipped,  as  few  institutions  equip  them,  to 
successfully  practice  their  profession,  and  that  this  is  done 
at  a  phenomenally  small  outlay  of  money  on  the  part  of 
the  students. 
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SPECIAL  ANNOUNCEMENT. 

Owing  to  the  increased  requirements  of  State  Boards  of 
Medical  Examiners,  the  school  year  has  been  lengthened 
from  five  months  of  four  weeks  each  to  six  mouths  of  four 
weeks  each,  and  additional  subjects  have  been  added  to  the 
curriculum.  The  Leonard  Medical  School  is  determined 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  times,  and  to  prepare  its  students  so 
thoroughly  that  when  they  graduate  they  may  be  able  to 
pass  a  successful  examination  before  any  board  of  exam- 
iners in  the  United  States. 

FACULTY. 

Dr.  James  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Board  of  Health  for  Wake  County,  will 
give,  in  addition  to  his  regular  course  of  lectures,  occasional 
lectures  upon  Public  Health  and  Hygiene.  His  lectures 
on  Obstetrics  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams,  models,  the 
cadaver  and  other  preparations  used  to  illustrate  such 
obstetric  operations  and  procedures  as  can  be  so  presented. 
He  will  also  lecture  on  diseases  of  women  and  children. 

Dr.  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the 
Principles  of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connec- 
tion with  the  individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will  be 
treated  of  with  special  reference  to  prophylaxis,  diagnosis  and 
treatment.  As  far  as  possible,  cases  exemplifying  the  dif- 
ferent diseases  will  be  presented  to  the  class,  and  special 
attention  will  be  given  to  afford  the  student  as  much  prac- 
tice as  possible  in  Physical  Diagnosis. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Knox  brings  to  this  department  much  ex- 
perience, gained  in  the  best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in 
his  regular  practice.  A  valuable  feature  is  the  clinical  in- 
struction in  connection  with  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
Hospital,  where  important  operations  in  general  surgery 
and  gynaecology  are  performed  in  the  presence  of  the 
students. 
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Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the 
eye,  ear,  throat  and  nose.  He  will  supplement  his  course 
with  clinical  instruction  at  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
Hospital,  students  thus  having  the  opportunity  of  becom- 
ing acquainted  with  the  various  instruments  employed  in 
the  examination  of  the  eye  and  ear  and  the  operations 
thereon,  and  with  disease  of  these  organs  and  their  treat- 
ment. And  by  reason  of  his  having  specially  qualified 
himself  for  the  teaching  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitation,  to 
assume  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Board  of  Health,  he  has  been  selected  to  deliver  a  course 
of  lectures  upon  the  subject. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  late  of  the  United  States  Marine 
Hospital  Service,  is  eminently  qualified  for  his  position  as 
instructor  in  Physiology,  also  as  clinical  professor  of 
diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  by  reason  of  hav- 
ing recently  pursued  an  extended  course  in  the  Royal 
London  Opthalmic  Hospital  and  the  London  Hospital  for 
Diseases  of  the  Throat  and  Nose.  His  course  will  be  illus- 
trated by  various  physiological  demonstrations,  including 
vivisection. 

The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teachers 
of  eminent  ability.  H.  K.  Miller  is  Assistant  State 
Chemist. 

BUILDINGS. 

Through  the  liberal  donations  of  numerous  friends  of 
the  Institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  Wade  Leonard,  of 
Hampden,  Mass.,  and  other  members  of  the  family,  after 
whom  this  department  is  named,  the  President  and  Trus- 
tees have  been  able  to  meet  a  long-felt  want  of  the  colored 
people  and  to  establish  this  new  department  or  the  Uni- 
versity. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for 
the  special  accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.      One 
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of  these,  the  Leonard  Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing 
structure  of  beautiful  proportions,  which  adorns  the  site 
donated  by  the  North  Carolina  Legislature.  This  building 
contains  the  lecture  rooms,  amphitheater,  laboratory,  dis- 
secting rooms,  etc.,  and  has  been  fitted  up  at  great  expense. 
It  is  intended  that  this  shall  afford  every  facility  to  the 
student  for  prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains 
rooms  to  accommodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford 
the  young  men  a  pleasant  home.  All  students  whose 
homes  are  not  in  Raleigh  or  vicinity,  will  room  and  board 
at  the  University. 

APPARATUS. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our 
list  of  apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  sup- 
plied with  apparatus  and  re-agents  for  the  special  study  of 
Medical  Chemistry.  A  complete  set  of  electrical  apparatus 
has  been  furnished,  thus  giving  an  opportunity  of  demon- 
strating the  application  of  electricity  in  diseases.  Appara- 
tus for  teaching  the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy,  which 
it  is  desirable  that  the  physician  should  be  familiar  with, 
namely:  heat,  light,  sound,  etc.,  has  been  applied,  and  in- 
struction will  be  given  on  these  subjects. 

In  the  Department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  many 
additions  have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the 
complete  set  of  Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomical  mod- 
els, which  have  been  imported  from  Paris  especially  for 
our  use. 

Accessories  for  the  microscope  have  been  obtained,  so 
that  the  study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology 
can  be  pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured,  and 
further  additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments  will 
be  made  from  time  to  time. 
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The  school  has  received  a  fine  microscope  and  a  fine 
magic  lantern,  which  will  be  of  great  service  in  illustrating 
minute  anatomy. 

FREE  HOSPITAL  AND  FREE  DISPENSARY. 

A  hospital  building,  containing  four  wards,  has  been  in 
use  for  several  years,  affording  the  students  valuable  clini- 
cal instruction.  In  the  future  patients,  unable  to  pay  hos- 
pital charges,  will  be  admitted  free. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prom- 
inent feature  in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student  an 
opportunity  of  studying  disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient 
and  of  watching  the  effects  of  treatment.  It  is  believed 
that  the  surgical  service  will  be  especially  valuable  and 
complete. 

A  dispensary  has  just  been  completed  and  will  be  put  into 
full  operation  at  the  opening  of  the  next  session.  Through 
the  kindness  of  friends  money  has  been  obtained  with  which 
to  purchase  drugs  and  furnish  two  rooms,  one  in  which  to 
receive  patients  and  the  other  in  which  to  make  the  neces- 
sary examination.  At  a  certain  hour  each  day  one  or  more 
members  of  the  Medical  Faculty  will  be  present  to  examine 
patients  and  prescribe  medicine.  There  will  be  no  charge, 
either  for  medical  attendance  or  medicine. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  school 
must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  required 
to  pass  a  preliminary  examination  sufficient  to  show  their 
fitness  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  unless  they  can 
furnish  a  certificate  to  their  previous  standing  in  school 
from  some  principal  or  president  of  a  reputable  institution 
of  learning. 
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COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  the  colored  physicians 
being  thoroughly  qualified  for  their  peculiar  work  among 
their  people,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trus- 
tees of  this  Institution  to  graduate  none  but  those  showing 
themselves  possessed  of  such  knowledge  as  will  fully  equip 
them  for  successful  professional  life.  Believing  that  a 
graded  course  of  study  will  be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give 
students  the  requisite  knowledge,  it  has  been  deemed  best 
that  a  course  of  study  of  four  years'  duration  should  be 
established.  If,  however,  a  student,  at  the  end  of  three 
years,  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all  the  branches  of 
medicine,  he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and  receive  his 
diploma,  but  with  the  average  student  a  full  four  years' 
course  will  be  necessary  to  attain  to  the  high  standard 
established  by  the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees, 
an  eminent  ph/sician  and  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says, 
in  the  Medical  News  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  study: 
"They  [the  Faculty]  have  wisely  decided,  in  view  of  the 
limited  early  education  of  the  colored  people,  the  medical 
course  shall  be  four  years,  both  to  give  a  thorough  graded 
course  and  the  opportunity  to  study  Latin  and  other 
branches  of  the  Academic  Department.  If  the  colored  man 
is  to  enter  medicine,  he  must  expect  just  what  the  white 
man  does — a  fair  fight  and  no  favors.  If  inferior  in  educa- 
tion and  skill,  he  will  go  to  the  bottom;  if  superior,  he 
ought  to  go  to  the  top." 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will 
receive  a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion in  all  the  branches  pursued  in  the  four  years1  course. 
The  students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be 
classified  according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical 
knowledge,  as  ascertained  by  examination.

PRELIMINARY  COURSE. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  a  satisfactory  entrance  examina- 
tion he  will  be  expected-  to  spend  a  sufficient  time  in  the 
preliminary  studies  to  qualify  himself  for  the  regular  course. 
This  will  include  instruction  in  Latin,  Botany,  Physics, 
Zoology,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the  use  of  the  micro- 
scope. These  branches  will  enable  the  student  to  pursue 
with  greater  facility  the  Medical  Science. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  the  examinations  in 
the  Graded  Course:  At  the  end  of  the  first  year,  Materia 
Medica,  General  Chemistry,  Anatomy  and  Physiology;  at 
the  end  of  the  second,  Auatomy,  Physiology  and  Medical 
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Chemistry;  at  the  end  of  the  third,  Therapeutics,  Obstet- 
rics, the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery; 
at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  a  final  examination  of  all  the 
branches  pursued  during  the  course,  occupying  the  last 
week  of  the  term.  The  examinations  will  be  written  as 
well  as  oral,  and  will  be  marked  on  the  scale  of  one  hun- 
dred. A  failure  to  receive  eighty  per  cent  in  any  branch 
will  require  that  study  to  be  repeated  the  next  year,  and 
the  student  to  be  re-examined  in  the  same  at  the  close  of 
that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  and  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character.  He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years' 
course  or  its  equivalent.  He  shall  be  required  to  dissect 
the  entire  cadaver.  He  shall  present  to  the  Faculty,  at  such 
time  before  graduation  as  they  may  appoint,  an  original 
thesis  upon  some  medical  subject,  the  graduation  fee  to  ac- 
company the  same.  Satisfactory  examination  must  be 
passed  in  all  branches  of  medicine  in  the  manner  laid  down 
in  the  first  part  of  this  section,  and  he  must  receive  a  gen- 
eral average  of  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent  in  all  branches. 

If  a  candidate  fails  to  pass,  he  may  have  a  second  trial, 
which  shall  be  final ;  failing  in  this,  his  graduating  fee  shall 
be  returned  to  him,  and  he  may  try  again  at  the  next  an- 
nual examination,  after  having  taken  another  course  of 
lectures  in  the  branches  in  which  he  is  deficient. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  next  year  will  open  Saturday,  October  i,  1898,  and 
close  Saturday,  March  18,  1899.  The  dining  room  will 
open  to  students  in  all  department?-  with  supper  Friday 
evening,  September  30th,  and  will  close  to  students  in  the 
departments  of  Law,  Medicine  and  Pharmacy  with  supper 
Saturday  evening,  March  18th.      Students  must  arrive  not 
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later  than  the  opening  day,  matriculate,  pay  the  advance 
charges  and  get  their  rooms  settled,  so  as  to  be  in  readiness 
for  work  on  the  following  Monday  morning,  when  the  lec- 
tures will  begin  promptly  at  nine  o'clock.  In  case  some 
students  cannot  arrive  on  Saturday,  the  opening  day,  or  be- 
fore, they  will,  upon  previous  arrangement  having  been 
made  with  the  President,  be  allowed  to  enter  after  the  school 
year  opens,  but  no  student  will  be  received  later  than  two 
weeks  after  the  opening,  and  no  deduction  will  be  made  for 
board  or  any  other  charges  on  account  of  entering  after  the 
opening  of  the  term.  The  medical  year,  although  it  has 
been  lengthened,  is  still  so  short  that  the  best  of  work  will 
have  to  be  done  from  the  beginning  to  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion, in  order  that  the  standard  required  for  graduation  may 
be  reached.  Let  no  young  man  think,  as  man)-  have 
seemed  to  intimate  in  their  applications,  that  they  can  sup- 
port themselves  by  manual  labor  or  other  kind  of  work  and 
successfully  pursue  their  studies  at  the  same  time.  Students 
who  enter  the  Leonard  Medical  School  must  be  prepared  to 
devote  their  whole  time  to  study,  except  what  is  needed  for 
the  rest  and  recreation  necessary  to  keep  themselves  in  the 
best  physical  and  mental  condition  possible. 

All  students  are  required  to  live  and  board  at  the  institu- 
tion, unless  their  homes  are  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  or  imme- 
diate'vicinity.  The  welfare  of  the  students  demands  that 
no  exception  be  made  to  this  rule. 

All  charges  are  payable  strictly  in  advance,  as  stated 
under  "School  Months  and  Pay  Days." 

A  scholarship,  equal  to  the  charge  for  the  six  months' 
course  of  lectures,  will  be  granted  to  needy  students  who 
can  present  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  need  as  well  as 
testimonials  of  good  moral  character. 

Students  who  remain  during  vacation,  or  after  commence- 
ment, will  be  subject  to  the  general  rules  and  regulations 
that  are  in  force  during  term  time. 
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Students  of  the  Leonard  Medical  Sohool  are  under  the 
general  rules  and  regulations  of  the  University,  which  will 
be  modified  from  time  to  time  as  the  peculiar  needs  and 
duties  of  medical  students  may  require. 

FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  in  connection  with  Shaw  University,  has  been  stead- 
ily going  forward  since  1880,  and  the  success  which  has 
attended  the  effort  calls  for  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  be- 
stower  of  all  good  ;  and  yet  continued  effort  must  be  put 
forth  in  order  to  meet  the  increasing  wants  of  this  depart- 
ment of  instruction.  Twenty  additional  scholarships  of  $60 
each  are  needed  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  of  the  institution  takes  pleasure  in  an- 
nouncing to  the  Northern  friends  who  have  rendered  such, 
valuable  assistance  in  the  past,  that  the  future  of  the  Medi- 
cal School  is  full  of  hope.  We  established  at  the  beginning 
a  four  years'  course  to  insure  the  necessary  training  and 
guard  against  graduating  men  imperfectly  educated  in  the 
different  branches  of  medicine.  While  a  two  or  three  years' 
course  would  doubtless  at  first  have  secured  a  large  attend- 
ance, yet  in  the  end  a  four  years'  course  will  insure  thor- 
oughness that  will  give  confidence  and  confer  lasting  benefits. 

The  wisdom  of  establishing  this  four  years'  course  is  al- 
ready apparent  for  it  is  appreciated  by  the  students  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  freshman  class  this  year  numbers  twenty- 
nine,  which  is  the  largest  class  in  the  history  of  the  insti- 
tution, and  the  total  enrollment  of  the  school  is  also  in  ex- 
cess of  the  enrollment  of  any  preceding  year.

PHARMACY. 


COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

JUNIOR   COURSE. 

This  course  embraces  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  Phar- 
macy, the  sciences  involved  in  the  intelligent  study  and 
practice  of  the  art,  the  laws  governing  the  practice  of  Phar- 
macy, the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United  States,  Pharmaco- 
poeial,  Chemical  and  Scientific,  nomenclature,  Latin  and 
English  Technical  Terminology,  official  and  unofficial 
drugs  and  preparations,  the  several  systems  of  weights  and 
measures,  embracing  also  the  metric  system,  specific  grav- 
ity, specific  volume,  preparation  and  preservation  of  drugs, 
uses  and  effects  of  heat,  fusion,  calcination,  sublimation, 
etc.,  solutions  of  solids,  liquids  and  gases,  generation  of 
gases,  diffusion,  dialysis,  extraction,  percolation,  repercola- 
tion,  expression,  filtration,  other  means  of  separation  and 
purification,  evaporation,  distillation,  crystalization,  precip- 
itating, washing,  etc.  Extemporaneous  or  Dispensing  Phar- 
macy will  be  practically  illustrated  by  work  done  by  the 
students  themselves,  and  for  this  purpose  instruction  will 
be  given  in  preparing  all  official  powders,  mixtures,  emul- 
sions, decoctions,   infusions,  saturations,  etc. 

MIDDLE    COURSE. 

The  course  of  the  Middle  Class  will  be  an  advance  course 
to  the  Junior  Class,  and  will  comprise  the  preparations  of 
extracts,  fluid  extracts,  abstracts,  pills,  spirits,  oleats,  scaled 
preparation  of  iron,  troches,  ointments,  cerates,  plasters, 
suppositories,  etc.  Instruction  in  practical  training  in  dis- 
pensing will  be  an  important  feature  in  the  Middle  Class, 
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following  as  closely  as  possible  the  outline  of  work  com- 
menced in  the  Junior  course.  The  prescription  counter,  its 
management  and  furnishing,  the  processes,  apparatus  and 
utensils  employed  in  extemporaneous  pharmacy,  will  be 
fully  discussed  and  their  uses  illustrated,  also  incompati- 
bility, with  special  reference  to  dispensing. 

SENIOR    COURSE. 

The  Senior  course  will  commence  with  a  review  of  the 
second  year's  course,  after  which  the  pharmacopceial  prepa- 
rations will  be  carefully  considered,  much  time  being  de- 
voted to  the  compounding  of  physicians'  prescriptions  and 
extemporaneous  pharmacy  generally,  the  assaying  of  drugs, 
as  opium,  cinchona,  mix  vomica,  etc. ;  practice  in  the  use 
of  specific  gravity  apparatus,  thermometers,  alcholometers, 
etc. ;  extraction  and  preparation  of  Alkaloids  and  other 
proximate  principles  from  drugs.

MATERIA    MEDICA. 

Detailed  study  of  the  substances  used  medicinally  will  be 
accompanied  with  authentic  specimens,  that  students  may 
become  familiar  with  the  appearance  of  the  articles  as  they 
are  met  with  in  commerce.  Notice  will  be  taken  of  the 
habitat,  commercial  history,  and  official  preparation  in 
which  the  drug  enters,  also  its  therapeutical  properties,  etc. 
Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  drilling  of  students  in 
posology.

CHEMISTRY. 

H.  K.  Miller,  M.  S. 
The  lectures  will  aim  to  supply  a  key  to  the  understand- 
ing of  chemical  principles  and  processes  of  importance  to

the  pharmacist,  as  will  be  fully  demonstrated  by  experi- 
ments selected,  not  for  display,  but  to  impress  more  forcibly 
than  words  can  do  the  principles  presented. 

The  general  principles  of  Chemistry  will  be  considered, 
and  will  furnish  a  systematic  exposition  of  the  most  im- 
portant elements  and  their  inorganic  compounds.  It  will  also 
embrace  the  most  important  subjects  of  Theoretical  Chem- 
istry, and  give  a  comprehensive  exposition  of  Organic 
Chemistry,  especially  designed  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
Pharmacists. 

Students  will  have  the  opportunity  of  becoming  proficient 
in  the  analysis  of  urine.

Students  deficient 
in  the  above  studies  are  recommended  to  spend  a  year  in 
the  Preliminary  Medical  course.  Pharmacy  is  an  impor- 
tant and  responsible  profession,  and  students  will  be  com- 
pelled to  pass  rigid  examinations  to  insure  the  public  against 
incompetency. 

A  scholarship  of  ten  dollars  per  session  will  be  granted  to 
needy  and  worthy  students.

A  Few  Words  to  Young:  Men  who  are  Thinking-  of  Entering 
Upon  the  Study  of  Medicine. 


The  race  is  greatly  in  need  of  consecrated,  skilled  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons,  and  the  Leonard  Medical  School  has 
been  established  to  meet  this  want.  No  one  can  do  more 
to  improve  the  daily  life  of  the  masses  than  the  consecrated, 
skillful,  Christian  physician.  The  young  man  who  aspires 
to  become  a  physician,  should  not  think  of  what  he  may 
be  able  to  do  for  himself,  but  the  great  good  he  may  do 
for  suffering  humanity;  and  that,  too,  without  receiving, 
in  many  cases,  a  penny  for  his  professional  services.  Not 
self,  but  the  race,  must  ever  be  his  motto,  and  this  requires 
not  ability  alone  but  the  most  rugged  and  strongest  char- 
acter. The  Leonard  Medical  School  has  no  denominational 
or  religious  test  for  admission.  Its  students  represent  nearly 
all  of  the  denominations,  while  a  few  have  no  church  con- 
nections whatever.  Young  men  of  clean,  pure  lives,  honest 
and  reliable,  and  total  abstainers  from  the  use  of  spirituous 
and  malt  liquors,  who  will  refrain  from  the  use  of  tobacco 
in  any  form  in  the  rooms  and  about  the  grounds  of  the  In- 
stitution; such  young  men  as  these  and  these  only  need 
apply  for  admission  or  for  scholarships.  The  Institution  has 
only  a  limited  amount  of  money  to  invest  in  the  education 
in  medicine  of  young  men.  It  wants  the  best  young  men, 
and  only  those  who  will  cheerfully  comply  with  its  rules 
and  regulations.  We  are  determined  to  make  the  conditions 
as  favorable  as  possible  for  obtaining  a  thorough  education. 
It  recognizes  the  fact  that  nearly  all  colored  young  men  are 
poor  and  unable  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  a  medical 
education;  and  has  therefore  established  a  number  of  schol- 
arships for  needy  and  deserving  young  men  of  high  moral 
character  and  good  mental  ability.      These  scholarships  are 
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granted  only  upon  application  and  after  a  satisfactory  inves- 
tigation into  the  needs,  merit  and  ability  of  the  applicant. 
They  are  granted  for  one  year  only.  If  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations governing  the  student-body  are  faithfully  complied 
with  each  year  and  a  satisfactory  rank  maintained  each  year, 
the  scholarship  will  be  renewed  upon  application  at  the  end 
of  the  freshman,  sophomore  and  junior  years.  Scholarship 
students  must  never  receive  any  attention  along  lines  of 
discipline  from  the  President  or  any  other  member  of  the 
faculty.  Scholarships  will  not  be  granted  unless  the  appli- 
cants pledge  themselves  to  enter  promptly  at  the  beginning 
of  the  session  and  remain  continuously  until  the  close,  un- 
less prevented  from  so  doing  by  sickness  or  some  other 
cause,  satisfactory  to  the  President. 
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ANNOUNCEMENT. 


A  four  years'  course  has  become  popular  with  our  stu- 
dents, because  essential,  as  it  gives  sufficient  time  to  be- 
come thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  different  branches  of 
medicine,  and  will  enable  graduates  to  pass  a  creditable 
examination  before  Medical  Boards — a  legal  requirement 
in  most  States — previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine;  and  every  year  such  examinations  are  be- 
coming more  rigid.  If  in  any  department  of  life  a  little 
learning  is  dangerous,  it  is  especially  true  in  the  medical 
profession,  and  should  be  carefully  guarded  against.  Our 
aim  is  to  follow  closely  the  curriculum  of  study  as  given  in 
subsequent  pages  of  this  announcement. 

As  a  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  the  Leonard 
Medical  School,  it  can  be  stated  that  its  graduates,  almost 
invariably,  succeed  in  passing  the  examinations  of  the 
State  Examining  Boards.  They  are  not  obliged  to  go  to 
States  where  a  license  is  not  required  in  order  to  practice 
medicine;  the  Faculty  feels  that  it  is  a  kind  of  reflection 
upon  the  Institution  when  they  do  so.  It  is  considered  a 
great  compliment  to  the  superior  instruction  here  given 
that  in  several  instances  young  men  who  have  spent  two 
or  three  years  at  Leonard  have  gone  elsewhere  and  been 
admitted  to  the  junior  or  senior  class,  and  graduated  with 
honor.  As  a  rule,  they  have  left  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  because  they  felt  they  could  not  do  the  work 
required  here.  Some  of  these  young  men  have  taken 
honors  elsewhere  who  would  not  have  received  them  here, 
and  others  have  graduated  who  would  have  failed  of  grad- 
uation here.  It  can  be  stated  of  the  students  of  the 
Leonard  Medical  School,  as  President  Gates,  of  Amherst 
College,  said  a  few  months  ago  at  a  re-union  in   Boston  of

the  Amherst  Alumni:  "We  do  not  count  our  students,  we 
weigh  them."  The  Leonard  Medical  School  does  not  aim 
at  a  large  attendance,  but  does  aim  to  send  out  young  men 
who  are  well  fitted  for  their  profession,  and  only  those  who 
are  well  fitted.  Recently  a  \oung  man,  who  had  beeu 
three  years  in  the  Leonard  Medical  School,  entered  school 
elsewhere  and  graduated  as  a  salutatorian.  No  higher  com- 
pliment than  this  could  be  paid  by  another  institution  to 
the  high  standard  and  superior  methods  of  instruction  of 
the  Leonard  Medical  School.  We  do  not  desire  to  admit 
to  the  Leonard  Medical  School  any  young  men  except  those 
who  are  well  fitted,  and  who  can  do  the  work  successfully. 
It  is  customary  in  some  institutions  to  send  out  graduates 
in  medicine,  when  only  one  year  has  been  spent  in  the  in- 
stitution whose  diploma  the  graduate  bears,  the  other  two 
or  three  having  been  spent  elsewhere.  The  Leonard  Med- 
ical School  does  not  wish  to  receive  students  who  have 
taken  even  a  small  portion  of  their  medical  course  else- 
where, but  prefers  to  have  its  students  enter  at  the  fresh- 
man year,  and,  if  competent  to  do  the  work,  remain  until 
graduation.  It  is  customary  to  grant  a  scholarship  of  $60 
to  young  men  of  ability  who  are  in  straitened  financial  cir- 
cumstances. As  a  further  evidence  of  the  thoroughness  of 
the  Leonard  Medical  School,  it  should  be  stated  that  the 
only  applicant  for  a  license  from  the  Virginia  State  Board 
of  Medical  Examiners  that  received  in  every  subject  a  rank 
of  100  per  cent,  was  a  graduate  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
School.  We  do  not  claim  the  Leonard  Medical  School  is 
the  best  school  in  the  world,  but  we  do  claim,  and  justly, 
that  young  men  who  graduate  from  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  are  equipped,  as  few  institutions  equip  them,  to 
successfully  practice  their  profession,  and  that  this  is  done 
at  a  phenomenally  small  outlay  of  money  on  the  part  of 
the  students. 
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SPECIAL  ANNOUNCEMENT. 

Owing  to  the  increased  requirements  of  State  Boards  of 
Medical  Examiners,  the  school  year  has  been  lengthened 
from  five  months  of  four  weeks  each  to  six  months  of  four 
weeks  each,  and  additional  subjects  have  been  added  to  the 
curriculum.  The  Leonard  Medical  School  is  determined 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  times,  and  to  prepare  its  students  so 
thoroughly  that  when  they  graduate  they  may  be  able  to 
pass  a  successful  examination  before  any  board  of  exam- 
iners in  the  United  States. 

FACULTY. 

Dr.  James  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Board  of  Health  for  Wake  County,  will 
give,  in  addition  to  his  regular  course  of  lectures,  occasional 
lectures  upon  Public  Health  and  Hygiene.  His  lectures 
on  Obstetrics  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams,  models,  the 
cadaver  and  other  preparations  used  to  illustrate  such 
obstetric  operations  and  procedures  as  can  be  so  presented. 
He  will  also  lecture  on  diseases  of  women  and  children. 

Dr.  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the 
Principles  of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  connec- 
tion with  the  individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will  be 
treated  of  with  special  reference  to  prophylaxis,  diagnosis 
and  treatment.  As  far  as  possible,  cases  exemplifying  the 
different  diseases  will  be  presented  to  the  class,  and  special 
attention  will  be  given  to  afford  the  student  as  much  prac- 
tice as  possible  in  Physical  Diagnosis. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Knox  brings  to  this  department  much  expe- 
rience, gained  in  the  best  hospitals  of  the  country  and  in 
his  regular  practice.  A  valuable  feature  is  the  clinical  in- 
struction in  connection  with  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
Hospital,  where  important  operations  in  general  surgery 
and  gynaecology  are  performed  in  the  presence  of  the 
students. 
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Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to  the 
eye,  ear,  throat  and  nose.  He  will  supplement  his  course 
with  clinical  instruction  at  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
Hospital,  students  thus  having  the  opportunity  of  becom- 
ing acquainted  with  the  various  instruments  employed  in 
the  examination  of  the  eye  and  ear  and  the  operations 
thereon,  and  with  disease  of  these  organs  and  their  treat- 
ment. And  by  reason  of  his  having  specially  qualified 
himself  for  the  teaching  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitation,  to 
assume  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Board  of  Health,  he  has  been  selected  to  deliver  a  course 
of  lectures  upon  the  subject. 

Dr.  K.  P.  BATTLE,  late  of  the  United  States  Marine 
Hospital  Service,  is  eminently  qualified  for  his  position  as 
instructor  in  Physiology,  also  as  clinical  professor  of  dis- 
eases of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  by  reason  of  having 
recently  pursued  an  extended  course  in  the  Royal  London 
Opthalmic  Hospital  and  the  London  Hospital  for  Diseases 
of  the  Throat  and  Nose.  His  course  will  be  illustrated  by 
various  physiological  demonstrations,  including  vivisection. 

The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  areteachers 
of  eminent  ability. 

BUILDINGS. 

Through  the  liberal  donations  of  numerous  friends  of 
the  Institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  Wade  Leonard, 
of  Hampden,  Mass.,  and  other  members  of  the  family, 
after  whom  this  department  is  named,  the  President  and 
Trustees  have  been  able  to  meet  a  long-felt  want  of  -the 
colored  people  and  to  establish  this  new  department  of  the 
University. 

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for 
the  special  accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One 
of  these,  the  Leonard  Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing 
structure  of  beautiful   proportions,    which  adorns  the  site 
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donated  by  the  North  Carolina  Legislature.  This  building 
contains  the  lecture  rooms,  amphitheater,  laboratory,  dis- 
secting rooms,  etc.,  and  has  been  fitted  np  at  great  expense. 
It  is  intended  that  this  shall  afford  every  facility  to  the 
student  for  prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains 
rooms  to  accommodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford 
the  young  men  a  pleasant  home.  All  students  whose 
homes  are  not  in  Raleigh  or  vicinity,  will  room  and  board 
at  the  University. 

APPARATUS. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our 
list  of  apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  sup- 
plied with  apparatus  and  re-agents  for  the  special  stud)'  of 
Medical  Chemistry.  A  complete  set  of  electrical  apparatus 
has  been  furnished,  thus  giving  an  opportunity  of  demon- 
strating the  application  of  electricity  in  diseases.  Appara- 
tus for  teaching  the  principles  of  Natural  Philosophy,  which 
it  is  desirable  that  the  physician  should  be  familiar  with, 
namely:  heat,  light,  sound,  etc.,  has  been  applied,  and  in- 
struction will  be  given  on  these  subjects. 

In  the  Department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  many 
additions  have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost  the 
complete  set  of  Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomical  mod- 
els, which  have  been  imported  from  Paris  especially  for 
our  use. 

Accessories  for  the  microscope  have  been  obtained,  so 
that  the  study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology 
can  be  pursued. 

Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured,  and 
further  additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instruments  will 
be  made  from  time  to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  microscope  and  a  fine 
magic  lantern,  which  will  be  of  great  service  in  illustrating 
minute  anatomy. 
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FREE  HOSPITAL  AND  FREE  DISPENSARY. 

A  hospital  building,  containing  four  wards,  has  been  in 
use  for  several  years,  affording  the  students  valuable  clini- 
cal instruction.  In  the  future  patients,  unable  to  pay  hos- 
pital charges,  will  be  admitted  free. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a  prom- 
inent feature  in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the  student  an 
opportunity  of  studying  disease  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient 
and  of  watching  the  effects  of  treatment.  It  is  believed 
that  the  surgical  service  will  be  especially  valuable  and 
complete. 

A  dispensary  has  just  been  completed  and  will  be  put  into 
full  operation  at  the  opening  of  the  next  session.  Through 
the  kindness  of  friends  money  has  been  obtained  with 
which  to  purchase  drugs  and  furnish  two  rooms,  one  in 
which  to  receive  patients  and  the  other  in  which  to  make 
the  necessary  examination.  At  a  certain  hour  each  day 
one  or  more  members  of  the  Medical  Faculty  will  be 
present  to  examine  patients  and  prescribe  medicine.  There 
will  be  no  charge,  either  for  medical  attendance  or  medi- 
cine. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Young  men -intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this 
school  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be 
required  to  pass  a  preliminary  examination  sufficient  to 
show  their  fitness  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine, 
unless  they  can  furnish  a  certificate  to  their  previous  stand- 
ing in  school  from  some  principal  or  president  of  a  reputa- 
ble institution  of  learning. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  the  colored  physicians 
being  thoroughly  qualified   for  their  peculiar  work  among 
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their  people,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Faculty  and  Trus- 
tees of  this  Institution  to  graduate  none  but  those  showing 
themselves  possessed  of  such  knowledge  as  will  fully  equip 
them  for  successful  professional  life.  Believing  that  a 
graded  course  of  study  will  be  the  one  best  adapted  to  give 
students  the  requisite  knowledge,  it  has  been  deemed  best 
that  a  course  of  study  of  four  years'  duration  should  be 
established.  If,  however,  a  student,  at  the  end  of  three 
years,  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  all  the  branches  of 
medicine,  he  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  and  receive  his 
diploma,  but  with  the  average  student  a  full  four  years' 
course  will  be  necessary  to  attain  to  the  high  standard 
established  by  the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  W.  VV.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trustees, 
an  eminent  physician  and  firm  friend  of  the  school,  says, 
in  the  Medical  News  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  this  study: 
"They  [the  Faculty]  have  wisely  decided,  in  view  of  the 
limited  early  education  of  the  colored  people,  the  medical 
course  shall  be  four  years,  both  to  give  a  thorough  graded 
course  and  the  opportunity  to  study  Latin  and  other 
branches  of  the  Academic  Department.  If  the  colored  man 
is  to  enter  medicine,  he  must  expect  just  what  the  white 
man  does — a  fair  fight  and  no  favors.  If  inferior  in  educa- 
tion and  skill,  he  will  go  to  the  bottom;  if  superior,  he 
ought  to  go  to  the  top." 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student  will 
receive  a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion in  all  the  branches  pursued  in  the  four  years'  course. 
The  students  will  be  divided  into  four  classes,  and  will  be 
classified  according  to  their  previous  study  and  medical 
knowledge,  as  ascertained  bv  examination.

PRELIMINARY  COURSE. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  a  satisfactory  entrance  exami- 
nation he  will  be  expected  to  spend  a  sufficient  time  in'the 
preliminary  studies  to  qualify  himself  for  the  regular 
course.  This  will  include  instruction  in  Latin,  Botany, 
"Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the  use  of 
the  microscope.  These  branches  will  enable  the  student 
to  pursue  with  greater  facility  the  Medical  Science. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

The  following  willbe  the  order  of  the  examination  in 
the  Graded  Course:  At  the  end  of  the  first  year,  Materia 
Medica,  General  Chemistry,  Anatomy  and  Physiology; 
at  the  end  of  the  second,  'Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Medi- 
cal Chemistry;  at  the  end  of  the  third,    Therapeutics,    Ob-

stetrics,  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Sur- 
gery; at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  a  final  examination  of 
all  the  branches  pursued  during  the  course,  occupying  the 
last  week  of  the  term.  The  examinations  will  be  written 
as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be  marked  on  the  scale  of  one 
hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  eighty  per  cent  in  any 
branch  will  require  that  study  to  be  repeated  the  next  year, 
and  the  student  to  be  re-examined  in  the  same  at  the  close 
of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  and  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character.  He  shall  have  attended  the  four  years' 
course  or  its  equivalent.  He  shall  be  required  to  dissect 
the  entire  cadaver.  He  shall  present  to  the  Faculty,  at 
such  time  before  graduation  as  they  may  appoint,  an  orig- 
inal thesis  upon  some  medical  subject,  the  graduation  fee 
to  accompany  the  same.  Satisfactory  examination  must 
be  passed  in  all  branches  of  medicine  in  the  manner  laid 
down  in  the  first  part  of  this  section,  and  he  must  receive 
a  general  average  of  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent  in  all 
branches. 

If  a  candidate  fails  to  pass,  he  may  have  a  second  trial, 
which  shall  be  final;  failing  in  this,  his  graduating  fee 
shall  be  returned  to  him,  and  he  may  try  again  at  the  next 
annual  examination,  after  having  taken  another  course  of 
lectures  in  the  branches  in  which  he  is  deficient. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  next  year  will  open  Saturday,  Sept.  30,  1899,  and 
close  Saturday,  March  17,  1900.  The  dining  room  will 
open  to  students  in  all  departments  with  supper  Friday 
evening,  September  29th,  and  will  close  to  students  in  the 
departments  of  Law,  Medicine  and  Pharmacy  with  supper 
Saturday  evening,  March  17th.  Students  must  arrive  not 
later  than  the  opening  day,    matriculate,  pay  the  advance 
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charges  and  get  their  rooms  settled,  so  as  to  be  in  readiness 
for  work  on  the  following  Monday  morning,  when  the  lec- 
tures will  begin  promptly  at  nine  o'clock.  In  case  some 
students  cannot  arrive  on  Saturday,  the  opening  day,  or  be- 
fore, they  will,  upon  previous  arrangement  having  been 
made  with  the  President,  be  allowed  to  enter  after  the 
sehool  year  opens,  but  no  student  will  be  received  later 
than  two  weeks  after  the  opening,  and  no  deduction  will  be 
made  for  board  or  any  other  charges  on  account  of  entering 
after  the  opening  of  the  term.  The  medical  year,  although 
it  has  been  lengthened,  is  still  so  short  that  the  best  of 
work  will  have  to  be  done  from  the  beginning  to  the  close 
of  the  session,  in  order  that  the  standard  required  for  grad- 
uation may  be  reached.  Let  no  young  man  think,  as  many 
have  seemed  to  intimate  in  their  applications,  that  they  can 
support  themselves  by  manual  labor  or  other  kind  of  work 
and  successfully  pursue  their  studies  at  the  same  time. 
Students  who  enter  the  Leonard  Medical  School  must  be 
prepared  to  devote  their  whole  time  to  study,  except  what 
is  needed  for  the  rest  and  recreation  necessary  to  keep 
themselves  in  the  best  physical  and  mental  condition  pos- 
sible. 

All  students  are  required  to  live  and  board  at  the  insti- 
tution, unless  their  homes  are  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  or  im- 
mediate vicinity.  The  welfare  of  the  students  demands 
that  no  exception  be  made  to  this  rule. 

All  charges  are  payable  strictly  in  advance,  as  stated 
under  "School  Months  and  Pay  Days." 

Students  who  remain  during  vacation,  or  after  commence- 
ment, will  be  subject  to  the  general  rules  and  regulations 
that  are  in  force  during  term  time. 

Students  of  the  Leonard  Medical   School  are  under  the 
general  rules  aud  regulations  of  the  University,  which  will 
be  modified  from   time  to  time  as  the  peculiar  needs  and 
duties  of  medical  students  may  require.

FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  in  connection  with  Shaw  University,  has  been  stead- 
ily going  forward  since  1880,  and  the  success  which  has 
attended  the  effort  calls  for  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  be- 
stower  of  all  good;  and  yet  continued  effort  must  be  put 
forth  in  order  to  meet  the  increasing  wants  of  this  depart- 
ment of  instruction.  Twenty  additional  scholarships  of 
$60  each  are  needed  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in  an- 
nouncing to  the  Northern  friends  who  have  rendered  such 
valuable  assistance  in  the  past,  that  the  future  of  the  Med- 
ical School  is  full  of  hope.  We  established  at  the  begin- 
ning a  four  years'  course  to  insure  the  necessary  training 
and  guard  against  graduating  men  imperfectly  educated  in 
the  different  branches  of  medicine.  While  a  two  or  three 
years'  course  would  doubtless  at  first  have  secured  a  large 
attendance,  yet  in  the  end  a  four  years'  course  will  insure 
thoroughness  that  will  give  confidence  and  confer  lasting 
benefits. 

The  wisdom  of  establishing  this  four  years'  course  is  al- 
ready apparent  for  it  is  appreciated  by  the  students  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  total  enrollment  of  the  school  is  in  ex- 
cess of  the  enrollment  of  any  preceding  year.

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PHARMACY. 


COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

JUNIOR    COURSE. 

This  course  embraces  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  Phar- 
macy, the  sciences  involved  in  the  intelligent  study  and 
practice  of  the  art,  the  laws  governing  the  practice  of  Phar- 
macy, the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United  States,  Pharmaco- 
poeial,  Chemical  and  Scientific  nomenclature,  Latin  and 
English  Technical  Terminology,  official  and  unofficial 
drugs  and  preparations,  the  several  systems  of  weights  and 
measures,  embracing  also  the  metric  system,  specific  grav- 
ity, specific  volume,  preparation  and  preservation  of  drugs, 
uses  and  effects  of  heat,  fusion,  calcination,  sublimation, 
etc.,  solutions  of  solids,  liquids  and  gases,  generation  of 
gases,  diffusion,  dialysis,  extraction,  percolation,  repercola- 
tion,  expression,  filtration,  other  means  of  separation  and 
purification,  evaporation,  distillation,  crystalization,  pre- 
cipitating, washing,  etc.  Extemporaneous  or  Dispensing 
Pharmacy  will  be  practically  illustrated  by  work  done  by 
the  students  themselves,  and  for  this  purpose  instruction 
will  be  given  in  preparing  all  official  powders,  mixtures, 
emulsions,  decoctions,  infusions,  saturations,  etc. 

MIDDLE  COURSE. 

The  course  of  the  Middle  Class  will  be  an  advance  course 
to  the  Junior  Class,  and  will  comprise  the  preparations  of 
extracts,  fluid  extracts,  abstracts,  pills,  spirits,  oleats,  scaled 
preparation  of  iron,  troches,  ointments,  cerates,  plasters, 
suppositories,  etc.  Instruction  in  practical  training  in  dis- 
pensing will  be  an  important  feature  in  the  Middle  Class, 
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following  as  closely  as  possible  the  outline  of  work  com- 
menced in  the  Junior  course.  The  prescription  counter, 
its  management  and  furnishing,  the  processes,  apparatus 
and  utensils  employed  in  extemporaneous  pharmacy,  will 
be  fully  discussed  and  their  uses  illustrated,  also  incompat- 
ibility, with  special  reference  to  dispensing. 

SENIOR    COURSE. 

The  Senior  course  will  commence  with  a  review  of  the 
second  year's  course,  after  which  the  pharmacopceial  prepa- 
rations will  be  carefully  considered,  much  time  being  de- 
voted to  the  compounding  of  physicians'  prescriptions  and 
extemporaneous  pharmacy  generally,  the  assaying  of  drugs, 
as  opium,  cinchona,  nux  vomica,  etc.;  practice  in  the  use 
of  specific  gravity  apparatus,  thermometers,  alcholometers, 
etc. ;  extraction  and  preparation  of  Alkaloids  and  other 
proximate  principles  from  drugs.

MATERIA    MEDICA. 

Detailed  study  of  the  substances  used  medicinally  will 
be  accompanied  with  authentic  specimens,  that  students 
may  become  familiar  with  the  appearance  of  the  articles  as 
they  are  met  with  in  commerce.  Notice  will  be  taken  of 
the  habitat,  commercial  history,  and  official  preparation  in 
which  the  drug  enters,  also  its  therapeutical  properties,  etc. 
Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  drilling  of  students  in 
posology.

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CHEMISTRY. 
J.    M.    Pickel,    Ph.    D. 

The  lectures  will  aim  to  supply  a  key  to  the  understand- 
ing of  chemical  principles  and  processes  of  importance  to 
the  pharmacist,  as  will  be  fully  demonstrated  by  experi- 
ments selected,  not  for  display,  but  to  impress  more  forci- 
bly than  words  can  do  the  principles  presented. 

The  general  principles  of  Chemistry  will  be  considered, 
and  will  furnish  a  systematic  exposition  of  the  most  im- 
portant elements  and  their  inorganic  compounds.  It  will 
also  embrace  the  most  important  subjects  of  Theoretical 
Chemistry,  and  give  a  comprehensive  exposition  of  Organic 
Chemistry,  especially  designed  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  Pharmacists.

Upon  the  Study  of  Medicine. 


The  race  is  greatly  in  Deed  of  consecrated,  skilled 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  has  been  established  to  meet  this  want.  No  one 
can  do  more  to  improve  the  daily  life  of  the  masses  than 
the  consecrated,  skillful.  Christian  physician.  The  young- 
man  who  aspires  to  become  a  physician,  should  not  think 
of  what  he  may  be  able  to  do  for  himself,  but  the  great 
good  he  may  do  for  suffering  humanity;  and  that,  too, 
without  receiving,  in  many  cases,  a  penny  for  his  pro- 
fessional services.  Not  self,  but  the  race,  must  ever  be 
his  motto,  and  this  requires  not  ability  alone  but  the 
most  rugged  and  strongest  character.  The  Leonard 
Medical  School  has  no  denominational  or  religious  test 
for  admission.  Its  students  represent  nearly  all  of  the 
denominations,  while  a  few  have  no  church  connections 
whatever.  Young  men  of  clean,  pure  lives,  honest  and 
reliable,  and  total  abstainers  from  the  use  of  spirituous 
and  malt  liquors,  who  will  refrain  from  tlie  use  of  to- 
bacco in  any  form  in  the  rooms  and  about  the  grounds 
of  the  Institution;  such  young  men  as  these  and  these 
only  need  apply  for  admission  or  for  scholarships.  The 
Institution  has  only  a  limited  amount  of  money  to  in- 
vest in  the  education  in  medicine  of  young  men.  It 
wants  the  best  young  men,  and  only  those  who  will 
cheerfully  comply  with  its  rules  and  regulations.  We 
are  determined  to  make  the  conditions  as  favorable  as 
possible  for  obtaining  a  thorough  education.  It  recog- 
nizes the  fact  that  nearly  all  colored  young  men  are 
poor  and  unable  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  a 
medical  education  ;  and  has  therefore  established  a  num- 
ber of  scholarships  for  needy  and  deserving  young  men 
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of  high^moral  character  and  good  mental  ability.  These 
scholarships  are  granted  only  upon  application  and  after 
a  satisfactory  investigation  into  the  needs,  merit  and 
ability  of  the  applicant.  They  are  granted  for  one  year 
only.  If  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  stu- 
deut-body  are  faithfully  complied  with  each  year  and  a 
satisfactory  rank  maintained  each  year,  the  scholarship 
will  be  renewed  upon  application  at  the  end  of  the  fresh- 
man, sophomore  and  junior  years.  Scholarship  students 
must  never  receive  any  attention  along  lines  of  discip- 
line from  the  President  or  any  other  member  of  the 
faculty.  Scholarships  will  not  be  granted  unless  the 
applicants  pledge  themselves  to  enter  promptly  at  the 
beginning  of  the  session  and  remain  continuously  until 
the  close,  unless  prevented  from  so  doing  by  sickness  or 
some  other  cause,  satisfactory  to  the  President. 


Leonard  Medical  School. 
Announcement. 


A  four  years'  course  has  become  popular  with  our 
students,  because  essential,  as  it  gives  sufficient  time  to 
become  thoroughly  acquaiuted  with  the  different 
branches  of  medicine,  and  will  enable  graduates  to  pass 
a  creditable  examination  before  Medical  Boards — a  legal 
requirement  in  most  States — previous  to  the  commence- 
ment'of  the  practice  of  medicine;  and  every  year  such 
examinations  are  becoming  more  rigid.  If  in  any  de- 
partment of  life  a  little  learning  is  dangerous.,  it  is 
especially  true  in  the  medical  profession,  and  should  be 
carefully  guarded  against.  Our  aim  is  to  follow  closely 
the  curriculum  of  study  as  given  in  subsequent  pages  of 
this  announcement. 

As  a  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  the  Leonard 
Medical  School,  it  can  be  stated  that  its  graduates, 
almost  invariably,  succeed  in  passing  the  examinations 
of  the  State  Examining  Boards.  They  are  not  obliged 
to  go  to  States  where  a  license  is  not  required  in  order 
to  practice  medicine;  the  Faculty  feels  that  it  is  a  kind 
of  reflection  upon  the  Institution  when  they  do  so.  It 
is  considered  a  great  compliment  to  the  superior  instruc- 
tion here  given  that  in  several  instances  young  men 
who  have  spent  two  or  three  years  at  Leonard  have 
gone  elsewhere  and  been  admitted  to  the  junior  or  senior 
class,  and  graduated  with  honor.  As  a  rule,  they  have 
left  the  Leonard  Medical  School  because  they  felt  they 
could  not  do  the  work  required  here.  Some  of  these 
young  men  have  taken  honors  elsewhere  who  would 
not  have  received  them  here,  and  others  have  graduated 
who  would  have  failed  of  graduation  here.  It  can  be 
stated  of  the  students  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School,  as 
President  Gates,  of  Amherst  College,  said  a  few  months 
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ago  at  a  re-union  in  Boston  of  the  Amherst  Alumni: 
41  We  do  not  count  our  students,  we  weigh  them.''  The 
Leonard  Medical  School  does  not  aim  at  a  large  attend- 
ance, but  does  aim  to  send  out.  young  men  who  are  well 
fitted  for  their  profession,  and  only  those  who  are  well 
fitted.  Recently  a  young  man,  who  had  been  three 
years  in  the  Leonard  Medical  School,  entered  school  else- 
where and  graduated  as  a  salutatorian.  No  higher  com- 
pliment than  this  could  be  paid  by  another  institution 
to  the  high  standard  and  superior  methods  of  instruc- 
tion of  the  Leonard  Medical  School.  We  do  not  desire 
to  admit  to  the  Leonard  Medical  School  any  young  men 
except  those  who  are  well  fitted,  and  who  can  do  the 
work  successfully.  It  is  customary  in  some  institutions 
to  send  out  graduates  in  medicine,  when  only  one  year 
has  been  spent  in  the  institution  whose  diploma  the 
graduate  bears,  the  other  two  or  three  having  been 
spent  elsewhere.  The  Leonard  Medical  School  does  not 
wish  to  receive  students  who  have  taken  even  a  small 
portion  of  their  medical  course  elsewhere,  but  prefers  to 
have  its  students  enter  at  the  freshman  year,  and.  if 
competent  to  do  the  work,  remain  until  graduation.  It 
is  customary  to  grant  a  scholarship  of  $60  to  young  men 
of  ability  who  are  in  straitened  financial  circumstances. 
As  a  further  evidence  of  the  thoroughness  of  the  Leonard 
Medical  School,  it  should  he  stated  that  the  only  appli- 
cant for  a  license  from  the  Virginia  State  Board  of  Med- 
ical Examiners  that  received  in  every  subject  a  rank  of 
100  per  cent,  was  a  graduate  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
School.  We  do  not  claim  the  Leonard  Medical  School 
is  the  best  school  in  the  world,  but  we  do  claim,  and 
justly,  that  young  men  who  graduate  from  the  Leonard 
Medical  School  are  equipped,  as  few  institutions  equip 
them,  to  successfully  practice  their  profession,  and  that 
this  is  done  at  a  phenomenally  small  outlay  of  money 
on  the  part  of  the  students.

Owing  to  the  increased  requirements  of  State  Boards 
of  Medical  Examiners,  the  school  year  has  been  length- 
ened from  five  months  of  four  weeks  each  to  six  months 
of  four  weeks  each,  and  additional  subjects  have  been 
added  to  the  curriculum.  The  Leonard  Medical  School 
is  determined  to  k;^ep  abreast  of  the  times,  and  to  pre- 
pare its  students  so  thoroughly  that  when  they  graduate 
they  may  be  able  to  pa^s  a  successful  examination 
before  any  board  of  examiners  in  the  United  States. 

Faculty. 

Dr.  James  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been 
Superintendent  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  Wake  County, 
will  give,  in  addition  to  his  regular  coarse  of  lectures, 
occasional  lectures  upon  Public  Health  and  Hygiene. 
His  lectures  on  Obstetrics  will  be  illustrated  by  dia- 
grams, models,  the  cadaver  and  other  preparations  used 
to  illustrate  such  obstetric  operations  and  procedures  as 
can  be  so  presented.  He  will  also  lecture  on  diseases  of 
women  and  children. 

Dr.  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the 
Principles  of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  con- 
nection with  the  individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will 
be  treated  of  with  special  reference  to  prophylaxis,  dia- 
gnosis and  treatment.  As  far  as  possible,  cases  exem 
plifying  the  different  diseases  will  be  presented  to  the 
class,  and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  afford  the 
student  as  much  practice  as  possible  in  Physical  Diag- 
nosis. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Knox  brings  to  this  department  much  ex- 
perience, gained  in  the  best  hospitals  of  the  country  and 
in  his  regular  practice.  A  valuable  feature  is  the  clinical 
instruction  in  connection  with  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  Hospital,  where  important  operations  in  general 
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surgery  and  gynaecology  are  performed  in  the  presence 
of  the  students. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to 
the  eye,  ear,  throat  and  nose.  He  will  supplement  his 
course  with  clinical  instruction  at  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  Hospital,  students  thus  having  the  opportunity 
of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  various  instruments 
employed  in  the  examination  of  the  eye  and  ear  and  the 
operations  thereon,  and  with  disease  of  these  organs 
and  their  treatment.  And  by  reason  of  his  having 
specially  qualified  himself  for  the  teaching  of  Hygiene 
and  Sanitation,  to  assume  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Health,  he  has  been 
selected  to  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  upon  this  subject. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  late  of  the  United  States  Marine 
Hospital  Service,  is  eminently  qualified  for  his  position 
as  instructor  in  Physiology,  also  as  clinical  professor  of 
diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat.  He  has  pur- 
sued an  extended  course  in  the  Royal  London  Opthal- 
mic  Hospital  and  the  London  Hospital  for  Diseases  of 
the  Throat  and  Nose.  His  course  will  be  illustrated  by 
various  physiological  demonstrations. 

As  part  of  the  curriculum.  Dr.  Battle  has  charge  of 
courses  in  Histology,  Bacteriology  and  Pathology. 

The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teachers 
of  eminent  ability. 

Buildings. 

Through  the  liberal  donations  of  numerous  friends  of 
the  Institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  Wade  Leonard, 
of  Hampden,  Mass.,  and  other  members  of  the  family, 
after  whom  this  department  is  named,  the  President 
and  Trustees  have  been  able  to  meet  a  long-felt  want  of 
the  colored  people  and  to  establish  this  new  department 
of  the  University.

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for 
the  special  accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One 
of  these,  the  Leonard  Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing 
structure  of  beautiful  proportions,  which  adorns  the  site 
donated  by  the  North  Carolina  Legislature.  This  build- 
ing contains  the  lecture  rooms,  amphitheatre,  labora- 
tory, dissecting  rooms,  etc.,  and  has  been  fitted  up  at 
great  expense.  It  is  intended  that  this  shall  aiford  every 
facility  to  the  student  for  prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains 
rooms  to  accommodate  sixty  students.  This  AviJl  afford 
the  young  men  a  pleasant  home.  All  students  whose 
homes  are  not  in  Raleigh  or  vicinity,  will  room  and 
board  at  the  University. 

Apparatus. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to 
our  list  of  apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has 
been  supplied  with  apparatus  and  re-agents  for  the 
special  study  of  Medical  Chemistry.  A  complete  set  of 
electrical  apparatus  has  been  furnished,  thus  giving  an 
opportunity  of  demonstrating  the  application  of  elec- 
tricity in  diseases.  Apparatus  for  teaching  the  prin- 
ciples of  Natural  Philosophy,  which  it  is  desirable  that 
the  physician  should  be  familiar  with,  namely:  heat, 
light,  sound,  etc.,  has  been  applied,  and  instruction  will 
be  given  on  these  subjects. 

In  the  Department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  many 
additions  have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost 
the  complete  set  of  Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomical 
models,  which  have  been  imported  from  Paris  especially 
for  our  use. 

Accessories  for  the  microscope  have  been  obtained,  so 
that  the  study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology 
can  be  pursued. 
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Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured, 
and  further  additions  in  the  way  of  model:-,  an!  instru- 
ments will  be  made  from  time  to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  microscope  and  a  fine 
magic  lantern,  which  will  be  of  great  service  in  illus- 
trating minute  anatomy. 

Free  Hospital  and  Free  Dispensary. 

A  hospital  building,  containing  four  wards,  has  been 
in  use  for  several  years,  affording  the  students  valuable 
clinical  instruction.  In  the  future  patients,  unable  to 
pay  hospital  charges,  will  be  admitted  free 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a 
prominent  feature  in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the 
student  an  opportunity  of  studying  disease  at  the  bed- 
side of  the  patient  and  of  watching  the  effects  of  treat- 
ment. It  is  believed  that  the  surgical  service  will  be 
especially  valuable  and  complete. 

A  dispensary  has  just  been  completed  and  will  be  put 
into  full  operation  at  the  opening  of  the  next  session. 
Through  the  kindness  of  friends  money  has  been  ob- 
tained with  which  to  purchase  drugs  and  furnish  two 
rooms,  one  in  which  to  receive  patients  and  the  other 
in  which  to  make  the  necessary  examination.  At  a  cer- 
tain hour  each  day  one  or  more  members  of  the  Medical 
Faculty  will  be  present  to  examine  patients  and  pre- 
scribe medicine.  There  will  be  no  charge,  either  for 
medical  attendance  or  medicine. 

^dlP  As  the  catalog  goes  to  press,  President  Meserve 
is  in  the  North  soliciting  funds  for  a  new  laboratory 
and  hospital,  and  it  is  expected  that  these  improvements 
will  be  availa'ole-the  corning  school  \rear. 

Terms  of  Admission. 
Young  men   intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this 
school  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age.  and   will 
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be  required  to  pass  a  preliminary  examination  sufficient 
to  show  their  fitness  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medi- 
cine, unless  they  can  furnish  a  certificate  to  their  pre- 
vious standing  in  school  from  some  principal  or  presi- 
dent of  a  reputable  institution  of  learning. 

Course  of  Study. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  the  colored  physi- 
cians being  thoroughly  qualified  for  their  peculiar  work 
among  their  people,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Faculty 
and  Trustees  of  this  Institution  to  graduate  none  but 
those  showing  themselves  possessed  of  such  knowledge 
as  will  fully  equip  them  for  successful  professional  life. 
Believing  that  a  graded  course  of  study  will  be  the  one 
best  adapted  to  give  students  the  requisite  knowledge, 
it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of  four 
years'  duration  should  be  established.  If,  however,  a 
student,  rt  the  end  of  three  years,  is  able  to  pass  an  ex- 
amination in  all  the  branches  of  medicine,  he  will  be 
allowed  to  graduate  and  receive  his  diploma,  but  with 
the  average  student  a  full  four  years'  course  will  be 
necessary  to  attain  to  the  high  standard  established  by 
the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trus- 
tees, an  eminent  physician  and  firm  friend  of  the  school, 
says,  in  the  Medical  News  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of 
this  study :  "They  |  the  Faculty]  have  wisely  decided, 
in  view  of  the  limited  early  education  of  the  colored 
people,  the  medical  course  shall  be  four  years,  both  to 
give  a  thorough  graded  course  and  the  opportunity  to 
study  Latin  and  other  branches  of  the  Academic  De- 
partment. If  the  colored  man  is  to  enter  medicine,  he 
must  expect  just  what  the  white  man  does — a  fair  fight 
and  no  favors.  If  inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he  will 
go  to  the  bottom;  if  superior,  he  ought  to  go  to  the 
top." 
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It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student 
will  receive  a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  all  the  branches  pursued  in  the  four 
years'  course.  The  students  will  be  divided  into  four 
classes,  and  will  be  classified  according  to  their  previous 
study  and  medical  knowledge,  as  ascertained  by  exam- 
ination.

Preliminary  Course. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  a  satisfactory  entrance  ex- 
amination he  will  be  expected  to  spend  a  sufficient  time 
in  the  preliminary  studies   to  qualify   himself  for   the 
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regular  course.  This  will  include  instruction  in  Latin, 
Botany,  Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and 
the  use  of  the  microscope.  These  branches  will 'enable 
the  student  to  pursue  with  greater  facility  the  Medical 
Science. 

Examinations  and  Graduation. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  the  examination  in 
the  Graded  Course:  At  the  end  of  the  first  year,  Mate- 
ria Meclica,  General  Chemistry,  Anatomy  and  Physiol- 
ogy; at  the  end  of  the  second,  Anatomy,  Physiology 
and  Medical  Chemistry;  at  the  end  of  the  third,  Thera- 
peutics, Obstetrics,  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medi- 
cine and  Surgery;  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  a  final 
examination  of  all  the  branches  pursued  during  the 
course,  occupying  the  last  week  of  the  term.  The  ex- 
aminations will  be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be 
marked  on  the  scale  of  one  hundred.  A  failure  to  re- 
ceive 80  per  cent  in  any  branch  will  require  that  study 
to  be  repeated  the  next  year,  and  the  student  to  be  re- 
examined in  the  same  at  the  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  furnish  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  good  moral  character.  He  shall  have  attended 
the  four  years1  course  or  its  equivalent.  He  shall  be 
required  to  dissect  the  entire  cadaver.  He  shall  present 
to  the  Faculty,  at  such  time  before  graduation  as  they 
may  appoint,  an  original  thesis  upon  some  medical  sub- 
ject, the  graduation  fee  to  accompany  the  same.  Satis- 
factory examination  must  be  passed  in  all  branches  of 
medicine  in  the  manner  laid  down  in  the  first  part  of 
this  section,  and  he  must  receive  a  general  average  of 
not  less  than  80  per  cent  in  all  branches. 

If  a  candidate  fails  to  pass,  he  may  have  a  second 
trial,  which  shall  be  final;  failing  in  this,  his  graduating 
fee  shall  be  returned   to  him,  and   he  may  try  again  at 
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the  next  annual  examination,  after  having  taken  another 
course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in  which  he  is  deficient. 

General  Information. 

The  next  year  will  open  Saturday,  September  29, 
1900,  and  close  Saturday,  March  IT,  1901.  The  dining- 
room  will  open  to  students  in  all  departments  with  din- 
ner Saturday,  September  29,  and  will  close  to  students 
in  the  departments  of  Law,  Medicine  and  Pharmacy 
with  supper  Saturday  evening,  March  lfi.  Students 
must  arrive  not  later  than  the  opening  day,  matriculate, 
pay  the  advance  charges  and  get  their  rooms  settled,  so 
as  to  be  in  readiness  for  work  on  the  following  Monday 
morning,  when  the  lectures  will  begin  promptly  at  9 
o'clock.  Students  are  not  expected  to  arrive  on  Sun- 
day. In  case  some  students  can  not  arrive  on  Saturday, 
the  opening  day,  or  before,  they  will,  upon  previous 
arrangement  having  been  made  with  the  President,  be 
allowed  to  enter  after  the  school  year  opens,  but  no 
student  will  be  received  later  than  two  weeks  after  the 
opening,  and  no  deduction  will  be  made  for  board  or 
any  other  charges  on  account  of  entering  after  the  open- 
ing of  the  term.  The  medical  year,  although  it  has  been 
lengthened,  is  still  so  short  that  the  best  of  work  will 
have  to  be  clone  from  the  begiuning  to  the  close  of  the 
session,  in  order  that  the  standard  required  for  gradua- 
tion may  be  reached.  Let  no  young  man  think,  as  many 
have  seemed  to  intimate  in  their  applications,  that  they 
can  support  themselves  by  manual  labor  or  other  kind 
of  work  and  successfully  pursue  their  studies  at  the 
same  time.  Students  who  enter  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  must  be  prepared  to  devote  their  whole  time  to 
study,  except  what  is  needed  for  the  rest  and  recreation 
necessary  to  keep  themselves  in  the  best  physical  and 
mental  condition  possible.

Financial  Condition. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical 
School,  in  connection  with  Shaw  University,  has  been 
steadily  going  t'orwardjsince  1880,  and  the  success  which 
has  attended  the  effort  calls'for  devout  thanksgiving  to 
the  bestower  of  all  good;  and  yet  continued  effort  must 
~be  put  forth  in  order  to  meet  the  increasing  wants  of 
this  department  of  instruction.  Twenty  additional 
scholarships  of  $60  each  are  needed  for  the  ensuing- 
year. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in 
announcing  to  the  Northern  friends  who  have  rendered 
such  valuable  assistance  in* the  past,  that  the  future  of 
the  Medical  School  is  full  of  hope.  We  established  at 
the  beginning  a  four  years'  course  to  insure  the  neces- 
sary training  and  guard  against  graduating  men  imper- 
fectly educated  in  the  different  branches  of  medicine. 
While  a  two  or  three  years'  course  would  doubtless  at 
first  have  secured  a  large  attendance,  yet  in  the  end  a 
four  years'  course  will  [insure  thoroughness  that  will 
give  confidence  and  confer  lasting  benefits. 
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The  wisdom  of  establishing  this  four  years'  course  is 
already  apparent,  for  it  is  apprecited  by  the  students  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  total  enrollment  of  the  school 
is  in  excess  of  the  enrollment  of  any  preceding  year.

Pharmacy. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 
JUNIOR    COURSE. 

This  course  embraces  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  of 
Pharmacy,  the  sciences  involved  in  the  intelligent  study 
and  practice  of  the  art,  the  laws  governing  the  practice 
of  Pharmacy,  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United  States, 
Pharmacopceial,  Chemical  aud  Scientific  nomenclature, 
Latin  and  English  Technical  Terminology,  official  and 
unofficial  drugs  and  preparations,  the  several  systems 
of  weights  aud  measures,  embracing  also  the  metric 
system,  specific  gravity,  specific  volume,  preparation 
and  preservation  of  drugs;  uses  and  effects  of  heat, 
fusion,  calcination,  sublimation,  etc.  ;  solutions  of 
solids,  liquids  aud  gases;  generation  of  gases,  diffusion, 
dialysis,  extraction,  percolation,  repercolation,  expres- 
sion, filtration,  other  means  of  separation  and  purifica- 
tion, evaporation,  distillation,  crystalization,  precipitat- 
ing, washing,  etc.  Extemporaneous  or  Dispensing- 
Pharmacy  will  be  practically  illustrated  by  work  done 
by  the  students  themselves,  and  for  this  purpose  instruc- 
tion will  be  given  in  preparing  all  official  powders,  mix- 
tures, emulsions,  decoctions,  infusions,  saturations,  etc. 

MIDDLE    COURSE. 

The  course  of  the  Middle  Class  will  be  an  advance 
course  to  the  Junior  Class,  and  will  comprise  the  prep- 
arations of  extracts,  fluid  extracts,  abstracts,  pills, 
spirits,  oleats,  scaled  preparation  of  iron,  troches,  oint- 
ments, cerates,  plasters,  suppositories,  etc.  Instruction 
in  practical  training  in  dispensing  will  be  an  important 
feature  in  the  Middle  Class,  following  as  closely  as  pos- 
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sible  the  outline  of  work  commenced  in  the  Junior 
Course.  The  prescription  counter,  its  management  and 
furnishing,  the  processes,  apparatus  and  utensils  em- 
ployed in  extemporaneous  pharmacy,  will  be  fully  dis- 
cussed and  their  uses  illustrated;  also  incompatibility, 
with  special  reference  to  dispensing. 

SENIOR    COURSE. 

The  Senior  Course  will  commence  with  a  review  of 
the  second  year's  course,  after  which  the  pharmacopceial 
preparations  will  be  carefully  considered,  much  time 
being  devoted  to  the  compounding  of  physicians'  pre- 
scriptions and  extemporaneous  pharmacy  generally,  the 
assaying  of  drugs,  as  opium,  cinchona,  nux  vomica, 
etc.  ;  practice  in  the  use  of  specific  gravity  apparatus, 
thermometers,  alcholometers,  etc.  ;  extraction  and  prep- 
aration of  Alkaloids  and  other  proximate  principles 
from  drugs.

MATERIA    MEDICA. 

Detailed  study  of  the  substances  used  medicinally  will 
be  accompanied  with  authentic  specimens,  that  stu- 
dents may  become  familiar  with  the  appearance  of  the 
articles  as  they  are  met  with  in  commerce.  Notice  will 
be  taken  of  the  habitat,  commercial  history,  and  official 
preparation  in  which  the  drug  enters;  also  its  therapeu- 
tical properties,  etc.  Special  attention  will  be  paid  to 
the  drilling  of  students  in  posology. 

Text-books. — Barcholow's  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics, $5. 
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CHEMISTRY. 
J.  M.  Pickel.  Ph.D. 

The  lectures  will  aim  to  supply  a  key  to  the  under- 
standing of  chemical  principles  and  processes  of  impor- 
tance to  the  pharmacist,  as  will  be  fully  demonstrated 
by  experiments  selected,  not  for  display,  but  to  impress 
more  forcibly  than  words  can  do  the  principles  presented. 

The  general  principles  of  Chemistry  will  be  consid- 
ered, and  will  furnish  a  systematic  exposition  of  the 
most  important  elements  and  their  inorganic  compounds. 
It  will  also  embrace  the  most  important  subjects  of 
Theoretical  Chemistry,  and  give  a  comprehensive  expo- 
sition of  Organic  Chemistry,  especially  designed  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  pharmacists. 

Students  will  have  the  opportunity  of  becoming  profi- 
cient in  the  analysis  of  urine. 

Text-books. — Avery's  Complete  Chemistry,  $2;  Bart- 
ley's  Medical  Chemistry,  $2.75;  Tyson's  Practical  Ex- 
amination of  Urine,  61.50. 

Admission. 

Students  applying  for  admission  must  be  of  good 
moral  character,  with  a  knowledge  of  the  English 
branches  and  proficiency  in  Latin  and  the  sciences. 
Students  deficient  in  the  above  studies  are  recommended 
to  spend  a  year  in  the  Preliminary  Medical  Course. 
Pharmacy  is  an  important  and  responsible  profession, 
and  students  will  be  compelled  to  pass  rigid  examina- 
tions to  insure  the  public  against  incompetency. 

A  scholarship  of  ten  dollars  per  session  will  be  granted 
to  needy  and  worthy  students.

A  Feto  Words  to  Young   Men   xoho  are  Thinking  of  Entering 
Upon  the  Study  of  Medicine. 


The  race  is  greatly  in  need  of  consecrated,  skilled 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  has  been  established  to  meet  this  want.  No  one 
can  do  more  to  improve  the  daily  life  of  the  masses  than 
the  consecrated,  skillful,  Christian  physician.  The 
young  man  who  aspires  to  become  a  physician,  should 
not  think  of  what  he  may  be  able  to  do  for  himself,  but 
the  great  good  he  may  do  for  suffering  humanity;  and 
that,  too,  without  receiving,  in  many  cases,  a  penny  for 
his  professional  services.  Not  self,  but  the  race,  must 
ever  be  his  motto,  and  this  requires  not  ability  alone  but 
the  most  rugged  and  strongest  character.  The  Leonard 
Medical  Seliool  has  no  denominational  or  religious  test 
for  admission.  Its  students  represent  nearly  all  of  the 
denominations,  while  a  few  have  no  church  connections 
whatever.  Young  men  of  clean,  pure  lives,  honest  and 
reliable,  and  total  abstainers  from  the  use  of  spirituous 
and  malt  liquors,  who  will  refrain  from  the  use  of  to- 
bacco in  any  form  in  the  rooms  and  about  the  grounds 
of  the  Institution :  such  young  men  as  these  and  these 
only  need  apply  for  admission  or  for  scholarships.  The 
Institution  has  only  a  limited  amount  of  money  to  in- 
vest in  the  education  in  medicine  of  young  men.  It 
wants  the  best  young  men,  and  only  those  who  will 
cheerfully  comply  with  its  rules  and  regulations.  We 
are  determined  to  make  the  conditions  as  favorable  as 
possible  for  obtaining  a  thorough  education.  It  recog- 
nizes the  fact  that  nearly  all  colored  young  men  are 
poor  and  unable  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  a 
medical  education;  and  has  therefore  established  a  num- 
ber of  scholarships  for  needy  and  deserving  young  men 
of  high  moral  character  and  good  mental  ability.

Announcement. 


A  four  years'  course  has  become  popular  with  our  stu- 
dents, because  essential,  as  it  gives  sufficient  time  to 
become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  different 
branches  of  medicine,  and  will  enable  graduates  to  pass 
a  creditable  examination  before  Medical  Boards — a  legal 
requirement  in  most  States — previous  to  the  commence- 
ment of  the  practice  of  medicine ;  and  every  year  such 
examinations  are  becoming  more  rigid.  If  in  any  de- 
partment of  life  a  little  learning  is  dangerous,  it  is 
especially  true  in  the  medical  profession,  and  should  be 
carefully  guarded  against.  Our  aim  is  to  follow  closely 
the  curriculum  of  study  as  given  in  subsequent  pages  of 
this  announcement. 

As  a  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  the  Leonard 
Medical  School,  it  can  be  stated  that  its  graduates, 
almost  invariably,  succeed  in  passing  the  examinations 
of  the  State  Examining  Boards.  They  are  not  obliged 
to  go  to  States  where  a  license  is  not  required  in  order 
to  practice  medicine;  the  Faculty  feels  that  it  is  a  kind 
of  reflection  upon  the  Institution  when  they  do  so.  It 
is  considered  a  great  compliment  to  the  superior  in- 
struction here  given  that  in  several  instances  young 
men  who  have  spent  two  or  three  years  at  Leonard  have 
gone  elsewhere  and  been  admitted  to  the  junior  or  senior 
class,  and  graduated  with  honor.  As  a  rule,  they  have 
left  the  Leonard  Medical  School  because  they  felt  they 
could  not  do  the  work  required  here.  Some  of  these 
young  men  have  taken  honors  elsewhere  who  would 
not  have  received  them  here,  acd  others  have  graduated 
who  would  have  failed  of  graduation  here.  It  can  be 
stated  of  the  students  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School, 
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as  President  Gates,  of  Amherst  College,  said  a  few 
months  ago  at  a  re-unioa  in  Boston  of  the  Amherst 
Alumni :  ' '  We  do  not  count  our  students,  we  weigh 
them."  The  Leonard  Medical  School  does  not  aim  at  a 
large  attendance,  but  does  aim  to  send  out  young  men 
who  are  well  fitted  for  their  profession,  and  only  those 
who  are  well  fitted.  Recently  a  young  man,  who  had 
been  three  years  in  the  Leonard  Medical  School,  entered 
school  elsewhere  and  graduated  as  a  salutatorian.  No 
higher  compliment  than  this  could  be  paid  by  another 
institution  to  the  high  standard  and  superior  methods 
of  instruction  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School.  We  do 
not  desire  to  admit  to  the  Leonard  Medical  School  any 
young  men  except  those  who  are  well  fitted,  and  who 
can  do  the  work  successfully.  It  is  customary  in  some 
institutions  to  send  out  graduates  in  medicine,  when 
only  one  year  has  been  spent  in  the  institution  whose 
diploma  the  graduate  bears,  the  other  two  or  three  hav- 
ing been  spent  elsewhere.  The  Leonard  Medical  School 
does  not  wish  to  receive  students  who  have  taken  even 
a  small  portion  of  their  medical  course  elsewhere,  but 
prefers  to  have  its  students  enter  at  the  freshman  year, 
and,  if  competent  to  do  the  work,  remain  until  gradua- 
tion. As  a  further  evidence  of  the  thoroughness  of  the 
Leonard  Medical  School,  it  should  be  stated  that  the 
only  applicant  for  a  license  from  the  Virginia  State 
Board  of  Medical  Examiners  that  received  in  every  sub- 
ject a  rank  of  100  per  cent,  was  a  graduate  of  the  Leon- 
ard Medical  School.  We  do  not  claim  the  Leonard  Med- 
ical School  is  the  best  school  in  the  world,  but  we  do 
claim,  and  justly,  that  young  men  who  graduate  from 
the  Leonard  Medical  School  are  equipped,  as  few  insti- 
tutions equip  them,  to  successfully  practice  their  profes- 
sion, and  that  this  is  done  at  a  phenomenally  small  out- 
lay of  money  on  the  part  of  the  students. 
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Special  Announcement. 

Owing  to  the  increased  requirements  of  State  Boards 
of  Medical  Examiners,  the  school  year  has  been  length- 
ened from  five  months  of  four  weeks  each  to  six  months 
of  four  weeks  each,  and  additional  subjects  have  been 
added  to  the  curriculum.  The  Leonard  Medical  School 
is  determined  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times,  and  to  pre- 
pare its  students  so  thoroughly  that  when  they  graduate 
they  may  be  able  to  pass  a  successful  examination  before 
any  board  of  examiners  in  the  United  States. 

Faeultq. 

Dr.  James  McKee,  who  for  many  years  has  been 
Superintendent  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  Wake  County, 
will  give,  in  addition  to  his  regular  course  of  lectures, 
occasional  lectures  upon  Public  Health  and  Hygiene. 
His  lectures  on  Obstetrics  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams, 
models,  the  cadaver  and  other  preparations  used  to 
illustrate  such  obstetric  operations  and  procedures  as 
can  be  so  presented.  He  will  also  lecture  on  diseases  of 
women  and  children. 

Dr  W.  I.  Royster,  in  his  course  of  lectures  upon  the 
Principles  of  Medicine,  will  consider  these  in  their  con- 
nection with  the  individual  diseases,  and  the  latter  will 
be  treated  of  with  special  reference  to  prophylaxis,  diag- 
nosis and  treatment.  As  far  as  possible,  cases  exempli- 
fying the  different  diseases  will  be  presented  to  the  class, 
and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  afford  the  student 
as  much  practice  as  possible  in  Physical  Diagnosis. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Knox  brings  to  this  department  much  ex- 
perience, gained  in  the  best  hospitals  of  the  country 
and  in  his  regular  practice.  A  valuable  feature  is  the 
clinical  instruction  in  connection  with  the  Leonard 
Medical  School  Hospital,  where  important  operations  in 
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general  surgery  and  gynaecology  are  performed  in  the 
presence  of  the  students. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis  is  a  specialist,  giving  attention  to 
the  eye,  ear,  throat  and  nose.  He  will  supplement  his 
course  with  clinical  instruction  at  the  Leonard  Medical 
School  Hospital,  students  thus  having  the  opportunity 
of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  various  instruments 
employed  in  the  examination  of  the  eye  and  ear  and  the 
operations  thereon,  and  with  diseases  of  these  organs  and 
their  treatment.  And  by  reason  of  his  having  specially 
qualified  himself  for  the  teaching  of  Hygiene  and  Sani- 
tation, to  assume  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Board  of  Health,  he  has  been  selected  to 
deliver  a  course  of  lectures  upon  this  subject. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  late  of  the  United  States  Marine 
Hospital  Service,  is  eminently  qualified  for  his  position 
as  instructor  in  Physiology,  also  as  clinical  professor  of 
diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat.  He  has  pur- 
sued an  extended  course  in  the  Royal  London  Ophthalmic 
Hospital  and  the  London  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the 
Throat  and  Nose.  His  course  will  be  illustrated  by  vari- 
ous physiological  demonstrations. 

As  part  of  the  curriculum,  Dr.  Battle  has  charge  of 
courses  in  Histology,  Bacteriology,  and  Pathology. 

The  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Chemistry  are  teach- 
ers of  eminent  ability. 

Buildings. 

Through  the  liberal  donations  of  numerous  friends  of 
the  Institution,  and  especially  of  Judson  Wade  Leonard, 
of  Hampden,  Mass.,  and  other  members  of  the  family, 
after  whom  this  department  is  named,  the  President 
and  Trustees  have  been  able  to  meet  a  long-felt  want  of 
the  colored  people  and  to  establish  this  new  department 
of  the  University.

There  have  been  erected  two  large  brick  buildings  for 
the  special  accommodation  of  the  Medical  School.  One 
of  these,  the  Leonard  Medical  Building,  is  an  imposing 
structure  of  beautiful  proportions,  which  adorns  the 
site  donated  by  the  North  Carolina  Legislature.  This 
building  contains  the  lecture-rooms,  amphitheatre, 
laboratory,  dissecting-rooms,  etc.,  and  has  been  fitted 
up  at  great  expense.  It  is  intended  that  this  shall  afford 
every  facility  to  the  student  for  prosecuting  his  studies. 

The  other  building,  the  Medical  Dormitory,  contains 
rooms  to  accommodate  sixty  students.  This  will  afford 
the  young  men  a  pleasant  home.  All  students  whose 
homes  are  not  in  Raleigh  or  viciuity,  will  room  and 
board  at  the  University. 

Apparatus. 

Valuable  and  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to 
our  list  of  apparatus.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  has 
been  supplied  with  apparatus  and  re-agents  for  the 
special  study  of  Medical  Chemistry.  A  complete  set  of 
electrical  apparatus  has  been  furnished,  thus  giving  an 
opportunity  of  demonstrating  the  application  of  elec- 
tricity in  diseases.  Apparatus  for  teaching  tne  princi- 
ples of  Natural  Philosophy,  which  it  is  desirable  that 
the  physician  should  be  familiar  with,  namely :  heat, 
light,  sound,  etc.,  has  been  applied,  and  instruction  will 
be  given  on  these  subjects. 

In  the  Department  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  many 
additions  have  been  made.  The  school  has  now  almost 
the  complete  set  of  Auzoux  and  Bock  Steger  Anatomi- 
cal models,  which  have  been  imported  from  Paris  espe- 
cially for  our  use. 

Accessories  for  the  microscope  have  been  obtained,  so 
that  the  study  of  Histology  and  Microscopical  Pathology 
can  be  pursued. 
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Models  for  the  study  of  Obstetrics  have  been  secured, 
and  further  additions  in  the  way  of  models  and  instru- 
ments will  be  made  from  time  to  time. 

The  school  has  received  a  fine  microscope  and  a  fine 
magic  lantern,  which  will  be  of  great  service  in  illus- 
trating minute  anatomy. 

Free  Hospital  and  Free  Dispensary. 

A  hospital  building,  containing  four  wards,  has  been 
in  use  for  several  years,  affording  the  students  valuable 
clinical  instruction.  In  the  future  patients,  unable  to 
pay  hospital  charges,  will  be  admitted  free. 

The  Faculty  intend  to  make  clinical  instruction  a 
prominent  feature  in  the  course  of  study,  giving  the 
student  an  opportunity  of  studying  disease  at  the  bed- 
side of  the  patient  and  of  watching  the  effects  of  treat- 
ment. It  is  believed  that  the  surgical  service  will  be 
especially  valuable  and  complete. 

A  dispensary  has  just  been  completed  and  will  be  put 
into  full  operation  at  the  opening  of  the  next  session. 
Through  the  kindness  of  friends  money  has  been  ob- 
tained with  which  to  purchase  drugs  and  furnish  two 
rooms,  one  in  which  to  receive  patients  and  the  other  in 
which  to  make  the  necessary  examination.  At  a  certain 
hour  each  day  one  or  more  members  of  the  Medical 
Faculty  will  be  present  to  examine  patients  and  pre- 
scribe medicine.  There  will  be  no  charge,  either  for 
medical  attendance  or  medicine. 

As  the  catalog  goes  to  press,  the  money  is  in  hand  for 
the  new  chemical  laboratory,  and  a  new  operating-room. 
These  will  be  in  readiness  for  the  use  of  students  at  the 
opening  of  the  next  school  year,  September  30,  1901. 
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Terms  ofi  Admission. 

Young  men  intending  to  apply  for  admission  to  this 
school  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  will 
be  required  to  pass  a  preliminary  examination  sufficient 
to  show  their  fitness  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine, 
unless  they  can  furnish  a  certificate  to  their  previous 
standing  in  school  from  some  principal  or  president  of 
a  reputable  institution  of  learning. 

Course  of5  Study. 

Appreciating  as  we  do  the  need  of  the  colored  physi- 
cians being  thoroughly  qualified  for  their  peculiar  work 
among  their  people,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Faculty 
and  Trustees  of  this  Institution  to  graduate  none  but 
those  showing  themselves  -possessed  of  such  knowledge 
as  will  fully  equip  them  for  successful  professional  life. 
Believing  that  a  graded  course  of  study  will  be  the  one 
best  adapted  to  give  students  the  requisite  knowledge, 
it  has  been  deemed  best  that  a  course  of  study  of  four 
years1  duration  should  be  established.  If,  however,  a 
student,  at  the  end  of  three  years,  is  able  to  pass  an  ex- 
amination in  all  the  branches  of  medicine,  he  will  be 
allowed  to  graduate  and  receive  his  diploma,  but  with 
the  average  student  a  full  four  years'  course  will  be 
necessary  to  attain  to  the  high  standard  established  by 
the  Leonard  Medical  School. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Keen,  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  our  Trus- 
tees, an  eminent  physician  and  firm  friend  of  the  school, 
says,  in  the  Medical  Neivs  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of 
this  study:  "They  [the  Faculty]  have  wisely  decided,  in 
view  of  the  limited  early  education  of  the  colored  peo- 
ple, the  medical  course  shall  be  four  years,  both  to  give 
a  thorough  graded  course  aud  the  opportunity  to  study 
Latin  and  other  branches  of  the  Academic  Department. 
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If  the  colored  man  is  to  enter  medicine,  he  must  expect 
just  what  the  white  man  does — a  fair  fight  and  no 
favors.  -  If  inferior  in  education  and  skill,  he  will  go  to 
the  bottom;  if  superior,  he  ought  to  go  to  the  top.1' 

It  is  an  especial  aim  to  be  thorough,  and  no  student 
will  receive  a  degree  unless  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  all  the  branches  pursued  in  the  four 
years"  course.  The  students  will  be  divided  into  four 
classes,  and  will  be  classified  according  to  their  previous 
study  and  medical  knowledge,  as  ascertained  by  exami- 
nation.

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Preliminary  Course. 

If  a  student  fails  to  pass  a  satisfactory  entrance  exam- 
ination he  will  be  expected  to  spend  a  sufficient  time  in 
the  preliminary  studies  to  qualify  himself  for  the  regu- 
lar course.  This  will  include  instruction  in  Latin,  Bot- 
any, Physics,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  the 
use  of  the  microscope.  These  branches  will  enable  the 
student  to  pursue  with  greater  facility  the  Medical  Sci- 
ence. 

Examinations  and  Graduation. 

The  following  will  be  the  order  of  the  examination  in 
the  Graded  Course:  At  the  end  of  the  first  year,  Materia 
Medica,  General  Chemistry,  Anatomy  and  Physiology; 
at  the  end  of  the  second,  Anatomy,  Physiology  and 
Medical  Chemistry;  at  the  end  of  the  third,  Therapeu- 
tics, Obstetrics,  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery;  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  a  final  ex- 
amination of  all  the  branches  pursued  during  the  course, 
occupying  the  last  week  of  the  term.  The  examinations 
will  be  written  as  well  as  oral,  and  will  be  marked  on 
the  scale  of  one  hundred.  A  failure  to  receive  80  per 
cent  in  any  branch  will  require  that  study  to  be  repeated 
the  next  year,  and  the  student  to  be  re-examined  in  the 
same  at  the  close  of  that  year. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  at  least 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  furnish  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  good  moral  character.  He  shall  have  attended 
the  four  years'  course  or  its  equivalent.  He  shall  be 
required  to  dissect  the  entire  cadaver  He  shall  present 
to  the  B'aculty.  at  such  time  before  graduation  as  they 
may  appoint,  an  original  thesis  upon  some  medical  sub- 
ject, the  graduation  fee  to  accompany  the  same.  Satis- 
factory  examination   must  be  passed  in  all  branches  of 
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medicine  in  the  manner  laid  down  in  the  first  part  of 
this  section,  and  he  must  receive  a  general  average  of 
not  less  than  80  per  cent  in  all  branches 

If  a  candidate  fails  to  pass,  he  may  have  a  second  trial, 
which  shall  be  final;  failing  in  this,  his  graduating  fee 
shall  be  returned  to  him,  and  he  may  try  again  at  the 
next  annual  examination,  after  having  taken  another 
course  of  lectures  in  the  branches  in  which  he  is  deficient. 

General  Information. 

The  next  year  will  open  Saturday,'  September  28, 
1901,  and  close  Saturday.  March  15,  1902.  The  dining- 
room  will  open  to  students  in  all  departments  with  sup- 
per Saturday,  September  28,  and  will  close  to  students 
in  all  departments  of  Law,  Medicine  and  Pharmacy 
with  supper  Saturday  evening,  March  15.  Students 
must  arrive  not  later  than  the  opening  day,  matriculate, 
pay  the  advance  charges  and  get  their  rooms  settled,  so 
as  to  be  in  readiness  for  work  on  the  following  Monday 
morning,  when  the  lectures  will  begin  promptly  at  9 
o'clock.  Students  are  not  expected  to  arrive  on  Sun- 
day. Jn  case  some  students  can  not  arrive  on  Satur- 
day, the  opening  day,  or  before,  they  will,  upon  previous 
arrangement  having  been  made  with  the  President,  be 
allowed  to  enter  after  the  school  year  opens,  but  no 
student  will  be  received  later  than  two  weeks  after  the 
opening,  and  no  deduction  will  be  made  for  board  or 
any  other  charges  on  account  of  entering  after  the  open- 
ing of  the  term.  The  medical  year,  although  it  has 
been  lengthened,  is  still  so  short  that  the  best  of  work 
will  have  to  be  done  from  the  beginning  to  the  close  of 
the  session,  in  order  that  the  standard  required  for 
graduation  may  be  reached.  Let  no  young  man  think, 
as  many  have  seemed  to  intimate  in   their  applications, 
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that  they  can  support  themselves  by  manual  labor  or 
other  kind  of  work  and  successfully  pursue  their  studies 
at  the  same  time.  Students  who  enter  the  Leonard 
Medical  School  must  be  prepared  to  devote  their  whole 
time  to  study,  except  what  is  needed  for  the  rest  and 
recreation  necessary  to  keep  themselves  in  the  best 
physical  and  mental  condition  possible. 

All  students  are  required  to  live  and  board  at  the  In- 
stitution, unless  their  homes  are  in  the  city  of  Raleigh 
or  immediate  v icinity.  The  welfare  of  the  students  de- 
mands that  no  exception  be  made  to  this  rule. 

All  charges  are  payable  strictly  in  advance,  as  stated 
under  ''School  Months  and  Pay  Days." 

Students  who  remain  during  vacation,  or  after  com- 
mencement, will  be  subject  to  the  general  rules  and 
regulations  that  are  in  force  during  term  time. 

Students  of  the  Leonard  Medical  School  are  under  the 
general  rules  and  regulations  of  the  University,  which 
will  be  modified  from  time  to  time  as  the  peculiar  needs 
and  duties  of  medical  students  may  require. 

Financial  Condition. 

The  important  work  of  founding  the  Leonard  Medical 
School,  in  connection  with  Shaw  University,  has  been 
steadily  going  forward  since  1880,  and  the  success  which 
has  attended  the  effort  calls  for  devout  thanksgiving  to 
the  bestower  of  all  good;  and  yet  continued  effort  must 
be  put  forth  in  order  to  meet  the  increasing  wants  of 
this  department  of  instruction.  Twenty  additional 
scholarships  of  160  each  are  needed  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  takes  pleasure  in  an- 
nouncing to  the  Northern  friends  who  have  rendered 
such  valuable  assistance  in  the  past,  that  the  future  of 
the  Medical  School  is  full  of  hope.     We  established  at

the  beginning  a  four  years'  course  to  insure  the  neces- 
sary training  and  guard  against  graduating  men  imper- 
fectly educated  in  the  different  branches  of  medicine. 
While  a  two  or  three  years'  course  would  doubtless  at 
first  have  secured  a  large  attendance,  yet  in  the  end  a 
four  years'  course  will  insure  thoroughness  that  will 
give  confidence  and  confer  lasting  benefits. 

The  wisdom  of  establishing  this  four  years'  course  is 
already  apparent,  for  it  is  appreciated  by  the  students 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  total  enrollment  of  the  school 
is  in  excess  of  the  enrollment  of  any  preceding  year.

No  hospital  fees  are  required  and  no  charge  is  made 
for  dissecting  material. 

Scholarships. 

All  persons  who  wish  to  apply  for  admission  to  the 
Leonard  Medical  School,  or  for  scholarships,  must  write 
for  blanks  upon  which  to  make  their  application. 

Scholarships  are  granted  only   after  a  satisfactory  in- 
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vestigation  into  the  needs,  merit,  and  ability  of  the  ap- 
plicant. They  are  granted  for  one  year  only,  and  will 
be  credited  at  the  close  of  the  session  and  at  no  other 
time,  and  only  to  those  who  have  shown  themselves  to 
be  young  men  of  high  moral  character,  who  have  been 
correct  in  deportment  and  have  maintained  a  creditable 
standing  in  their  respective  classes,  and  provided  they 
have  paid  all  college  charges  promptly  on  the  settling- 
days  specified  in  the  catalog. 

If  these  conditions  are  faithfully  complied  with  each 
year,  scholarship  will  be  renewed  upon  application  at 
the  end  of  the  freshman,  sophomore  and  junior  years. 
Scholarship  students  must  never  receive  any  attention 
along  lines  of  discipline  from  the  President  or  any  other 
member  of  the  faculty.  Scholarships  will  not  be  granted 
unless  the  applicants  pledge  themselves  to  enter 
promptly  at  the  beginning  of  the  session  and  remain 
continuously  until  the  close,  unless  prevented  from  so 
doing  by  sickness  or  some  other  cause,  satisfactory  to 
the  President. 

Appeals  for  Work. 

Very  often  I  get  letters  from  young  men  and  women, 
containing  the  following:  "I  want  to  come  to  Shaw  and 
work  my  way.  T  have  no  money.  I  am  poor,  and  de- 
pendent upon  myself.  Will  you  kindly  aid  me,  and  God 
will  bless  you.     I  am  willing  to  clo  any  kind  of  work. " 

In  reply  to  all  such,  I  want  to  say  that  we  have  in- 
dustrial departments  in  which  instruction  is  given  by 
competent,  interested  and  paid  instructors.  All  stu- 
dents outside  of  the  professional  departments  receive 
instruction  in  industrial  training  without  any  extra 
charge.  They  are  organized  into  regular  classes.  The 
time  occupied  in  these  classes  and  the  classes  in  the 
other  departments,  together  with  study  hours,  takes  up 
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the  entire  day  and  thus  leaves  no  time  "to  work"  one's 
way.  The  charges  at  Shaw  University  are  very  reason- 
able, and  are  only  a  portion  of  the  actual  cost.  Were 
not  thousands  of  dollars  received  each  year  from  out- 
side sources,  the  institution  would  have  to  close  its 
doors.  My  advice  is  this,  save  up  the  money  necessary 
to  meet  our  reasonable  charges,  and  then  enter  and  pur- 
sue faithfully  the  branches  taught  in  the  various  depart- 
ments.

Pharmacy. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 
JUNIOR    COURSE 

This  course  embraces  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  of 
Pharmacy,  the  sciences  involved  in  the  intelligent  study 
and  practice  of  the  art,  the  laws  governing  the  practice 
of  Pharmacy,  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United  States, 
Pharmacopceial,  Chemical  and  Scientific  nomenclature, 
Latin  and  English  Technical  Terminology,  official  and 
unofficial  drugs  and  preparations,  the  several  systems 
of  weights  and  measures,  embracing  also  the  metric 
system,  specific  gravity,  specific  volume,  preparation 
and  preservation  of  drugs;  uses  and  effects  of  heat, 
fusion,  calcination,  sublimation,  etc. ;  solutions  of  solids, 
liquids  and  gases:  generation  of  gases,  diffusion,  dialy- 
sis, extraction,  percolation,  repercolation,  expression, 
filtration,  other  means  of  separation  and  purification, 
evaporation,  distillation,  crystalization,  precipitation, 
washing,  etc.  Extemporaneous  or  Dispensing  Phar- 
macy will  be  practically  illustrated  by  work  done  by  the 
students  themselves,  and  for  this  purpose  instruction 
will  be  given  in  preparing  all  official  powders,  mixtures, 
emulsions,  decoctions,  infusions,  saturations,  etc. 

MIDDLE    COURSE. 

The  course  of  the  Middle  Class  will  be  an  advance 
course  to  the  Junior  Class,  and  will  comprise  the  prepa- 
rations of  extracts,  fluid  extracts,  abstracts,  pills,  spirits, 
oleats,  scaled  preparation  of  iron,  troches,  ointments, 
cerates,  plasters,  suppositories,  etc.  Instruction  in  prac- 
tical training  in  dispensing  will  be  an  important  feature 
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in  the  Middle  Class,  following  as  closely  as  possible  the 
outline  of  work  commenced  in  the  Junior  Course.  The 
prescription  counter,  its  management  and  furnishing, 
the  processes,  apparatus  and  utensils  employed  in  ex- 
temporaneous pharmacy,  will  be  fully  discussed  and 
their  uses  illustrated;  also  incompatibility,  with  special 
reference  to  dispensing. 

SENIOR    COURSE. 

The  Senior  Course  will  commence  with  a  review  of 
the  second  year's  course,  after  which  the  pharmacopceial 
preparations  will  be  carefully  considered,  much  time 
being  devoted  to  the  compounding  of  physicians1  pre- 
scriptions and  extemporaneous  pharmacy  generally,  the 
assaying  of  drugs,  as  opium,  cinchona,  nux  vomica, 
etc. ;  practice  in  the  use  of  specific  gravity  apparatus, 
thermometers,  alcholometers,  etc. ;  extraction  and  prep- 
aration of  Alkaloids  and  other  proximate  principles 
from  drugs. 

Text-books. — U.S.  Pharmacopoeia,  Remington's  Phar- 
macy, 16.50;  U.  S.  Dispensatory. 

MATERIA    MEDICA. 

Detailed  study  of  the  substances  used  medicinally  will 
be  accompanied  with  authentic  specimens,  that  students 
may  become  familiar  with  the  appearance  of  the  articles 
as  they  are  met  with  in  commerce.  Notice  will  be  taken 
of  the  habitat,  commercial  history,  and  official  prepara- 
tion in  which  the  drug  enters;  also  its  therapeutical 
properties,  etc.  Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the 
drilling  of  students  in  posology. 

Text-books.  — Bartbolow's  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics, $5. 
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CHEMISTRY. 
J.  M.  Pickel,  Ph.D. 

The  lectures  will  aim  to  supply  a  key  to  the  under- 
standing of  chemical  principles  and  processes  of  import- 
ance to  the  pharmacist,  as  will  be  fully  demonstrated 
by  experiments  selected,  not  for  display,  but  to  im- 
press more  forcibly  than  words  can  do  the  principles 
presented. 

The  general  principles  of  Chemistry  will  be  considered, 
and  will  furnish  a  systematic  exposition  of  the  most  im- 
portant elements  and  their  inorganic  compounds.  It 
will  also  embrace  the  most  important  subiects  of  Theo- 
retical Chemistry,  and  give  a  comprehensive  exposition 
of  Organic  Chemistry,  especially  designed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  pharmacists. 

Students  will  have  the  opportunity  of  becoming  pro- 
ficient in  the  analysis  of  urine. 

Text-books. — Avery's  Complete  Chemistry,  $2;  Bart- 
ley's  Medical  Chemistry,  $2.75;  Tyson's  Practical  Ex- 
amination of  Urine,  $1.50. 

Admission. 

Students  applying  for  admission  must  be  of  good 
moral  character,  with  a  knowledge  of  the  English 
branches  and  proficiency  in  Latin  and  the  sciences. 
Students  deficient  in  the  above  studies  are  recommended 
to  spend  a  year  in  the  Preliminary  Medical  Course, 
Pharmacy  is  an  important  and  responsible  profession, 
and  students  will  be  compelled  to  pass  rigid  examina- 
tions to  insure  the  public  against  incompetency.

SHAW  UNIVERSITY  LAW  SCHOOL. 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  Shaw  University 
held  in  the  city  of  New  York,  June  29th,  1S88,  it  was  voted 
to  found  a  Law  Department  connected  with  Shaw  University. 
Since  the  above  action  of  the  Trustees,  with  the  sanction 
of  a  special  committee,  composed  of  Col.  C.  H.  Banes  WW. 
Keen  M  D.,  and  James  Butterworth,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia 
Hon.  John  S.  Leary,  of  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  has  been  appointed 
as  an  instructor  in  the  Law  Department. 

Mr  Leary  is  favorably  known  in  North  Carolina  as  a 
colored  gentleman  of  eminent  ability,  having  served  m  the 
Legislature,  and  held  various  offices  of  prominence  and  trust, 
and  ranks  among  the  foremost,  in  his  profession  as  a  lawyer, 
in  the  State.  His  appointment  has  been  kindly  received  by 
the  young  men  of  Shaw  University  who  propose  to  enter 
upon  the  study  of  law  during  the  coining  session. 

The  regular  session  will  open  and  close  the  same  day  as  the 
Medical  School,  beginning  November  1st  and  closing  March 
31st.     Terms  are  as  follows  : 

Matriculation  fee,  paid  annually $  5-°° 

Incidentals,  paid  annually 3-°° 

Tuition,  per  session 6o-°° 

Room  rent,    per  month 2-°° 

Board  and  lights,  per  month 6.00 

If  desired,  students  will  be  allowed  to  make  their  own 
arrangements  for  board  in  the  city.  In  that  case,  an  extra 
twenty-five   cents  per  month  will  be  charged  for  lights. 

All  students  from   abroad   must  room   upon  the  University 

grounds.  . 

To  worthy  students  who  need  assistance,  a  scholarship  ot 
|5o  00  per  year  will  be  granted,  to  be  credited  on  their  tuition. 

Applicants  will  not  be  received  under  eighteen  years  of  age. 

The  regular  course  will  extend  over  a  period  of  three  years. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Trustees,  President  and  the  present 
Instructors  of  Shaw  University,  to  make  the  Law  Department 
in  the  highest  degree  efficient,  so  that  its  graduates  may  com- 
pare favorably  with  those  of  oth-  lepartmeuts  of  the  Uni- 
versity.

While  much  preliminary  mental  discipline  is  indispensable 
to  enable  the  student  to  master  the  principles  of  law,  any 
person  not  under  eighteen  years  of  age  and  of  good  moral 
character  may  be  admitted  to  the  classes  and  exercises  of 
the  Department,  the  graduation  of  each  depending  upon  the 
regularity  of  his  attendance,  the  diligence  of  his  application, 
his  proficiency  in  the  studies  pursued,  and  his  success  in  passing 
the  final  examination  and  in  presenting  and  delivering  a  legal 
dissertation  to  the  Faculty  at  the  close  of  the  course. 

The  advantages  of  the  Department  are  open  to  all  who  are 
duly  qualified.  Before  attending  upon  the  lectures  and  other 
exercises,  students  must  apply  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Univer- 
sity for  tickets  of  admission,  and  must  make  satisfactory 
arrangement  for  the  payment  of  all  dues  to  the  University. 

DESIGK. 

The  design  of  this  Department  is  to  give  a  complete  course 
of  education  to  students  desiring  to  enter  upon  the  practice  of 
the  law;  and  while  it  is  not  attempted  to  familiarize  the  student 
with  all  the  details  of  local  practice,  the  exercises  of  the 
Department  are  directed  to  the  end  of  a  complete  instruction 
in  legal  and  collateral  branches  of  study,  including  practice  in 
Moot  Courts,  the  drawing  of  papers  and  pleading,  and  the 
argument  of  causes  for  successful  effort  at  the  bar. 

COURSE  OP  STUDY. 

The  Course  of  Study  embraces  the  subjects  of  International 
and  Constitutional  Law,  the  various  branches  of  the  Common 
Law,  Equity  and  Admiralty.  The  text-books  used  will  be 
mainly  the  following,  viz.: 

First  Year — Walker's  Introduction  to  American  Law;  Black- 
stone's  Commentaries;  Kent's  Commentaries. 
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Second  Year — Greenleaf  on  Evidence;  Williams  on  Real 
Property;  Smith  on  Contracts;  Stephens  on  Pleadings  (Tyler's 
edition);  Adams  on  Equity. 

Third  Year — Addison  on  Torts;  Williams  on  Executors; 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure;  Constitution  of  the  United  States; 
Constitution  of  North  Carolina. 

RECITATJOHS. 

The  students  are  required  to  furnish  their  own  text-books, 
study  and  make  regular  recitations  from  the  authors  indicated. 

The  recitations  and  other  exercises  will  be  held  with  special 
reference  to  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  those  who  may  be 
engaged  during  the  business  hours  of  the  day  in  other  pursuits. 

GRADUATION  AHD  DEGREES. 

All  students  who  pursue  the  Course  of  Study  prescribed  in 
this  Department  and  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the 
University  otherwise,  upon  passing  a  satisfactory  examination 
will  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

No  degree  can  be  conferred,  however,  until  all  dues  to  the 
University  are  discharged. 

LOCATION. 

Shaw  University  is  beautifully  located  in  the  City  of  Raleigh, 
North  Carolina.  Raleigh,  the  capital  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  furnishes  for  the  study  of  Law,  in  its  science  and 
practice,  the  amplest  facilities.  It  is  here  that  the  State  Legis- 
lature meets  and  holds  its  sessions,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State  and  other  courts  of  a  local  character  administer  justice; 
and  it  is  here  that  its  young  men  who  enter  this  Department 
may  witness  the  efforts  of  eminent  lawyers  and  statesmen,  in 
the  courts  and  halls  of  legislation;  and  here,  too,  may  be 
found  the  finest  legal  libraries  in  the  State.

At  the  annual  meeting  ot  the  Trustees  of  Shaw  University,  held 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  June  29th,  1888,  it  was  voted  to  found  a 
Law  Department  connected  with  Shaw  University. 

Since  the  above  action  of  the  Trustees,  with  the  sanction  of  a 
special  committee,  composed  of  Col.  C.  H.  Banes,  W.  W.  Keen,  M.  D., 
and  James  Butterworth,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia,  Hon.  John  S.  Leary, 
of  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  has  been  appointed  as  an  instructor  in  the 
Law  Department.

COURSE     OF     STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  subjects  of  International  and 
Constitutional  Law,  the  various  branches  of  the  Common  Law, 
Equity  and  Admirality.  The  text-books  used  will  be  mainly  the 
following : 
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First  Year. —  Walker's  Introduction  to  American  Law ;  Black- 
stone's  Commentaries ;  Kent's  Commentaries. 

Second  Year. —  Greenleaf  on  Evidence  ;  Williams  on  Real  Pro- 
perty ;  Smith  on  Contracts ;  Stephens  on  Pleadings  (Tyler's  edition)  ; 
Adams  on  Equity. 

Third  Year.- — Cooley  on  Torts  ;  Williams  on  Executors  ;  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure ;  Constitution  of  the  United  States  ;  Constitution  of 
North  Carolina. 

RECITATION. 

The  students  are  required  to  furnish  their  own  text-books,  study 
and  make  regular  recitations  from  the  authors  indicated. 

The  recitations  and  other  exercises  will  be  held  with  special 
reference  to  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  those  who  may  be  en- 
gaged during  the  business  hours  of  the  day  in  other  pursuits. 

GRADUATION     AND     DEGREES. 

All  students  who  pursue  the  course  of  study  prescribed  in  this 
Department  and  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  University 
otherwise,  upon  passing  a  satisfactory  examination,  will  receive  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

No  degree  can  be  conferred,  however,  until  all  dues  to  .the  Uni- 
versity are  discharged. 

LOCATION, 

Shaw  University  is  beautifully  located  in  the  city  of  Baleigh, 
North  Carolina.  Raleigh,  the  Capital  of  the  State,  furnishes  for 
the  study  of  Law,  in  its  science  and  practice,  the  amplest  facilities.

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  Shaw  University,  held  in 
the  city  of  New  York.  June  29th,  1888,  it  was  voted  to  found  a  Law 
Department  connected  with  Shaw  University. 

After  the  above  action  of  the  Trustees,  with  the  sanction  of  a 
special  committee,  composed  of  Col.  C.  H.  Banes,  \V.  W.  Keene, 
M.  D.,  and  James  Butterworth,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia,  Hon.  John  S. 
Leary,  of  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  was  appointed  as  an  instructor  in  the 
Law  Department. 

Being  now  in  full  operation,  the  Trustees  and  Faculty  will  spare 
no  means  to  make  this  department  of  study  of  great  and  'practical 
advantage  to  the  colored  people. 

The  regular  session  opens  and  closes  the  same  day  as  the  Medical 
School,  beginning  November    1st,  and  closing  March  31st. 
Terms  are  as  follows:

Students  who  room  in 
the  city  will  be  under  the  same  rules  as  those  who  room  and  board 
on  the  grounds. 


SPECIAL  ANNOOMEHTS. 

^Vhile  much  preliminary  mental  discipline  is  indispensable  to  en- 
able the  student  to  master  the  principles  of  law,  any  person  not  under 
eighteen  years  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character,  may  be  admitted 
to  the  classes  and  exercises  of  the  Department,  the  graduation  of 
each  depending  upon  the  regularity  of  his  attendance,  the  diligence 
of  his  application,  his  proficiency  in  the  studies  pursued,  and  his  suc- 
cess in  passing  the  final  examination,  and  in  presenting  and  deliver- 
ing a  legal  dissertation  to  the  Faculty  at  the  close  of  the  course. 

The  advantages  of  the  Department  are  open  to  all  who  are  duly 
qualified.  Before  attending  upon  the  lectures  and  other  exercises 
students  must  apply  to  the  President  of  the  LTniversity  for  tickets  of 
admission,  and  must  make  satisfactory  arrangement  for  the  payment 
of  all  dues  to  the  University. 

DESIGN. 

The  design  of  this  Department  is  to  give  a  complete  course  of  edu- 
cation to  students  desiring  to  enter  upon  the  practice  of  law,  ami, 
while  it  is  not  attempted  to  familiarize  the  student  with  all  the  de- 
tails of  local  practice,  the  exercises  of  the  Department  are  directed  to 
the  end  of  a  complete  instruction  in  legal  and  collateral  branches  of 
study,  including  practice  in  Moot  Courts,  the  drawing  of  papers  and 
pleadings,  and  the  argument  of  cases  for  successful  effort  at  the  bar. 

The  utility  of  the  Moot  Court  system  of  drilling  young  law  stu- 
dents in  the  meshes  of  the  practice  at  the  bar  has  been  well  demon- 
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st rated  and  is  generally  accepted.  Knowledge  is  power,  it  is  true, 
but  not  so  unless  the  possessor  thereof  can  successfully  use  it  The 
lawyer  who  succeeds  will  necessarily  be  required  to  not  only  possess 
legal  knowledge,  but  to  use  it.  The  ability  to  represent  a  client's 
case  before  a  jury  comes  by  practice.  The  law  student  can  get  that 
practice  in  no  other  way  better  than  through  the  Moot  Court  trials. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  subjects  of  International  and 
(  (institutional  Law,  the  various  branches  of  the  Common  Law,  Equity 
and  Admirality.     The  text-books  used  will  be  mainly  the  following: 

First  Year. — Walker's  Introduction  to  American  Law;  Black- 
stone's  Commentaries;  Kent's  Commentaries,  and  Munson's  Complete 
Phonographer  and  Type-writing. 

Second  Year. — Oreenleaf  on  Evidence;  Williams  on  Real  Prop- 
erty; Smith  on  Contracts;  Stephens  on  Plea  lings  (Tyler's  edition)  ; 
Adams  on  Equity ;  Legal  Forms  and  Practice  as  to  Deeds,  Mortga- 
ges. Notes  and  Bills. 

Third  Year. — Cooley  on  Torts;  Williamson  Executors;  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure;  Constitution  of  the  United  States;  Constitution  of 
North  Carolina;  Legal  Forms  as  to  Contracts,  and  all  Instruments 
of  Pleadings. 

RECITATION. 

The  students  are  required  to  furnish  their  own  text-books,  study 
and  make  regular  recitations  from  the  author's  indicated. 

The  recitations  and  other  exercises  will  be  held  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  those  who  may  be  engaged 
during  the  business  hours  of  the  day  in  other  pursuits. 

Students  will  be  expected  to  take  lessons  daily  in  short-hand  and 
type-writing,  unless  excused  by  the  Faculty,  during  the  first  year,  in 
which  time  it  is  supposed  that  they  will  have  sufficiently  mastered 
the  subject  as  to  need  only  practice  to  become  experts.  Legal  forms 
will  be  worked  off  on  the  tvpe-writers  which  are  provided  for  the  use 
of  students  in  the  Law  Department.

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LOCATION  AND  ADVANTAGES. 

The  Law  Department  is  now  in  successful  operation.  It  is  no  lon- 
ger an  experiment  but  is  as  much  a  fixed  fact  as  any  other  depart- 
ment of  the  Institution.  Its  organization  was  opportune  and  there- 
suit,  thus  far  obtained  in  practical  utility,  is  as  highly  satisfactory  as 
could  have  been  reasonably  expected  by  its  most  ardent  friends  and 
supporters.  The  opportunity  now  afforded  to  deserving  young  men 
to  obtain  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  intricate  science  of  law  at 
Shaw  University,  in  the  outlay  of  means  and  time  required,  is  not 
surpassed  by  any  institution  of  learning  in  the  country.  The  cost 
for  board,  matriculation,  incidentals,  books  and  graduation  fee  being 
only  two  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  for  the  whole  course,  covering 
a  period  of  three  years  time. 

The  efficiency  of  this  department  is  best  attested  by  the  results  ob- 
tained, in  ihe  ability  of  the  graduates  to  pass  the  examinations  re- 
quired by  the  statntoiy  provisions  of  the  States,  for  all  persons  who 
desire  to  enter  upon  the  practice  of  law  within  their  respective  limits. 
In  North  Carolina  any  and  every  applicant  who  obtains  license  to 
practice  law  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  must  be  thoroughly 
grounded  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  common  law.  It  is 
a  fact  well  known  by  experience  and  observation,  and  it  is  here  said, 
as  a  compliment  to  the  court,  that  a  most  rigid  scrutiny  is  observed 
and  none  but  the  qualified  and  worthy  are  ailowed  to  enter  the  inner 
temple.  Since  1888,  when  this  department  was  organized,  there  have 
been  eight  graduates,  five  of  whom  after  examination  obtained  license 
from  the  Supreme  Court  of  North  Carolina  to  practice,  one  in  tne 
State  of  Georgia  and  two  in  the  State  of  Virginia. 

Young  colored  men  will  find  it  greatly  to  their  advantage  to  at- 
tend the  law  school  of  Shaw  University.  Raleigh  has  a  very  mild 
climate,  the  average  temperature  heing  about  fifty-rive  degrees,  and 
while  the  temperature  is  mild  there  is  a  freshness  and  buoyancy 
in  the  atmosphere  especially  conducive  to  intellectual  work, — in 
short,  Raleigh  is  a  healthy  locality,  and  Shaw  University  is  located 
on,  and  occupies  one  of  the  most  central  as  well  as  pieture-que  and 
well  drained  blocks  in  the  city.  The  buildings  and  dormitories  are 
tall  brick  .structures  comfortably  heated  and  aired 

Raleigh  is  the  capital  of  the  State  and  hence  there  is  a  very  huge 
State  library  with  free  access  to  students  and  others,  also  the  Supreme 
Court  library  with  law  reports  from  the  various  States.  The  Supreme 
Couit  is  in  session  nine  months  in  the  year  and  students  have  a 
chance  to  li  ten  t<>  the  arguments  of  the  legal  talent  in  this  and  other 
States.     The  Federal   Court  meets  here  twice  a  year,  the   Railr  >ad 
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Commission  holds  its  sessions  here  and  also  the  Legislature  and  the 
various  political  conventions.  There  is  a  general  literary  atmos- 
phere pervading  the  city  of  Raleigh  hardly  so  prominent  in  any 
other  city  in  the  State. 

An  additional  professor  in  the  person  of  Mr.  E.  A.  Johnson  has 
been  added  to  the  Faculty  of  the  Law  Department  this  session.  Mr. 
Johnson  has  charge  of  the  instruction  of  the  students  in  the  draw- 
ing of  papers  technically  called  "  Pleadings,"  a  very  difficult  and 
important  part  of  the  science.  He  also  instructs  in  short-hand  and 
type-writing.  The  addition  of  short-hand  and  type-writing  to  the 
course  of  study  in  the  department  is  heartily  appreciated  by  the  stu- 
dents, everyone  of  whom  seem  eager  to  master  these  branches.  Why? 
Because  the  youngjawyer  who  can  write  short -hand  or  operate  the 
type-writer  can  find  many  openings  where  those  must  wait  for 
clients  who  have  no  other  means  of  sustenance  except  their  leg;d 
knowledge.  Many  legal  firms  will  employ  a  young  lawyer  who 
writes  short-hand  as  an  office  assistant  in  preference  to  one  who 
does  not.  There  is  a  general  demand  for  legal  talent  combined 
with  the  ability  to  write  short-hand  and  operate  the  type-writer. 
No  law  student  who  is  master  of  these  branches  need  fail  except  for 
a  lack  of  energy  and  industry.  He  possesses  two  trades  that  are  in 
constant  demand  at  good  pay,  and  many  older  lawyers  would  be 
glad  to  welcome  such  young  law  graduates  into  their  office  as 
partners.

The  design  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  complete 
course  of  education  to  students  desiring  to  enter  upon  the 
practice  of  law,  and,  while  it  is  not  attempted  to  familiarize 
the  student  with  all  the  details  of  local  practice,  the  exer- 
cises of  the  Departmet  are  directed  to  the  end  of  a  complete 
instruction  in  legal  and  collateral  branches  of  study,  includ- 
ing practice  in  Moot  Courts,  the  drawing  of  papers  and 
pleadings,  and  the  argument  of  cases  for  successful  effort  at 
the  bar. 

The  utility  of  the  Moot  Court  system  of  drilling  young 
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law  students  in  the  meshes  of  the  practice  at  the  bar  has 
been  well  demonstrated  and  is  generally  accepted.  Knowl- 
edge is  power,  it  is  true,  but  not  so  unless  the  possessor 
thereof  can  successfully  use  it.  The  lawyer  who  succeeds 
will  necessarily  be  required  to  not  only  possess  legal  knowl- 
edge, but  to  use  it.  The  ability  to  represent  a  client's  case 
before  a  jury  comes  by  practice.  The  law  student  can  get 
that  practice  in  no  other  way  better  than  through  the 
Moot  Court  trials. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  course  of  stud  y  embraces  the  subjects  of  Internat- 
ional and  Constitutional  Law,  the  various  branches  of  the 
Comaion  Law,  Equity  and  Admirality. 

The  text-books  used  will  be  mainly  the  following  : 

First  Year — Walker's  Introduction  to  American  Law ; 
Blackstone's  Commentaries;  Kent's  Commen- 
taries and  Munson's  Complete  Phonographer 
and  Type-writing. 

Second  Year — Greenleaf  on  Evidence  ;  Williams  on  Real 
Property  ;  Smith  on  Contracts ;  Stephens  on 
Pleadings  (Tylers  edition) ;  Adams  on  Equity ; 
Legal  Forms  and  Practice  as  to  Deeds,  Mortga- 
ges, Notes  and  Bills. 

Third  Year — Cooley  on  Torts  ;  Williams  on  Executors ; 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure;  Constitution  of  the 
United  States ;  Constitution  of  North  Carolina ; 
Legal  Forms  as  to  Contracts,  and  all  Instru- 
ments of  Pleadings. 
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RECITATIONS. 

The  students  are  required  to  furnish  their  own  text- 
books, study  and  make  regular  recitations  from  the 
author's  indicated. 

The  recitations  and  other  exercises  will  be  held  with 
special  reference  to  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  those  who 
may  be  engaged  during  the  business  hours  of  the  day  in 
other  pursuits. 

Students  will  be  expected  to  take  lessons  daily  in  short- 
hand and  type-writing,  unless  excused  by  the  Faculty, 
during  the  first  year,  in  which  time  it  is  supposed  that  they 
will  have  sufficiently  mastered  the  subject  as  to  need  only 
practice  to  become  experts.  Legal  forms  will  be  worked  off 
on  the  type- writers  which  are  provided  for  the  use  of  the 
students  in  the  Law  Department. 

GRADUATION  AND  DEGREES. 

All  students  who  pursue  the  course  of  study  prescribed 
in  this  department  and  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the 
University  otherwise,  upon  passing  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion, will  receive  the  degree  of  Batchelor  of  Laws. 

No  degree  can  be  conferred,  however,  until  all  dues  to 
the  University  are  discharged. 

LOCATION  AND  ADVANTAGES. 

The  Law  Department  is  now  in  successful  operation. 
It  is  no  longer  an  experiment  but  is  as  much  a  fixed  fact 
as  any  other  department  of  the  Institution.  Its  organiza- 
tion was  opportune  and  the  result,  thus  far  obtained  in  prac- 
tical utility,  is  as  highly  satisfactory  as  could  have  been 
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feasonably  expected  by  its  most,  ardent  friends^anclj [sup- 
porters. The  opportunity  now  afforded  to  deserving  young 
men  to  obtain  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  intricate  science 
of  law  at  Shaw  University,  in  thejoutlay  of  means  and  time 
required,  is  not  surpassed  by  any  institution  of  learning  in 
the  country.  The  cost  for  board,  matriculation,  inciden- 
tals, books  and  graduation  fee  beinglonly  two  hundred  and 
fifteen  dollars  for  the  whole  course,  covering  a  period  of 
three  years  time. 

The  efficacy  of  this  department  is  best  attested'by  the 
results  obtained,  in  the  ability  of  the  graduates  to  pass  the 
examinations  required  by  the  statutory  provisions  of  the 
State,  for  all  persons  who  desire  to  enter  upon  the  practice 
of  law  within  their  respective  limits.  In  North  Carolina 
any  and  every  applicant  who  obtains  license  to  practice  law 
from  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  must  be  thoroughly 
grounded  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  common 
law.  It  is  a  fact  well  known  by  experience  and  observa- 
tion, and  it  is  here  said,  as  a  compliment  to  the  court,  that  a 
most  rigid  scrutiny  is  observed  and  none  but  the  qualified 
and  worthy  are  allowed  to  enter  the  inner  temple. 

Young  colored  men  will  find  it  greatly  to  their  advan- 
tage to  attend  the  law  school  of  Shaw  University.  Raleigh 
has  a  very  mild  climate,  the  average  temperature  being 
about  fifty-five  degrees,  and  while  the  temperature  is  mild 
there  is  a  freshness  and  buoyancy  in  the  atmosphere  espec- 
ially conducive  to  intellectual  work, — in  short  Raleigh  is  a 
healthy  locality,  and  Shaw  University  is  located  on,  and  oc- 
cupies one  of  the  most  central  as  well  as  picturesque  and 
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well  drained  blocks  in  the  city.  The  buildings  and  dormi- 
tories are  tall  brick  structures,  comfortably  heated  and  aired. 

Raleigh  is  the  capital  of  the  State  and  hence  there  is  a 
very  large  State  library  with  free  access  to  students  and 
others,  also  the  Supreme  Court  library  with  law  reports 
from  the  various  states.  The  Supreme  Court  is  in  session 
nine  months  in  the  year  and  students  have  a  chance  to 
listen  to  the  arguments  of  the  legal  talent  in  this  and  other 
states.  The  Federal  Court  meets  twice  a  year,  the 
Railroad  Commission  holds  its  sessions  here  and  also  the 
Legislature  and  the  various  political  conventions.  There 
is  a  general  literary  atmosphere  pervading  the  city  of  Ral- 
eigh hardly  so  prominent  in  any  other  city  in  the  State. 

An  additional  professor  in  the  person  of  Mr.  E.  A, 
Johnson  was  added  to  the  Faculty  of  the  Law  De- 
partment in  1892.  Mr.  Johnson  has  charge  of  the  in- 
struction of  the  students  in  the  drawing  of  papers  technical- 
ly called  "Pleadings,"  a  very  difficult  and  important  part  of 
the  science.  He|also  instructs  in  short-hand  and  type- writing, 
The  addition  of  short-hand  and  type-writing  to  the  course  of 
study  in  the  department  is  heartily  appreciated  by  the  stu- 
dents, every  one  of  whom  seems  eager  to  master  these 
branches.  Why?  Because  the  young  lawyer  who  can 
write  short-hand  or  operate  the  type-writer  can  find  many 
openings  where  those  must  wait  for  clients  who  have  no 
other  means  of  sustenance  except  their  legal  knowledge. 
Many  legal  firms  will  employ  a  young  lawyer  who  writes 
short-hand  as  an  office  assistant  in  preference  to  one  who 
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does  not.  There  is  a  general  demand  for  legal  talent  com 
bined  with  the  ability  to  write  short-hand  and  operate  the 
type-writer.  No  law  student  who  is  master  of  these  branch  - 
es  need  fail  except  for  a  lack  of  energy  and  industry.  He 
possesses  two  trades  that  are  in  constant  demand  at  good 
pay,  and  many  older  lawyers  would  be  glad  to  welcome 
such  young  law  graduates  into  their  offices  as  partners.
